TANGLE OF DEATH 


What Connection Is There in 
Suicide of Miss Gesterling 
and Demise of Charles 

A. Parker? © 


WHO IS HERMAN PARKER? 


He Was to Be Bridegroom, Dies 
Suddenly, but All Circum- 
stances Are Filled by 
Other Man. 


Dramatic and mysterious circumstances 
surround the suicide of Miss Elsie Gesterling 
in the Vendome hotel, Monroe avenue and 
Sixty-second street, yesterday. 

Grief over the sudden death of the man she 
was to have married next Saturday ts the 
only known cause for, her act. She left no 
note that would give a clew, and even the 
nature of the drug she took is unknown. At 
the hotel it was stated her flancé was Her- 
man Parker, a prominent rallroad official re- 
siding in Cincinnati. He died suddenly on 
Wednesday, it was stated, and the shock 
crushed the young woman. 

A. E. Frost, proprietor of the hotel, said her 
betrothed, Mr. Parker, was buried in St. Louis 
yesterday and declared it his belief that Miss 
Gesterling committed suicide so that she 
might die at the hour of the funeral of bef 
betrothed. 


Works Into a Mystery. 


At this point the mystery begins. 


No Herman Parker died in Cincinnati. 
No Herman Parker was buried in St. Louis. 


No Herman Parke prominent’ 


position in the railroad world. 
But— 


Charles A. Parker was buried in St. Louis 
yesterday. 

Charlies A. Parker was one of the most 
prominent railroad men in the country. He 
was first vice president of the Chicago, Ham- 
iiton and Dayton railroad and president of 
the Pére Marquette railroad. Formerly he 

Charles A. Parker knew Miss Gesterling. 
They met in Denver, and it was from that 
city she came to Chicago. 


His Death Was Suspicious. 

Last night, when the news of Miss Gester- 
ling’s suicide reached Cincinnati, the belief 
was expressed that C. A. Parker had taken 
his own life. There were suspicious circum- 
stances connected with his sudden death, but 
all talk of self-destruction was at first hushed 
because there was no apparent motive for 
the act. His friends, though insisting that 


death was due to natural causes, stated that | 


he had been melancholy for some days, but 
attributed that to worry about his position. 
Ali his private papers, his watch, money, and 
other valuables were neatly arranged in a 
box in his desk. One of the men who assisted 
fn removing the body to the undertaker’s 
noticed an odor similar to that of prussic 
acid. 

A possible motive was furnished yester- 
day by the despairing young woman in the 
Vendome hotel, if the sequel shall prove 
that the lives of this man and this girl had 
been so fatefully. merged. For Mr. Parker 
was a married man. 

If he killed himself he simply followed in 
the footsteps of his 19 year old son, Jack, who 
took his own life in St. Louis several] mont 
ago. 


' Tried to Hide Story. 


The woman, whose grief was too great to 
bear, took every precaution to veil her going 
in mystery. She had few confidants and 
spoke but little of her coming marriage and 
happiness. 

Four days ago, however, her reticence be- 
came more pronounced. She had received a 
letter which seemed to crush her unuttera- 
bly. Twenty-four hours later came the news 
of the death of he fiancé, Herman Parker. 

She had intended to go to St. Louis and at- 
tend the funeral, but decided against the trip 
because “ she felt too weak.” — 


Friend Calls; Finds Body. 

Mrs. Gesterling, the mother, was away 
from the Vendome yesterday, and after 
luncheon the young woman returned to their 
apartments alone. This was at 1:30 o’clock. 
An hour later a woman friend called at the 
hotel, was told Miss Gesterling was in, and 
went to her room. She rapped at the door, 
but there was no response. Several times 
she knocked loudly, then, becoming alarmea, 
called a maid. 

The door was opened witha passkey. Miss 
Gesterling was lying op the bed clad in the 
gown she had worn at luncheon. Thinking 
her asleep, the women called her name, but 
she did not move. Then they noticed the 
pallor of her face, and cried in terror for the 
clerk. 

A glance showed the man Miss Gesterling 
was dead. On the bureau close by was a 
giass containing a few drops of coloriess 
liquid, the poison, it is believed, with which 
the young woman had ended her life. 


Find Note from the Girl. 

Proprietor Frost was summoned at once. 
The room was searched and a note was found 
addressed to Mr. Frost. It stated he would 
find the keys of her room in the top dresser 
drawer. No mention of suicide was made nor 
does further search disclose any explanati6n 
of her act. 

The coroner was notified and Dr. Springer 
went to the hotel. He said poison had caused 
the death, but what poison had been used 
he declared he could not say. He will analyze 
the few drops of liquid remaining in the 
glass. 

Some difficulty was experienced in getting 
word to Mrs. Gesterling. and it was late in 
the afternoon before she reached the hotel. 
She was prostrated last night. 


Wedding Day Next Saturday. 

Miss Gesterling and her mother came to 
Chicago from Denver two months ago. The 
young woman was 23 years of age, the only 
daughter of a widow, and possessed of inde- 
pendent means. Her fiancé.“Mr. Parker, had 
made several trips from Cincinnati to see her 
and all arrangements had been completed for 
the wedding next Saturday. 

Charles A. Parker’s Career. 

Charles A. Parker was one of the highest 
salaried officials in the United States. He 
was first vice president of the Pére Marquette 
system and second vice president of the Cin- 
cinnati, Hamilton and Dayton. He went 
from Denver in October to take the Cincinnati 
place, having been invited east by Russell 
Harding, who is/at the head of the Pére Mar- 
quette and C., H. & D. systems. 

Mr. Frost said Mrs. Gesterling and her 
daughter came to America several years ago 
from Germany, where the husband and

FATAL FIRE AT WORLD'S FAIR 


One Dead, Four Hart, and Mis-, 
souri Pavilion Destroyed. 


MANY RELICS ARE IN RUINS. 


Bucket Brigade Prevents ;Spread of 
Flames to Other Buildings. 


St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 19.—[Special.}]—Fire 
destroyed the Missouri building at the 
world’s fair this evening, and in responding 
to the alarm one fireman was killed and two 
others were injured, one probably fatally. 
After the fire was under control the south 
wall of the building fell, injuring two city 
firemen, one of these probably fatally. Sev- 
eral rescues were made by firemen. 

The fire was.caused by the explosion of a 
hot water heater in the basement. The loss 
is estimated at $225,000, on which there was 
no insurance. 


la Follette’s Son Gives Alarm. 


A son of Gov. La Follette of Wisconsin dis- 
covered the fire and sounded the alarm, but 
the structure was doomed owing to the tem- 
porary construction material and no head- 
way was made against the flames. 

The principal loss is fh the contents of the 
building. The structure cost $145,000, and in 
it was $75,000 worth of furnishings, the most 
valuable of which were portraits of all former 
Missourl governors and Supreme judges. 
These cannot be replaced. Besides, there 
were many relics dear to the Missourian, 
loaned to the state commission through a 
feeling of civic pride. All these articles, 
which money cannot replace, were destroyed.

Wreck in Mining Gulch. 


It was while résponding to the alarm that | 


Capt. Ed O'Neill of fair truck No. 4 was 
hurt and George Garbenbach killed and 
Jerry Fagin of the same company probably 
fatally injured. It was necessary for the 
truck to pass through the mining gulch, 
and, owing to the darkness, the horses left 
the road. They separated when approaching 
a large tree, the pole striking the obstruc- 
tion witn terrific force, upsetting the truck 
and hurling the crew in every dircetion. 
After the flames were under control and.the 
firemen entered the building the south wall 
fell without warning and buried Lloyd Ran- 
dolph, driver of city engine No. 28, and Frank 
O'Connor of city truck No.9 Several others 
barely. escaped, Several streams of water 
instantly were directed upon the débris cov- 


ering the men, and they were rescued before 
the fire spread to where they were entombed. 

Mrs. Belle Hall Small of Sedalia, Mo., one 
of the state hostesses, rushed into her apart- 
ments in the building to secure some valua- 
bles. A fireman followed her into the smoke 
and found her lying on the floor overcome. 


TWELVE LIVES ARE LOST 
IN TENEMENT HOUSE FIRE. 


Three Story Building in Brooklyn in 
Flames and Victims Die of Suffoca- 
tion Others May Be Dead. 


New York, Nov. 20, 3a. m.—At least rotted 
lives were lost in a fire in a Brooklyn tene- 
ment house early today (Sunday), and the 
firemen are searching for other bodies. It ie 
believed that the death list will equal fifteen. 

Shortly after 2 o'clock this morning flames 
were found in the cellar of 186 Troutman 
street, a three story frame tenement house, 
By the time the fremen arrived the stairways 
and air shaft were ablaze and the halls filled 
with smoke. } 

Despite the efforts of the firemen, the 
flames. spread to the adjoining tenements, 
Nos. 182, 184, 188 and 190. The occupants 
of these houses were early notified of their 
danger, and it is believed that all escaped. 

The deaths of most of the victims was 
due to suffocation, although some were 
burned severely. 


GREAT STEAMSHIP MAY HAVE 
FOUNDERED IN MIDOCEAN. 


Report from Antwerp That Kroonland, 
with 1,400 Passengers, Is Lost Dis- 
| credited by Red Star Line Officials. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Dec. 19.—A dispatch to the Cen- 
tral News from Brussels says it is rumored 
at Antwerp that the Red Star line steamship 
Kroonland, with 1,445 passengers, foundered 
in midocean. The Red Star officials have no 
information of any such disaster and dis- 
credit the report. 


Officials Discredit Rumor. 

New York, Nov. 19.—[Special.]—The Kroon- 
land, one of the fast boats of the Red Star 
line, is due here Monday night, having sailed 
from Bremen on Nov. 12. 

Post Captain Luckhurst of the Red Star 
line said tonight he had heard nothing from 
the Kroonland since it left Antwerp. 

“ It is one of the stanchest steamers afloat," 
he said. “I don’t believe it is possible for a 
steamer on its lines to founder. Some vessel 
east bound may have picked up one of tts 
life buoys at sea or some of its deck riff- 
raff. It is not unusual for such small things 
to be washed overboard, and the rumor may 
have been based on some such cireum- 
stance.”’ 


Barkentine Goes Down with Crew. 

Victoria, B. C., Nov. 19.—The barkentine 
Makaweli, Capt. Nielson, from Tacoma to 
Magatian, Mexico, foundered on the west 
coast of Vancouver island at Clayoquot. The 


crew of fifteen perished. 


SPRINTED, LIKE A GENTLEMAN 


William Allen White Tells How 
| He Dodged a Horsewhipping. 


COULDN'T PUNCH A LADY. 


So When the Irate Female Struck He 
Just Ran Like a Rabbit. 


| Emporia, Kas., Nov. 19.—[{Spectal.]—Mrs. 
Delta Meffert, divorced wife of Dr. William 
Meffert of Emporia, Kas., horsewhipped 
William Allen White, editor of the Emporia 
Gazette Thursday night. 

Dr. Meffert’s license was revoked two years 
ago for improper conduct, The Supreme 
court of the United States this week sus- 
tained the Kansas court which passed upon 
the case. 

Horsewhip for the Editor. 

Editor White's paper has been against 
Meffert and his news stories and editorials 
lately have included comment about Meffert’s 
divorced wife. Thursday night, as Mr. White 
was leaving his office, Mrs. Meffert and a 
woman friend approached him, and as he 
stepped aside Mrs. Meffert began striking at 
him with a whip. White immediately start- 
ed to run and the whipping was not effective, 
as only one blow landed. 


Fooled Readers by Printing It. 

Mr. White printed a short version of the 
affair in his paper Friday night. The article, 
written by Mr. White himself, follows: 

‘‘ Here is an item that you thought would 
not be In the paper. 
> “ Last evening at dusk, as the editor of the 
Gazette was starting for home, a few yards 
from the office door, he met Mrs. Delta Mef- 
fert, divorced wife of William Meffert, of 
whom mention was made in these columns 
recently.

WOMAN INVOLVED? 


John William Bate Found 
Dead in Car Near Lemont, . 
and Traces of Girl Will 


Be Sought, 


“MR. DOVE” IS WANTED. 


Three Alleged Robbers Arrested 


Who, Police Think, May 
Afford a Clew to 
the Crime 


Mystery in the murder of the automobile 
chauffeur which startled Chicago yesterday 
was intensified last night. Farmers along 
Archer road near Lemont where the deed 
was committed declared there was « women 
in the touring car. 

So strong fs this theory that this morning 
at daylight the farmers, led by Detectives 
Buggie and Qualey of the Chicago police, 
will start out to scour the woods for traces 
of the woman’s body or other evidence of a 
second crime. 

They also will drag a pond near the scene 
of the murder with a view to securing light 
on the tragedy. 


Three Arrested. 
Another line of inquiry concerns three men 
now under arrest at the Harrison street po- 
lice station. Although none of the men an- 
ewers the description of “ Dove,” the police 
assert they were in Lemont Friday night. 
The men, two of them colored, were arrest+ 


ed by detectives at Taylor and State streets 


after a struggle. Bert Twombdley, the white 
man in the party, is locked tn a cell aloneand 
refuses to talk. He is an ex-convict, the 
police say. 

Ralph Dorsey and Norman Turner, the col 
ored men, are being questioned by the police, 
and it is thought Turner will talk before 
long. He, too, has a police record. Dorsey 
struggled before he was forced into submis~- 
sion. It is said he had a revolver and threat- 
ened to use it. 


Men Refuse to Talk. 
None of the three will give any definite in- 


formation regarding his whereabouts Friday 


night. Itis known that they came from some 
town near by and the police say they have 
evidence that all were in Chicago Friday 
noon, 

The theory advanced by the south side 
police is that the men accosted Bate, after 
the latter had taken Dove to Lemont, and 
demanded that he take them te Chicago &m 
the automobile. When Bate refused, the 
police believe, the men shot and killed him, 
The theory does not account for Dove, 


Chauffeur Bate the Known Victim: 

John William Bate Jr., the 22 year old son 
of the superintendent..of the Mitchel? Motor 
Car company of Racine, and himself a 
chauffeur in the service of the Dan Canary 
Automobile company, was the known victim 
of the mysterious murder. His body wes 
found in the front seat of the car which 
stood in the road two miles south of Lemont. 
In the back of his head was a bullet hole 
and on the floor of the blood stained vehicle 
was a revolver cartridge shell. 

The young man had died at his post, his 
hands on the steering wheel, his feet dn the 
pedal and lever controlling the engine. The 
shot had been fired at such close range that 
the powder had singed the victim’s hair. 

Bate was an only son and lived with. his 
father and mother at 1562 Kenmore avenue. 


Motive for Crime a Mystery. 


The search for a motive for the killing of 


the youth has thus far produced only specu- 
lations. The only clew to the identity of 
the possible murderer begins and ends in the 


information that the automobile was hired * 


from the Canary company Friday night by 
a man at the Auditorium hotel, who said his 
name was Dove. .- 

Without apparent attempt at concealment 
the man, who once or twice before had used 
Canary’s cars, placed his order through the 
telephone operator for an auto for two pas- 
sengers, saying he wished to cali for a friend 
and take a three hours’ ride. Dove was not 
a guest of the hotel and was absolutely un- 
known there. 

The only person thus far found who says 
Dove was accompanied by a woman is John 


F. Seiler, a farmer living two miles from — 


the scene of the murder. He says he heard 
a woman in the car when the party stopped 


at his place at 11 p. m. to inquire the way 


to Kirk’s roadhouse, Yesterday afternoon 
he found in the road a brown bone button 
of a size used on women’s jackets. 


Chauffeur Unknown to Passengers. 

The mysterious Mr. Dove, as he secured the 
automobile, made no request for any par- 
ticular chauffeur and apparently was not 
acquainted with young Bate. When the 
order was received at the Canary garage it 
was young Bate’s turn to take the call, which 
he did, at the direction of H. C. McGaughy, 
Cahary’s partner, who was in charge after 
8 p. m. 

Dove left the hotel at 9:30.p. m. in the tour-+ 
ing car and all that is yet known subsequent- 
ly of the mysterious party until the machine 
and the dead chauffeur were foynd at 6a. m. 
has been learned from two or three saloon 
and roadhouse men and three or four farm- 
ers in the general neighborhood of Lemont. 


Reporters Follow the Route. 

In order to secure as accurate an account 
as possible of the movements of the car 
from 9:30 p. m. until 12:30 a. m., when the 
shot was heard which ended Bate’s life, re- 
porters for Taz TrRisuns traced the case 
among these farmers and roadhouse men. 

Nicholas Finley, a saloonkeeper at Forty- 
eighth street and Archer avenue, was found. 
He declared he noticed a large touring car 
answering the description of that driven by 
Bate pass his roadhouse at 10 o'clock Friday 
night. Standing at the front of his saloon 
Finley's attention was attracted to the ma- 
chine because of its high rate of speed. 

“I thought it strange that they should 
travel so fast,” said Finley, “ and expected 
that the occupants would lose control and 
be dashed out.” 


Story of Farmer Seiler. 

A far more important witness was found 
in the person of John F. Seiler, the farmer, 
who lives on Archer road, two miles east of 
the scene of the murder of Bate. Seller says 
that he was awakened about 11:30 by two 
men pounding upon the front door of his 
house. He went to the window to find out 
who was there and a man’s voice asked if 
“this was Kirk’s place.” On obtaining a 
negative answer the visitors inquired if they 
could get In if they went around to the rear 
door.

Another theory is that Dove was accompanied by a wo 
rel, and that in this quarrel he shot the woman and con

the countryside. Then. he killed Bate, the only witness of his deea. 
Dan Canary holds to the theory that Dove with his suitcase anda his cumpanion were 


bent on executing some crime, such as the robbery of a bank or ~ holdup, and that in the 


incautious moments of intoxication they talked of their plans before Bate. Then coming 


| to their senses they concluded to murder Bate on the theory that ‘ dead mei. tell no tales.’ 


The chauffeurs who worked with Bate are inclined to believe in the jealous woman 
theory. They say that Bate carried around the picture of a woman which he had shown 
to them on various occasions and that he had taken a young woman frequently on aute- 


mobile trips recently. 


Then there is the theory that the chauffeur was shot by some one of those farmers 
who had been awakened by the auto party. Automobilists, specially the riotous type of 
midnight tourists, are in none too good odor with the countryside out Joliet way, and it 
is suggested that some farmer got just irate enough to pursue this party and shoot the 


driver. 


Lastly, but of some plausibility, is the theory that Bate was killed by accident. Dove 


and his companion after drinking along the route may have fired off their revolvers just 


for fun, as might be indicated by the finding of a cartridge shell in the car. In this amuse- 
ment one af them may nave shot Bate accidentally.

Details of the Finding. 


John Freehaus was out doing chores about 
his barns at 5 o’clock in the morning.

Midway between the two farms 
is a hollow in the road between two small 
knolls. As he reached the top of the first 
knol Freehaus saw the green touring car in 
the hollow and a couple of yards off the road 
on the brink of a ditch. 

Aged Farmer Shakes Dead Body. 

The farmer, who is an old man and near- 
sighted, was unable to make out the situa- 
t'on till he was close upon the machine. He 
saw the chauffeur sitting bolt upright in. his 
seat, with his hands on the steering wheel; 
just as he had seen hundreds of chauffeurs 
whizz past his farm. The old man’s dim 
eyes failed to perceive the blood that stained 
the side of the car and the mud guards, and, 
looking at the man’s head tilted to one side, 
the farmer concluded that the chauffeur was 
“dead drunk.” He reached up and gave 
the form a shake, but, nothing coming of this 
move, in ote turned again into the road 
and hu to his son’s house. 

Father and son, accompanied by a number 
of hired ‘hands, were back at the spot within 
a few minutes. Peter, the son,’ instantly 
saw the blood, and, touching the body, told 
his father that the man was dead. Then 
they found the bullet hole in the back of 
the head and the cartridge shell on the floor 
of the car. 

After considerable speculation on the 
crime, in which the farmers: unwittingly 
destroyed with their trampling whatever 
clews may have been in the footprints about 
the car, Freehaug and his son harnessed a 
‘team and drove to Lemont. They notified 
the mayor and Marshal Frank Frelichowski. 
These officials obtained permission by tele- 
Phone from Coroner Traeger to remove the

Never Moved After Shot. 

The body and the machine were found as 
the farmers had described them.

The chauffeur was 
dead in a natural position of operating the 
car, ove hand being still on the steering 


‘ wheel and the other having fallen to his side. 


The feet of the dead man were in their cor- 
rect position on the pedals regulating the en- 
gine. The eyes even were fixed straight

Dan Canary Offers a Theory. 

In the way of a theory as to when and 
how the deed was committed Dan Canary 
himself, from his knowledge of automobiles, 
furnished consideraBle material. Mr. Canary 
Was notified of the murder as soon as the 
news reached Lemont, and, together with 
Detectives Qualey and Buggtie of Central, he 
started for the scene in a touring car. In an 
hour he was on the spot. | 

“I haven't the least idea who this man 
Dove is,” said Mr. Canary after returning 
from the scene of the murder. “‘ I have never 
seen the man, though he has used miy cars 
a couple of times. Once I talked with him 
over the telephone myself. I am trying to 
trace that call, as I am in doubt whether it 
was from the Auditorium or the Wellington. 
It was about two weeks ago and I rather 
incline to the®belief that it was from the 
Wellington. He wanted a touring car, as he 
did last night, but did not specify any par- 
ticular chauffeur. I told him the rates and’ 
inquired his name. He said it was Dove and 
spelled it for me, but when I asked him for 
his initials and residence address he avoided 
telling me, saying that there was no need 
of recording the name, as he would meet 
the car at the door of the hotel and pay the 
charges to the chauffeur. 

“I don’t recall what car I sent nor what 
chauffeur. We have numerous calls from 
the hotels and none of my drivers recalls 
this order in any definite way. 


Bate’s Disposition Pleasant. 

Bate was a straightforward, honest young 
fellow with a good disposition and the faculty 
of getting along smoothly with all sorts of 
people. He had been with me nearly a year 
on the commission basis of the Foreman car. 
I never heard of his having any enemies and 
I don’t believe any one ever called here to 
make trouble for him. 

_“I wasn't here when the call for the car 


was made last night, but from what my part- 
ner tells me there was no request for Bate 
in preference to any otherchauffeur. It was 
Bate’s turn to go out on the next call and so 
Mr. McGaughy sent him. There was another 
chauffeur, Edwin Archer, here at the time, 
and it was he who received the telephone 
message. In’ the light of these facts I believe, 
it unlikely that any one was plotting to get 
Bate out where he could be killed from a 
motive of revenge, woman or no woman in 
the case. 

“*T went out to the scene of the crime today 
with two theories of the murder. One was 
that Bate was killed in a quarrel over the 
fare; the other that he was put out of the 
way because he had: become possessed of 
dangerous information—for example, of some 
plan of the passengers to rob or commit 
some other crime. I have returned with the 
first theory set aside in favor of the second. 

Trouble in Collecting. 

“My first theory grew out of the fact that 
we have a great deal of trouble in collecting 
charges from a certain class of patrons. A 
man will order a car by telephone, giving a 
fictitious name, such as John Doe, which may 
have been the name for which Dove was mis- 
understood. The man will take a party out 
for a night’s hilarity and along in the morn- 
ing, when they are all drunk they will refuse 
to pay the fare. Then there is trouble. The 

chauffeur tries to collect by stofping his ma- 
chine and refusing to gofarther. Sometimes 
there is a fight, but oftener the chauffeur is 
only one against a gang and can do nothing 
but submit. Then we lose out altogether on 
the fare. 

* But I don’t believe Bate was killed over 
the matter of the fare. He was a strip ofa 
boy and two men could have handled him 
without shooting. Bate was apparently not 
stopping in a refusal to go farther without 
pay, when he was killed. He was shot while 
the car was.in motion climbing a hill. He 
may have refused to go farther away from 
the city without pay, but he was returning 
when shot and it is likely the passengers 
would have let him bring them back nearer 
the city if it was only a quarrel over the fare. 

**I am more convinced than ever that these 
fellows were up to some mischief and that 
they incautiously let Bate overhear their 
plans. Then they got scared and killed him.” 


Hears of Her Son’s Fate. 


Not until the arrival of Mr. Bate Sr. at his, 


Lake View home, at 6:30 o'clock last even- 
ing, did Mrs. Bate, mother of the murdered 
chauffeur, know of the real fate of her son. 
Early in the morning she had received the 
news by telephone that thé boy was dead. 
Waiting to hear no more, she threw down 
the receiver with a cry and swooned. Neigh- 
bors revived her later. She passed the day 
in a state of nervous collapse, knowing that 
her son was dead, and in no condition to 
hear further details. 

She believed he had been killed in an ac- 
cident; that the automobile had swerved, 
or thet he had been struck on some grade 

crossing. She received no néwspapers and 
her friends were too kind hearted to dis- 
close the truth. Mr Bate. summoned to his 
Racine. 

“ Dove,” he said, puzzled, trying to recall 
the name. “It seems to me [ have heard 
the name somewhere before.” He concen- 
trated his thoughts in a vain effort to asso- 
clate the word with something tangible. “ I 
must have dreamt it,"’ he concluded; “I 
cannot remember any one named Dove.”’ 

Mr. Bate declared that he was as much in 
the dark regarding the motives of his son's 
murder ds was everybody else. He denied 


"any knowledge of the boy's love affairs, and

been committed by a jealous rival. 


Mother Falls ina Swoon. 


The father’s homecoming was a dramatic 
one. His wife, who had been hysterical all 
day, fell swooning into his arms. Not until 
then did she learn the truth—that the boy 
had been shot through the head. Mr. Bate 
spent the remainder of the evening comfort- 
ing her, and sustaining her in her collapse. 

He left at midnight for Lemont, where he 
will take charge of his son's body after the 
inquest. The body will be brought home as 
soon as possible for burial. 

Bate’s mother often had urged him to aban- 
dom what she regarded as a hazardous em- 
ployment. A few weeks ago she went to 
the Canary garage to try and induce her son 
to give up his position. She talked to other 
employés and to the proprietor, as well as to 
her son. The latter took her opposition good 
naturedly, claiming that he was in no danger.

Pittsburg, Pa., Nov. 19.—[Special.]—At an 
expenditure “of several millions of dollars 
Pittsburg is to have a new university, the 
equal of the University of Chicago or the 
Universit# of Pennsylvania.

Carnegie and others who made their millions 
in the Pittsburg district will the new school 
be due. 

Already forty men In Pittsburg have agreed 
to give from $40,000 to $100,000 each for 
the project, and ground is being looked up in 
the vicinity of Carnegie’s technological 
school.

The Western 
University of Pennsylvania will be moved 
to Pittsburg from Allegheny and will be en- 
larged and improved.

German Ambassador’s Address. 


Ambassador von Sterburg, in his address 
conveying the kaiser’s gift to the American 
people, through Present Roosevelt, said: 

“Mr. President: The hearty and trniy 
sincere welceme which Prince Henry of 
Prussia met throughout the United States 
during his visit in February, 1902, has left 
a deep and lasting impression on the Ger- 
man emperor and on the German people. 
The ‘citizens of the United States showed 
Prince Henry the true manner of American 
hospitality, and where he appeared he re- 
ceived a greeting which did not merely 
come from the lips, but which had the true 
ring. of the heart. 

“ Emperor William followed with keen in- 
terest the movement of his brother in Amer- 
ica, and was profoundly touched by the 
attitude of undisguised friendship which 
characterized every step of the prince, who 
returned to Germany as the true interpreter 
of the true Ameérican spirit. 

“In order to give this visit, which has 
terminated under such happy auspices, a 
lasting memorial, Emperor William called 
on the genius of Germany’s most re- 
nowned sculptor to create a statue of his 
ancestor. This statue he has sent across 
the seas as a gift of friendship to the Amer- 
ican people. We now behold it on the pedes- 
tal from which it is destined to watch the 
men who in the magnificent building soon 
to adorn these grounds are to be instructed 
in those sciences which the military genius 
of a soldier king so marvelously per- 
fected. 

“Mr. President, by order of the German 
emperor I have the honor of asking you to 
accept this statue as a token of his majesty’s 
and the German people's sincere friendship

SUCCUMBS FROM PARALYSIS AT 
HOME IN LEXINGTON, KY. 


Eead Comes Peacefully as Result of 
Stroke Sustained on Wednesday— 
He Had Been Sinking tor Twenty- 

four Hours—Defeated for Congress 
Following the Verdict in the Suit 
Brought Against Him by Madeline 
Pollard—Was Famous on the Stump. 


(Lexington, Ky., “Nov. 19.—Col. William 
Campbell Preston Breckinridge died at 11:40 
o'clock tonight from a stroke of paralysis 
evstainea on Wednesday. The end came 
peacefully. He had been gradually sinking 
for, twenty-four hours and for that length 
of time the case had been known to be hope- 
less. 

The funeral will take place at 2 o'clock 
Monday afternoon at the First Presbyterian 
church, with burial in the Lexington ceme- 


tery. 
Famous on the Stump. 

Col. Breckinridge was a famous orator on 
the stump and in congress, where his elo- 
quence brought him into great prominence. 
Ten years ago a woman known as Madeline 
Pollard sued him on a scandalous charge, and 
a sensational trial followed, the young 
woman being awarded a verdict against him. 

Upon being defeated for congress by Maj. 
W. C. Owings In 1894, which was due largely 
to the Pollard scandal, Col, Breckinridge re- 
sumed the. practice of law in this city, but 
ran again for congress in 1896 as the nominee 
of the sound money democrats and repub- 
licans. He was defeated. Shortly after this 
defeat he took charge of the editorial depart- 
ment of the Lexington Herat, and since 
that time he has devoted al! of his time to 
this work and his extensive taw practice. 

Pollard Verdict Never Paid. 

The verdict rendered against him in favor 
of Madeline Pollard was never paid and so 
far as is known still stands against him. 
It was well known by the attorneys at the 
time of the sensational trial that no money 
would ever be paid, even if a verdict was 
found for her, as the financial condition of 
Col Breckinridge was at low ebb, and since 
that time every dollar made by him has been 
used as living expenses for his family. 

His defeat by Maj. Owings for the demo- 
crutic nomination for congress followed 
closely the famous breach of promise case, 
and his defeat was due in great measure to 
the women of this district, who worked and 
fought against his election.

Republicans Need 500 Votes. 


It is said at republican headquarters that 
only 500 votes are needed to give the repub- 
licans both houses of the legislature. As the 
legislature, under the state law, decides who 
is governor in any contest, the anxiety of the 
republicans to control is great. Gov. Pea- 
body, even if he does not wish to go to the 
extreme of seating himself during the six 
days that the legislature will be in session, 
before he goes out of office will appoint two 
new Supreme court judges, which will give 
him more control over that body than he is 
said by the democrats now to possess. 

The democrats now have a majority of 
nine in the senate. If the republicans secure 
control and unseat the holdover democrats 
two years from now they can elect Simon 
Guggenheim, a local politician, who is will- 
ing to go to considerable length as United 
States senator. 

Some of the people here say that Guggen- 
heim is putting up most of the money to 
condugt the expensive election contest. East- 
ern capitalists, who are keeping in close 
touch with local conditions, are interested in 
the extent to which organized labor, .espe- 
clally the Western Federation of Miners, is 
concerned in this fight. Secretary William 
Haywood of the federation said today: 

“They never will be foolish enough to try 
to seat Peabody. If they do he will get what 
is coming to him. When Charles 1. was re- 
pudiated by England he did not take warn- 
ing and his head paid the penalty. 


Union Wants “Square Deal.” 

“All that the union men of Colorado 
want," continued Haywood, “is a square 
deal without any militia. We don't want a 
partisan governor. That would hurt us more 
than anything else. We believe that we 
will be protected in our rights under Gov. 
Adams. We recognize no other governor. 
We are not especially interested in these 
fraud cases. There probably were frauds 
on both sides, but the unions had nothing to 
do with them. Let the democrats fight their 
own battles.” 

T. M. Hyder, editor of the Clarion Advo- 
cate, the leading labor organ in Denver, said:

LABOR FEDERATION DELAYS 
CHICAGO CHARTER HEARING. 


Vice President Duncan Says Local Body 
Was Dilatory in Stating Position to 
Executive Council. 


San Francisco; Cal., Nov. 19.—[Special.]— 
Chairman Wilson of the committee on local 
and federation bodies, which has in hand 
the taking of new evidence in the case of 
the Chicago central federation and the at- 
tempt to seat Delegate Schardt, president 
of.that body, decided today to continue the 
hearing for further arguments. as the con- 
vention adjourned shortly after it had met. 

Delegate John Mangen said he is convinced | 
that, had the executive council of the Amert-' 
can federation been in possession of the facts 
as presented to the committee yesterday, the 
action taken by that body would not have 
been to revoke Chicago's charter. 

Vice President James Duncan, a member 
of the executive council, states that the Chf 
cago organization has been long in posses- 
sion of the facts only now presented and 
should have handed them to the executive 
council long ago. 

Many members of the executive council 
seem to think Chicago has been trying to see 
how far it could go in defying the American 
federation and that this revoking of its char- 
ter has been administered as a punishment. 
The matter will come up among the first or- 
ders on Monday. 

The convention adopted a resolution ask- 
ing congress to give payment to government 
workmen for all overtime performed by them 
in excess of eight hours a day since May 19, 
1861, the matter to be adjudicated by a court 
of claims. A movement to make the union 
label more effective was approved, and a uni- 
versal label was urged, 

A proposal to ask the secretary of com- 
merce and labor to appoint a strike arbitra- 
tion board was lost, as were proposals of 
workingmen’s banks and for settlement of 
the question of trades antonomy. It was 
voted to ask congress to prevent enlisted mu- 
sicians from competing with union men,

The straightness in the lines was noted 
from the first. Traces of fron oxide have 
been found in the wood. In tests which have 
been made with oiled fuses a serpentine 
path was left by the oil.

Congressman. Boutell Declares It High 
Lime an Dilinois Governor Was Sent 
to the White House—Victorious Can- 


B. A. Bekhart Tell Some Secrets of 
the Successful Campaign. |. 


At the Marquette club dinner last night the 
north side republicans not only started to 
opén up the spring mayoralty campaign but 


they tried to pry open the presidential cam- | 


paign of 1908. 

Gov.-elect Charles 8S. Deneen when he 
arose to speak as-chief guest of the evening 
found himself facing 200 shouting men, wav- 
ing napkins with an excess of seal. Con- 
gressman Henry 8. Boutell a moment before 
had peeked inte the future far enough to see 
Mr. Deneen as a presidential candidate, and 
ba announced his findings. Hence the nap- 

ns, 

“I don’t wish to deal in out and out state- 
ments,”’ Congressman Boutell had sald, “ but 
I should like to call your attention to the fact 
that the president of the United Sates before 
he was president wes governor of New York 
and that hie predecessor had been governor 
of Ohio. It is about time for Illinois to make 
one of its governors president."’ 

Thereupon John Maynard Harlan had led. 
the napkin demonstration and Mr. Deneen 
arose to reply. 

“You will observe,’ the governor- 
elect, ** that Congressman Boutel! has drunk 
not only his own campagne but also mine." 

While Mr. Boutell was endeavoring to find 
substantial evidence to refute this charge, 
Mr. Deneen cast a cold gray eye over the rest 
of the audience in search of Mr. Harien. 
Having located him, he continued: 

“ I see before me a number of men who are 
supposed to want to be governor id four 
years, at least one who wants to be mayor in 
the spring.”’ 


Deneen Urges Party Unity. 

Thus having settled scores with Boutell 
and Harlan, Mr. Deneen proceeded to give 
an account of his personal experiences in 
the campaign. He concluded with an earn- 
est appeal for party unity tn the city next 
spring to insure the election of a republican 
mayor. 

‘“* The democrats lost this campaign In their 
State convention,” he said. “ The repub- 
licang won it ip. theirs, It is of the 


highest 
importance that the prél 


iminary campsign 


be of such a charecter as to win the support 


of the people. The city government should 
be republican. The rest of the state ex- 
pects this. of us. .We have the state, we 
wo the coynty, and we should have the 
city. 
“If the republicans unite in the coming 
municipal campaign they can win. It is 
of the highest importance that they should. 


Chicago will start on a new career when | 


it gets its charter. This career should be 
mw and carried out by the republican 
pa y.”” 

Give Sane Campaign Secrets. 

Most of the men who have been successful 
candidates on the republican ticket tn the: 
county were the guests of the club, as well 
as some of the men who conducted the cam- 
paign. Roy O. West, state chairman, and 
B. A. Eckhart, treasurer of the state or- 
ganization, were among the speakers, and 
they made an attempt at revealing the inner 
secrets of the work. : 

Mr. Eckhart toid of a “ little " dinner at the 
Union League club, sixty republicans being 
present, at which $31,000 of campaign money 
was raised in fifteen minutes—after the door 
had been locked. A handsome surplus, he 


said, was in the treasury now. 


From Mr. West's speech it was easy to 
learn why $10,000 had been spent in postage 
stamps. The auditors of the state chairman 
may have a hazy idea of just how many mil- 
lion. letters a week Mr. West said wére writ- 
ten from the state headquarters, but they 
remember that he sent 8,000 a week to mem- 
bers of the organization in townships, not to 
mention 30,000 or so about once a month to 
other local leaders in various counties. A 
mailing list of 60,000 first voters was supplied 
with personal letters, and 49,000 German 
voters were remembered from time to time.

City. Lawyer Says Chicago Can Use 
Drastic Methods to Secure 


Crossing Gates. 

With the sixty days’ notice from the city 
expired, several railroads have neglected to 
provide each street car crossing with safety 
gates: The penalty named in the ordinance 
is $200 for each ten days of failure to comply, 
but Acting Corporation Counsel Sexton says 
the city has the right to stop trains if neces- 
sary to enforce the order. A formal opinion 
on this point probably will be asked by Com- 
missioner Blocki before proceeding to ex- 
tremities.

Chicago Terminal Transfer—Forty-eighth and- 
Colorado avenues, scene af recent eollision with 
street car; gates installed since Nov. 5. 

Belt: railway—Twenty-second street and Forty- 
sixth avenue; gates on the ground, not yet installed. 

Burlington—Twenty-second street and Canalport 
avenue, and Twenty-second and Jefferson streets; 

Santa Fé—Archer and Central Park avenues; 
gates and watchmen provided. 

‘Belt railway—Archer and Forty-sixth avenues; 
men at work. 

Chicago Junction—Thirty-fifth street and Cen- 
ter avenue, and Thirty-fifth and Iron streets; no 
‘gates or watchmen. 

Reports from the extreme south side, more 
from the weet side, and those from the horth 
will be in Mr. Blocki’s hands tomorrow. 

“If it comes to blocking passenger and 
freight trains On account of lack of gates I 
will block anything I am told to,” said Super- 
intendent of Streets Doherty.

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HOPE TO OPERATE

Tailors Intend to Run Shops 
Tomorrow, Though 6,000 

Men Are Out.

DECLARE FOR OPEN SHOP. 
Furniture Drivers Going Back to 
Work, Both Sides Making 
Concessions. 


Officers of the National Wholesale Tailors’ 
association declared last. evening that they 
would seek to run their shops tomorrow in 
spite of the strike of the garment workers. 
Secretary Martin J. Isaacs said that 5 per 
cent of the strikers already had made appli- 
eation for work as individuals. Many other 
skilled tailors, he said, could be engaged. 

“We will not discriminate for or against 
union members,’ Mr. Isaacs said, “for we 
do not care whether the employés are cen- 
nected with labor organizations. There is 
an oversupply of labor on the market, and ine 
shops should have little trouble getting all 
they need.”’ 

B. V. Price of EB. V. Price & Co., one of the 
largest eoncerns involved, said that there 
would be no compromise with the union. 

Some of our agreements with the, union 
run into next year,’’ Mr. Pricesaid. ‘‘ These 
provide for arbitration for every conceivable 
A strike for the support of union 
principles ts permitted, but under the condi- 
tion that the question of whether such prin- 
ciple is at stake shall be arbitrated first.”’ 


Neerly 6,000 Workers Out. 

The strike was participated in by nearly 
6,000 of the 9,900 speci] order workers of 
the garment makers. They went out, charg- 
ing that their contract had been broken 
by the employers. «as soon as the men and 
women had walked out the owenrs of the 
shops pested notices declaring for the free- 
dom of employment as follows: \ 


“ We declare for the right of every man to 
sell his labor as he sees fit and the freedom 
of the employers to hire such labor without 
regard to membership in any organization, 
and against the limiting of apprentices and 
the arbitrary restriction of output. We 
want an honest day’s work on one hand and 
a full day’s pay on the other.”

Struggle Year Old in the East. 

The fight co after se. ral months’ of 
disagreement between the employers and 
the union. In the ready made clothing trade 
the workers struck last August. and most 
of them stfll are out. In the eastern cities 
the manufacturers have been engaged in 
struggles with their men for more than a 
year, the tesue not having been determined. 
Bach claims the advantage. 

The union members were inclined to resort 
to extreme measwres after they had been 
informed by the employers that mo agre<- 
ments would be made at the expiration of 
those now effective, March 1, 1905. Pickets 
were stationed around the tailor shops and 
will be on watch tomorrow. Many of the 
strikers are women. 


Difficulty with Drivers Settled. 

By the signing of an agreement by the 
furniture manufacturers and their union 
teamsters, the strike of the latter was ter- 
‘minated. The men will return to work to- 
morrow morning without loss of pay. The 
manufacturers abandoned their original po- 
sition, as stated by Secretary F. W. Job of 
the Employers’ association, that they would 
enter into no contract with the drivers or 
any other labor organization. 

The agreement was along the lines settled 
on in Friday's conferences when President 
C. H. Hill of the association personally took 
up the negotiations. The “closed shop ’’ 
was yielded by the unéon men, and the con- 
tract reads that there shal! be no discrimi- 
nation against union members. The con- 
tract gives the men an advance of 50 cents 
a week in pay and runs to May 1, 1906. Mr. 
Hill and H. Z. Mallen represented the man- 
ufacturers end Secretary A. J. Reed and 
Business Agent C. H. Cork of the union 
the workers. 


Strike of Shoe Stitchers. ; 

The controversy between the J. E. Tilt Shoe 
company and its union employés over a 
change in the wage scale resulted in the 
strike of 125 girls in the stitching department. 
The organized workers declared that the 
change meant a reduction of 15 to 60 per cent 
in pay and was contrary to agreement. Of- 
ficers of the coripany replied that the con. 
tract provided for increases and reductions 
and had been observed strictly by them.

Washington, D. C., Nov. 19.—[Special.)— 
President Roosevelt today was 
Eugene N: Foss of Massachusetts, president 
of the New England Reciprocity leagus, to 
call an extra session of congress for the pur- 
pose of revising the tariff and acting upon the 
reciprocity treaties. 

The president declared that he would not 
touch on these questions in his regular annual 
message to congress, but that he may take 
Mr. Foes, who is the leading 
New England advocate of tariff revision and 
reciprocity, and who has twice been a can- 
didate for congress, in discussing these im- 


assachusetts people and those of the 
northwestern section of the United States 
are deeply interested in the questions of re- 
vision of the tariff and reciprocity. I am en- 
engaged in business and employ about 8,000 
men. Therefore I ought to know something 
about the attitude of the business world on 
this proposition. We need badly the Cana- 
dian market for the extension of our business. 


Canadian Trade Dwindling. 


“That countrP is buying less of our goods 
every year and $100,000,000 of American cap- 
ital has been invested inf Canada in manu- 
facturing industries along American lines. 
This is convincing evidence that we are losing 
the Canadian market because of our high 
tariff rates and that Americans have gone 
into Canada and are manufacturing goods 
for our northern neighbors. 

“*We need the raw materials of Canada and 
also her market for our finished products. 
The conditions existing in the Fall River cot- 
ton mills present an awful example of the 
need for larger markets for Amertcan goods. 
If these had been fouhd there would have 
‘been no strike in the cotton mills. 

QOhange in Sentiment. . 

“There has been a significant change of 
sentiment in Massachusetts on these ques- 
tions. For years the Home Market club has 
dictated the policy of New England on the 
tariff question. I was secretary of the club 
several years ago, but lost my position be- 
cause of my tariff views. This club is now 
about evenly divided on the question of, 
reciprocity, with Canada. 

“I advised the president to take up. the 
question of tariff revision’in his message to 
the next congress. Of course, we know that 
revision cannot be accomplished during the 
short session. We believe, however, that it 
would be good policy to inform the country 
that the administration proposes to insist 
on tariff modifications. 

“ Nothing will. in my judgment, save the 
republican party from defeat’ if it fails to 
deal with the tariff; and’ the sooner the re- 
vision is made the better for the party.”

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 


Charles H. Thornton of the Duluth Com- | 


mercial Record, an authority on crop ques- 
tions in the northwest, who took radical 
issue with Crop Expert Jones, not only on 
the size of the 1 crop of spring wheat in 
the Dakotas and Minnesota, but on the size of 
the 1004 crop as well, made a visit to the 
floor on his way to Marshall field to see the 
Minnesota eleven play Northwestern. Mr. 
Thornton estimated the crop of the three 
states at 156,000,000 bu. Mr. Jones’ estimate 
was 127,000,000 bu. “ My figurés,”’ said Mr. 
Thornton, “were the highest made at the 
time. I didn’t dare go any higher then, but 
I think now they were too low and that the 
Northwestern Miller's estimate of 172,000,000 
bu will prove nearer right. There will be no 
let up of the movement of wheat into Duluth 
ell winter. All the elevators on the Great 
Northern from Larimore west, on the North- 
ern Pacific from Cassleton west, and on the 
Soo line from Valley City north in North 
Dakota, not only on the main lines but on all 
their branches, are full of wheat. There are 
five farmers’ elevators in that country where 
there was one last year, and none of those 
houses has done any hedging. The wheat 
has all been for sale, the day it arrived, at 
terminal markets. I have investigated the 
question carefully and am sure of these facts. 
The movement simply cannot let up.’ From 
other sources some information which 
claimed to be reliable was received regarding 
the movement in other parts of the north- 
west. In the Red River valley, where the 
crop was hurt the most by rust, the bulk of 
the movement is probably over. In southern 
Minnesota, where a good crop was grown, 
the movement, according to one Minneapolis 
elevator man, “ has just begun.” 

Receipts of wheat in the northwest showed 
only a slight falling off from the previous 

and from last year, 4,640 cars at Min- 

neapolis and Duluth, compared with 4,707 
cars a week ago and 4,859 a yearago. The 
receipts at Minneapolis alone were larger 
than last year. Stocks of wheat at Min- 
neapolis increased 849,000 bu for the week, a 
smaller increase than estimated, owing to the 
correction of figures by one of the elevators. 
Total stocks are now 8,958,000 bu. Contract 
stocks increased 288,000 bu for the week. An 
increase of 100,000 bu wag estimated for yes- 
terday, the firet:day of the new week, 

“Weather fine,” said a Rosario cable to 
the Armour Grain company. “ If it continues 
@ week longer the crop will be heavy.” 

The fine weather is conducive to a free 
movement of wheat north as well as south 
of the Canadian boundary, Winnipeg getting 
871 cars yesterday, compared with 181 a year 


ago. 

The English. visible supply of wheat in- 
creased 820,000 bu for the week, compared 
with an increase of 1,117,000 bu the previous 
week and one of 2,646,000 bu the correspond- 
ing week last year. 

Minneapolis messages said millers were not 
in the market for any wheat weighing more 
than 58 pounds. They are supposed to have 
all the choice wheat they need for the present 
and are buying the poorer qualities at dis- 
counts, which are still sharp, although they 
are decreasing. 

There was the same siow milling demand 
in the local market yesterday, with sales 
only 15,000 bu in mixed lots. Prices were off 
about as much as the futures. No. 2 red 
was quoted at $1.13 and $1.14, No. 8 red from

Commerce Commissioners to 
Appeal to Congress for a 
 Changein the Law. 


HELPLESS AT PRESENT. 


Texas Cattle Case Ended for the 
Time, but Will Be Contin-— 
ned in South. 


An will be made to congress by the 
interstate commerce commission to pass 
jaws putting a stop to the railways’ practice 
of granting rebates. The aim is to end not 
Only actual rebates, but also the giving of 
undue preference to certain large industries 
and shippers. 

The revelations made lately at the hearings 
of the private car lines, the division of rates 
with cdienaetel roads, and the Texas cattle 
rate cases have convinced the commission ex- 
isting evile cannot be remedied unless it is 
Sranted power to enforce its decisions. 

The best the commission is abie to do now 
is to ferret out abuses and discriminations 
when complaints are made by shippers and 
Organizations. Subsequent rulings and rec- 
ommendations can be enforced only through 
the courts.

A. Prouty, who represented the Texas cattle 
raisers at the hearing of the complaints 
against the western and southwestern rail- 
roads, which was in progress here all last 
week, expressed himself forcibly on this 
matter at the close of the session yesterday.

“1 don’t see,” sald Mr. Prouty, “ how euch 
é@vils as were shown to exist can be prevented 
under existing conditions. You can’t make 
a law much stronger than the Elkins law. 
It is as strong as can be, and stil) it is evaded, 
and there is no means at present whereby 
this evasion can be prevented. 

“The commission proposes to recommend 
te the next congress that the private car 
lines engaged in interstate commerce by fur- 
nishing cars to the railroads be made éub- 
ject to the act to regulate commerce; that 
they be compelled to publish their charges 
for refrigeration or other services, and that 
these charges be made just and reasonable.” 


Private Car Line Regulations. 


“In response to private car lines the act 
to regulate commerce ought to require that 
if a shipper is owner of a road no railway 
shall allow more than a fair compensation 
for the service performed. If any railroad 
does allow more it should be made subject to 
the same penalties as if it paid a straight 


rebate. 

“Present evils cannot be remedied until 
the commerce commission possesses such 
power as the Texas railroad commission has 
to deal with violations of the law in a sum- 
_™ary manner. There ought to be a way for 
the commission to afford prompt relief. 

“Rallroads should be allowed to go into 
court and restrain the commission putting in 
effect a wrong order, but nothing ever can 
be accomplished while it takes from two to 
five years to make and enforce an order. 

“The great defect in the interstate com- 
merece law now’is that the commission has no 
power to act quickly. It would be better to 
give it little power, with the right to exer- 
tise that power, than to give it a great deal 
of power, without a chance of exercising it.”

It was not fair to Minnesota’s 
40 play Capt. Strathern on the Gopher 
team in all this season's games up to yester- 
day, knowing, as Coach Williams must have 
known, that it was only a question of time 
when hé would be challenged. There is only 
one excuse possible for that affair, and that 
is the possibility the reports of the 1900 
games in which Strathern is credited with 
playing Were erroneous. But it does not 
stand to reason that every account of these 
es Was erroneous. The conference rule 
prohibiting the playing of a man more than 
four years on a college team is plain enough, 
and it provides that playing in any part of an 
intercollegiate game shall be counted the 
game as if a man played in every game. Then 
there is the capture of a spy who solicited 
the courtesies of the Northwestern observa- 
tory in order to ply his trade, and who, al- 
though denied. by Minnesota’s officials, bore 
circumstantial proofs which cast serious re- 
flections on the Gopher reputation. Reports 
of less serious nature regarding childish and 
unsportsmanlike methods at Minnesota have 
been made frequently by rivals. This cannot 
be attributed wholly to enmity on all sides 
toward Minnesota or Dr. Williams. There 
must be some foundation in fact for such 
unanimity and such things detract seriously 
from the good name and prestige which Min- 
nesota deserves, and would be warmly ac- 
corded on all sides if Minnesota leaders were 
not Minnesota's worst enemies.

ball has one germ 
which is decidedly dangerous to the sport 
and to the men who engage in it. That is 
the tendency to make it as rough and stren- 
hous as the rules will permit. In the heat 
of a great desire to win any method which is 
not forbidden by the rules of the game is 
coming to be econsidered justifiable and 
sportsmanlike. One reads a lot about prepa- 
rations by this team or that to offset a rival’s 
strength which exists because of the great 
brilllancy of some individual player. Much 
of it is rot, to be sure, but there is always 
the modicum of truth. In advance of the 
“big games the strength and weaknesses 
of the l teams usually are known to 
each other. There is wisdom and sports- 
manship in laying plans to neutralize known 
strength and to take fair advantage of known 
weaknesses. But in doing this there is the 
temptation to neutralize an opponent's 
strength by destroying it. Star players who 
are feared by their opponents are too apt to 
bé made the targets of rough play which is 
wholly within the rules, yet wholly uncalled 
for in the mere matter of stopping the ad- 
yance of the player or the ball. Football is 
no parlor game, and those who play it well 
eannot avoid hard knocks, bruises, and in- 
juries. Remove the element of roughness 
and it would be as little interesting as is the 
Western game of basketball in comparison 
with the rougher basketball played in the 
east. But in football games between strong 
rivals there is a disposition to undue rough- 
ness in the desire to weaken an opponent by 
Methods which are heavily penalized when 
tarried to an extreme, yet are just within 
the law. This is contrary to the spirit of 
football, and savors too much of the prize 
ting, In which the surest way to secure vic- 
tory is by rendering an opponent helpless, 
still keeping within the Queensbury limits. 
And by that it is not meant that slugging 
forms any part of the method herein cen- 
sured. It was this disposition to unnecessary 
toughness that produced a breach between 
Vale and Harvard and severed all their ath- 
ltt relations for three years in the last 
Geade. It has produced more than one such 
tach in the west in more recent years. 
The knife should be relentlessly applied to 
the evil before it produces greater ones, and 
in that way some of the injuries now received 
on the gridiron could be avoided.

DARTMOUTH GOAL IS CROSSED. 


Brown Gains Solace for Defeat Which 
Hanover Team Administers by 
12 to 5 Score. | 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 19.—[{Special.}]— 
Brilliant rallies when hard pressed, and 
magnificent offensive tactics, enabled Dart- 
mouth to regsiter a 12 to 5 victory over 
Brown in the annual game played this after- 
noon on the American league grounds. More 
than 11,000 enthusiasts witnessed the strug- 

e. 

opened the battle royal with a 
grand series of line bucking assaults, and 
within fifteen minutes succeeded in secur- 
ing two touchdowns, from: both of which 
Vaughan kicked gokls. The. losers rallied 
gamely, and Mghtning work on. the part of 
the ends forced Dartmouth steadily back. 
Up to the winners’ eight yard line marched 
the Brown men, but a penalty was there in- 
A'et:a for holding and Brown lost a brilliant 
chance to score. Dartmouth, however, was 
soon forced to punt and Brown renewed its 
attack. 

Dartmouth held for three downs in the 
middle of the fleld, and when Cobb punted 
Russ and Capt. Schwinn nailed Melvin on his 
fifteen yard line. The Dartmouth man 
dropped the ball and Russ grabbed it. He 
sprinted fast for the goal line and made a 
long, diving plunge to reach the coveted 
mark. He succeeded in scoring, but broke 
a rib in doing so. It was the first time the 
Dartmouth goal Hne had been crossed for 
a touchdown, and the joy of the Brown root- 
ers knew no bounds, The ball was punted 
out, but the Brown man dropped it. 

In the second half Brown outplayed Dart- 
mouth ,and up to the last few minutes kapt 
the ball almost continually in the winners’ 
territory. 

A desperate rally on its own seven yard 
line gave Dartmouth the ball when Brown 
needed only six inches for another first 
down. Brown stubbornly resisted the fierce 
drives of the Dartmouth backs and managed 
to stave off another touchdown, time being 
called with Dartmouth holding the ball one 
yard from Brown's goal.

VANQUISHES GIANT HARVARD 
TEAM BY SCORE OF 12 TO 0. 


Victors Retain the Ball During Greater 
Part of the Game, Harvard Being 
Weak on Offense but Putting Up a 
Valiant Fight When Goal Is Threat- 
ened — Blue Attack Is Frequently 
Stopped — Vast Throng Witnesses 
the Annual Battle. 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 19.—[Spectal.]— 
Surrounded by tiers of stands, loaded down 
with 35,000 roaring enthusiasts, Yale mowed 
down Harvard's giant rush line and scored 
twelve points, six in each half, Morse and 
Flinn each taking the ball over for the blue, 
and Hoyt kicking both goals. 

At no time during the game did Harvard 
penetrate beyond the Yale thirty yard line, 
and only onee did Harvard invade Yale’s 
territory. Late in the second half Harvard 
took the ball on a fumble, but was forced to 
award it to the blue after three downs and 
a quarter back kick. 

Three times Yale marshaled its hosts down 
the field to the Harvard five yard line in the 
first half, twice to lose the ball on downs 
and the third time being hammered back 
fifteen yards on a penalty, which made first 
down impossible and spoiled hopes of scor- 


ing. 
Score Late in First Half. 


Only ten minutes of play remained in the 
first half when Yale took the ball at its forty 
yard line and by gruelling runs doggedly 
chewed up, inch by inch, the distance to the 
Harvard goal. Morse and Hogan were the 
standard ground gainers, Hogan playing be- 
hind the line on his famous tackles back at- 
tack and hitting the _Marvard line for five 
yards at every clip. It was Hogan, too, who 
blazed the way for Morse, also just outside 
tackle, the most reliable of the Yale on- 
slaughts. 

With the ball at Harvard's three yard line 
and the crimson giants in their last ditch, the 
battle waged the most fiercely, but Morse 
was torn and jammed through tackle for the 
score that broke the ice after twenty-five 
minutes of sensational, fluctuating runs. 


Punters’ Duel in Second Half. 


The second half had begun and was well on 
the wane lapsing into a punting duel, when 
Yale, unable for a time to make consistent 
gains through the stiffening Harvard line, 
turned the trick for the second touchdown, 
almost in an eye’s twinkling. Sperry from 
the Harvard twenty-five yard line had fallen 
back on third down to punt out of danger 
when Tripp, the heaviest man in the Yale 
line, rent aside the Harvard protective form- 
ation and leaped into the air, stopping the 
ee which struck his chest and bounced 

ack. 

Bloomer, on the dead run, grabbed up the 
cavorting oval and tore away for the Harvard 
goal. Mfils was at his heels and hurled him- 
self upon Bloomer five yards from the line. 
Again Harvard, her back to the wall, fought 
viciously, but could not stem the tide. The 
Yale's tackles back swept over them like an 
avalache, and on the second scrimmage Flinn 
was hauled through the posts by Bloomer. 
Hoyt kicked both goals prettily, rounding up 
Yale's score to 12. 


Long Runs Are Rare. 

Individual runs of more than five yards 
were rare in the game. Harvard, which 
scored first down only three times during 
the day, made only one run of more than 
five yards, when Brill hauled Capt. Hurley 
through the Yale center late in the second 
half. Bloomer’s gain on Tripp’s blocked 
kick was the most spectacular play of the 
day: Shevlin smashed back twenty yards 
twice, catching the ball after the kickoff 
and leaving a trail of dazed Harvard tacklers 
behind him: 

“Yale's inability to score repeatedly after 
having the ball at the Harvard yard line 
kept putting a damper on the enthusiasm of 
the home crowd, which had many bets laid 
that the blue would score a total of more 
than 18 points. 


Game Late in Starting. 

The crowd was growing impatient when the 
game failed to begin on time, and chafed at 
the delay, although the brass band blared 
forth popular tunes. The Yale eleven, head- 
ed by Capt. Hogan, poked through the en- 
trance at 2:10 p. m. . 

The Harvard stands blazed forth/a cheer 
for “ Yale,” and then Yale broke forth in a 
roar at its team, and a return of Harvard's 
complimentary greeting.

NORTH DIVISION IN HARD FIGHT. 


Rockford High School Prevents Chi- 
cago Champions from Scoring 
for a Long Time. 


Rockford, Il., Nov. 19.—[Special.]—Chica- 
go’s North Division High -school football 
players defeated Rockford High school today 
in one of the most terrific games ever played 
here. Sixteen to 0 was the final score, but 
not until the middle of the second half did 
North Division batter down Rockford’s fine 
defense and carry the ball over the goal line 
for the first score. 

The lightning work of North Division's 
backs and the better condition of the Chicago 
players turned the tables in their favor, for 
had Rockford stood the gaff for the entire 
two halves neither side would have scored. 

The game, especially the first half, was 
filled with spectacular playing, and twice 
did Rockford hold the Chicago boys within 
a few yards of the coveted goal, securing the 
ball and carrying it out of the dangerous 
territory. 

Brilliant playing was done by Capt. Stef- 
fens of North Division, his work standing 
out strongly above that of his teammates. 
Robinson, Rockford'’s colored half back, 
played a great game, and came in for his 
share of applause. 

Rockford won the toss and took the north 
goal, with favoring wind. For the first few 
moments the ball seesawed up and down the 
field. Finally Chicago, by a series of sharp, 
quick mass plays, carried the ball to Rock- 
ford’s five yard line, where the North Di- 
vision lads were held for downs. The ball was 
slowly forced up the field out of Rockford’s 
territory. In the center of the fleld North 
Division secured the ball and punted over 
Rockford’s goal line and the ball was re- 
turned.

MINNESOTA QUARTER BACK MAN- 
AGES HIS TEAM WELL. 


Diseovers Early That Northwestern 
Ends Are Hard to Circle and Directs 
the Attacks Against the Line, Gen- 
erally Picking the Right Spot—Vis- 
itor Is Excetlied by Blair in the Punt- 
ing Game—Both Teams Affected by 
Unfavorable Weather. 


Harris ran the play with excellent judg- 
ment. Early in the game he found North- 
western’s ends too speedy for gaining much 
ground around them and kept up the steady 
line breaking, content to grind out five yards 
in two or three tries. When pressed for a 
yard or two on the third down he selected 
the right spot time and time again. When 
within striking distance the Gopher offense 
appeared at its best, seeming to take on new 
impetus, and at no time was it stopped after 
passing the purple fifteen yard line.. The few 
trick plays used were sprung after a long 
succession of line plunges and cross bucks, 
and the first touchdown was the indirect 
result of a successful fake interference play 
which landed the ball close to the purple 
goal line after it had been carried from well 
ore Minnesota territory by short smashing 
plays. 

Minnesota’s Great Defense. 


The purple attack was fast and shifty, but 
incapable of the sustained effort necessary 
to secure a touchdown. But the Minnesota 
defense was the strongest Northwestern has 
found this year and much credit is due Mc- 
Cornack’s backs for the headway they did 
make against it. Dr. Williams’ secondary 
line of defense showed to great advantage 
when the team was hardest pressed. 

Blair's punting was Northwestern’s strong 


point of superiority and utpunted Harris 
p80 long as he remgifed in the game. In 


fact, it is doubtful ff Minnesota’s touch- 
down in the second half could have been se- 
cured if Blair had lasted to the finish, for 
several of Colton’s punts were dangerously 
low, and it was when one of them wags 
blocked that Minnesota gained the advan- 
tage which gave it the final count. 


Minnesote’s Claims Doubtful. 


Taking yesterday’s game as a basis for 
Minnesota's football ability it casts some 
doubt on the Gopher claim to consideration in 
the championship class. The offense, pow- 
erful as it was, gained chiefly because of its 
weight and unity, and tt fs doubtful if it 
could have been so well sustained against a 
team more nearly the Gophers’ equal in 
avolrdupois. While Williams’ defense was 
fully adequate to all demands made upon it, 
it is still doubtful if it could have withstood 
a stronger eleven than Northwestern's. 

Making due allowance for the absence of 
Strathern, it did not appear that Minnesota’s 
center was seriously weakened, and it is not 
believed Strathern’s presence in the game 
could have added more than one more touch- 
down to the score. In the light of the sea- 
son's previous games, therefore, Minnesota 
did not show sufficient supseriority over the 
purple to make good its claims to be classed 
with the topnotchers. Comparisons by 
scores are most unreliable, but Minnesota 
could not expect to defeat Chicago with the 
maroons at their best and the Gophers play- 
ing as they did yesterday. 


Teams Suffer from Heat. 

A greater handicap than Strathern’s ab- 
sence was the weather, which was anything 
but propitious for football playing. Both 
teams suffered from the oppressive atmos- 
phere, but the Minnesotans seemed to feel 
the heat more than did McCornack’s mé¢n. 
Much time was taken out for the recovery 
of winded Gophers, and the failure to finish 
the game before dark was chiefly due to this 
cause. 

The game was creditably clean and free 
from roughness on both sides, only one pen- 
alty being inflicted for anything except off- 
side play, caused by overzealousness. There 
was remarkably little fumbling, and the 
tackling on both sides was clean and sure. 
One penalty cost Minnesota a touchdown in 
the first half, when Reuber let a punt get 
away from him on a bad bound and Current 
swooped down on it, grabbing the bal ana

YOST CRITICISES YALE GAME. 


Michigan Coach, Who Witnesses Con- 
test, Is Surprised at Lack of 
Open Play. 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 19.—[Special.]— 
F. H. Yost, the University of Michigan coach, 
who has given his state the championship of 
the west for four years, said tonight in dis- 
cussing the Yale-Harvard game: “It was 
the first time I ever saw a Yale or Harvard 
eleven play. The game was altogether dif- 
ferent from any I ever saw before. 

“The thing that struck me as peculiar and 
unfortunate was that there was so little open 
play. I was much disappointed in this be- 
cause it gave me no chance to compare the 
play today exactly with the style of play that 
I have been accustomed to. Harvard's at- 
tack and defense were exceedingly slow, and 
Yale was rather slow also—a fact which 
greatly surprised me. 

*“*I was surprised at the small number of 
plays both teams showed. There was too 
little variety in their game. The method of 
handling punts in the east and west proved 
different. In the west my backs catch a punt 
on the run and smash it back as best they 
can. Today at times the backs waited to let 
the kicks drop. The Yale back field was 
lamentably weak. Harvard had twe good 


backs, Mills and Hurley. Of the Yale team 


the players whose work was astonishingly 


good I would pick Shevlin, Hogan, Rockwell, 
and Neal. 


‘“‘Harvard has clearly too much weight 
for its speed.

Rockwell made a beautiful quarter back 
run for fifteen yards, and Hoyt booted the 
oval to Starr at Harvard's twenty yard line. 
Here Derby retired, Parkinson going in at 
guard and Squires being moved out to tackle. 
Morse and Flinn found the Harvard line 
easy, each making five yards. Flinn fum- 
bled at Harvard's forty-five yard line, but 
Mills fumbled to Shevlin on the next play 
just as the half closed with the ball in Yale’s 
possession at Harvard's thirty-five yard line. 
Score: Yale, 6; Harvard, VU. 


Statistics of the Half. 


During the half Yale gained 195 yards to ten 
for Harvard, Yale kicked twice for 100 
yards, Harvard punted five times for 220 
yards, an average of forty-four yards; Yale 
lost fifteen yards on penalties during the half, 
Harvard fifteen. Yale fumbled twice, Har- 
vard once. Yale was twice held on downs, 
but Harvard always punted on the third 
down. 

During the intermission the Yale eleven 
staid on a corner of the field, Harvard going 
to the dressing rooms under the Yale base- 
ball grand stand. Yale's inability to “ cash 
in its checks’ for touchdowns when within 
striking distance of the Harvard goal was 
disappointing to the blue rooters, but its 
splendid defense kept their goal from being 
in any danger. The absence of any long runs 
during the half was a notable feature 


No Changes in Lineup, 


The teams made their appearance with no 
changes in either lineup. Sperry kicked off 
for Harvard, Shevlin catching the ball at 
Yale’s five yard line and coming back ten 
yards until floored by Matthews. Shevlin 
fumbied, but Sammy Morse fell on the ball. 
With Brill back Harvard tried a diagonal 
tandem, but fumbied on the first play, Flinn 
falling on the ball. 

Yale took the oval at its forty-five yard line 
and with Hogan back rushed center for five 
yards. The Yale backs failed to gain and 
Hoyt kicked out of bounds at Harvard's 
thirty-five yard line. Mills pierced the Yale 
center for five yards on a triple tandem play, 
but the next smashes at the Yale line failed 
to realize anything. and Sperry kicked short 
to Harvard's fifty yard line. 

Morse and Bloomer jammed the Harvard 
tackles for five yards each. Again Morse 
wriggied just outside right tackle for five 
yards more. Flinn hit center for five yards 
more. Hogan and Rockwell got three on a 
quarter back run. Flinn went through for 
seven yards more. This brought the Yale 
ball squarely to Harvard's ten yard line and 
hope for a touchdown surged in Yale breasts. 


Fumble Prevents Touchdewn. 


Squires was down two minutes when Flinn 
jammed right guard for two yards. Hoyt 
got another outside right tackle. Morse 
ripped around the same spot for three more. 
With Bloomer back, Flinn tore to within one 
foot from the Harvard goal. Flinn lost his 
grip on the ball, Mills getting the leather, 
amid great Harvard cheers, because another 
touchdown was averted. 

Mills kicked to Rockwell at Yale’s thirty- 


vard goal Yale struck a gtubdborn éefense 
and on four downs had to give up the ball, 
Squires and Hurley each made four yards at 
left guard. 

Flinn Makes Second Score. 


Yale was given five yards, and Mills was 
thrown back five yards. Sperry tried to 
kick and Tripp blocked it, Bloomer fell on 
the ball, finally picking it up and carrying 
it to Harvard’s three yard line, where Milis 
downed him. Matthews was taken out and 
Pruyn was substituted. Flinn was thrown 
back, but on the next play jammed through 
the Harvard line for Yale’a second touch- 
down. Bloomer made a fine opening for 
the Yale full back. Hoyt kicked the goal.

On a fake kick Hoyt failed to gain, 
Harvard was given fifteen yards for hold- 
ing. Hoyt kicked to Starr at Yale’s fifty 
yard line. 


Yale Line a Wall. 


Hurley failed to gain and Sperry’s kick was 
blocked by Kinney, but Sperry fell on the 
ball at Yale's twenty-five yard line. The 
Harvard stands went wild at the possibility 
of at last scoring, but Capt. Hurley found the 
Yale line a stone wall, and Starr kicked 
short to Flinn at Yale's twenty yard line. 
Nichols then replaced Sperry. : 

Hoyt kicked to Harvard's forty yard line. 
Mills and Nichols got two yards each and 
Nichols kicked to Hoyt at Yale's twenty-five 
yard line. Hoyt returned to center. Then 
Starr came out and Noyes took his place. 
Nichols made three yards and Hurley one 
yard at center. Oveson went fn and Brill was 
taken out. 

Nichols kicked from Yale's twenty-five 
yard line behind the goal line. Hoyt kicked 
out to Mills at Harvard's forty-five yard line, 
who ran back fifteen yards.

Yale was 
held for downs once. Yale fumbled once and 
Harvard twice. In the entire game Yale 
gained 225 yards to 20 for Harvard. Yale 
ran back kicks eighty-five yards, while Har- 
vard ran back fifteen yards. Yale blocked 
two kicks, while Harvard blocked none.

GREET VICE PRESIDENT-ELECT. 


Crowd Cheers Senator Fairbanks, a Yale 
Rooter—Harvard Delegation Is { 
Smaller than Usual. 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 19.—[Special.]— 
President Hadley came on the Yale side at 
1:50 with his family and was warmly cheered, 
and about the same time Senator Fairbanks, 
vice president-elect, came along past the 
Yale stands to the center of the field with his 
wife and sons, who arein Yale. Cheers greet- 
ed the Fairbanks party allalongtheline. F. 
8. Johnson of Harvard, author of “ Scotty,” 
created a ripple by leading the Harvard 
band in his song. Johnny Garvan, the old 
Yale pitcher, was jollied for taking a seat in 
the middle of the Harvard stand. 

For the first time in the history of Yale 
and Harvard football there were plenty of 
tickets on the day of the game. This was 
not because the Yale and Connecticut people 
did not come in their usual big numbers. 
They came more generally than usual, for 
they thought they had a chance to see Har- 
vard downed hard and strong. It was the 
faint hearted Boston man who roots for Har- 
vard. who said the journey home was likely 
to be too lonely and depressing if Yale made 
a big score. Because hundreds of the usual 
eastern Massachusetts guests did not show 
up as usual their tickets came back today 
with a rush which flooded the speculators 
and made them rush to cover by putting 
their tickets on the market at cash prices. 
Seats behind the goal posts went for half 
value, $1, while those near the center of the 
field got the face value of $2 an hour before 
the game. 

At 1:30 there were 5,080 people on hand, 
and the City band that led the music for 
Yale struck up “ We'll Rough House Fair 
Harvard ’’ and the Harvard undergraduates’ 
band came back with “ Down With Yale.” 

Among the early arrivals on the Yale side 
Mnes were Director Baird and Coach Yost of 
Michigan, and the Michigan trainer, Keene 
Fitzpatrick, who came on with Jim Robjén- 
son, the Princeton traimer. All of this bunch 
were rooting for Yale. 

Among the Harvard men of former days 
who came on the side lines early were Jack 
Hallowell, the old end, Dick Derby, Bill 
Clothier, 1908, and George Lee, the former 
coach. 

The betting before the game showed Har- 
vard unwilling to back its eleven for any 
kind of cash. All through the hotels in the 
eity thousands of dollars of Yale money 
lay uncovered at oddsof2tol. The Harvard 
takers demanded 8 or even 4 to 1, which Yale 
men regarded foolhardy. The only wagers 
made in the morning were that Harvard 
would score. Yale men wanted even money 
on this proposition, but in most coses could 
not get it, and had to send cash at figures 
of 3 to 2 or even 2 tol to collar a Harvard 
dollar that Capt. Hogan’s team would keep 
crimson from brgikjng over the Yale

FOOTBALL RECEIPTS FALL OFF. 
Michigan’s Short Season Has One Bad 


; Effect — Thanksgiving Day 4 


Game Next Season. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Nov. 19.—[{Special.]— 
Michigan’s shortened football season has 
been a distinct failure in two respects, The 


| receipts from football are scarcely more than 


half what they were last season, and the 
team was forced to quit playing immediately 
after the game that for the first time decided 
who should be ita members, leaving no time 
for the perfection of play which previous 
Michigan teams have shown at the season's 
close. 

The deficit in gate receipts is serious, for it 
ecurtalls resources for completing Michigan's 
athletic field. Last year’s receipts from foot- 
ball amounted to over $30,000. This year 
they are little more than $15,000. From its 
first big game, at Wisconsin, Michigan re- 
ceived a little over $6,000. The attendance 
at the Chic game has been officially com- 
puted at 13,200, about 3,000 more spectators 
than ever turned out here before. Of this 
number 6,000 had reserved seats at $2 apiece, 
while $7,000 was received in general admis- 
sions. When Chicago gets half of these 
receipts and the complimentaries are de- 
ducted, there will remain for Michigan at 
most $10,000. 

Michigan's home season has been @ poor 
money maker. The Ohio game at Columbus 
was good, but the official figures have never 
been given out from there. Prices were re- 
duced, but the attendance was over 5,000. 

When Yost's $3,500 salary is paid, expenses 
of maintaining the team taken out, and a neat 
sum set aside for both track and baseball 
expenses, there will be nothing like $20,000, 
the amount spent on Michigan's brick wall 
to fence in the new field, to invest In complet- 
ing the field this year. 

The fact that Michigan has no rich alumni 
and no endowments for athletics and that 
football is the momentary mainstay will un- 
doubtedly cause Michigan to schedule a 
Thanksgiving game next year. Except for 
these reasons, the Wolverines would surely 
follow the lead of the east, maintaining the 
shortened season permanently. The faculty 
members, who contro! athietics entirely at 
Michigan, are opposed to the long season.

Honesty, and Fairness in College Athletics. 


, Alarming reports concernmg the condition of Coach Stagg last week, when it was thought possible he might *e compelled to 
abandon further work with the football team at the University of Chicago this fall, if not for ali time, served to show in a meas- 
ure the esteem In which the noted athletic authority is held throughout the west. From all s'des came expressions of sympathy for 
his speedy recovery. 
Doubtless no man in America ected with the field of athletics occupies quite so high a piace in the esteem of tae better class 


the stricken leader and wishes 


of amateur sportemen as Coach Stagg. His 
prominence in college sport for so many 
years, together with his splendid character- 
istics and his steady efforts for the purifica- 
tion of college sports in general, is responsi- 
ble for this preéminence. For twelve years 
he has served as director of athletics at the 
University of Chicago, Previous to that he 
was one of the most consplowous athietes 
ever at Yale university, and even before that 
he attracted attention by his athletic prow- 
ess. Through it all his exceptionally strong 
character and noble ideals had their part in 
molding the character of those with whom 
he came in contact. 

People who know of Amos Stagg, the 
greatest athlete of Yale university, and 
Coach Stagg. who has since revolutionized 
conditions in the western athletic situation, 
cannot but be interested in the high ideals 
of this t coach. His rugged honesty, 
his regard for truth, and his- simplicity 
life and manner have made him beloved of 
all who have associated with him. 

Amos Alon@o Stage was born ih .Weet 
Orangé, N. J., in August, 1862. He gradu- 
ated from the Orange High school and fin- 
ished his college preparatory work at Phillips 
Exeter academy. At thie school he was 
first heard of as an athlete. He was cantain 
of the baseball team. In the fall of 1884 he 
matriculated at Yale and played third base 
on the varetty nine during hie freshman 
year. He began to pitch for Yale during his 
sophomore year, and for five successive 
years captured the championship for hie 
school. The four year rule Nmitation didn 


apply in his time. 


Because of his strict adherence to his ideals 
and Christian principles Stagg was known 
as the “ praying pitcher while at Yale. At 
a Y. M. C. A. banquet held fn New York dur~ 
ing his collece career Stage was one of the 
speakers. His announcément that healwaye 
prayed before he entered a game excited a 


great deal of comment throughout the coun- - 


try. as Stagg wae counted without a peer in 
the college baseball world. A great many 
people saw fit to scoff and ridicule any such 
assertion, but friends of the great coach 
today attest to the fact that it was his cus- 
tom to pray before each game. 

A classmate, speaking of Stage’s success 
on the diamond, said the great pitcher never 
lost his head. At times he would be batted 
all over the field, and the wise ones would 
declare it was the end of Stagg as a pitcher. 
His remarkable perseverance would “ bring 
him out of the hole” and give Yale another 
victory. 


The college life of Stagg was not al! that 


_ might be desired. Companions now tell sto- 


ries of how he managed to live on $1.50 a 
week, When he did not have the $6 a month 
for his required board he waited on table at 
the Yale commons. 

Tt was at the close of his second year at 
Yale, when he had been reduced to his lowest 
financial straits. and when he had begun to 
shine as a star in the baseball world. that he 
was tempted sorely. A Boston professional 
baseball club offered him §3,000 a season to 
leave college and give up amateur bail. 
Upon his refusal the offer was raised to 
$5.000, but met a like repulse. His rigid con- 
science would not permit him to sell his 
services when his alma mater needed him. 
Not only did he play baseball for six years 
but he also held down a position at end on 
the football team during the last two years 
of his life at Yale. 

After taking his bachelor degree in 1888 
Stagg entered the Yale Theological semi- 
nary, work which he carried on for two years. 
During this period he was secretary of the 
college Y. M. C. A., and hie theolo@ical train- 
ing was to prepare him for active Y. M, C. 
A. work. When he left Yale he was again 
given an opportunity to enter the profes- 
sional baseball world, but chose to take 
charge of athletics at the Training school, 
Springfield, Mass. During his two years’ 
residence,there he also had charge of ail 
athletics at Chautauqua. 

At this time Stagg was offered the position 
of director of physical culture at the pro- 
posed University of Chicago. It has often 
been said that Coach Stagg was the first man 
hired by Dr. Harper when he began the 
formation of his new university. He was 
looking for creative men—men who were 
buildtrs—and how well he succeeded when he 
secured the present athletic director is well 
known. | 

Practically from the beginning of his 
entrance Into western athletics he has been 
the most prominent figure in the west. His 
introduction of eastern methods into this 
section and his battle for clean athletics ts 
recent history in the minde of many. Ten 
years ago most athletic successes achieved 
by western teams had a tinge of profession- 
alism about them, while today the western 
standards conform and in some instances 
exceed those of the east. The result has 
been an inevitable though a grudging recog- 
nition of western athletes by eastern rivals. 
Coach Stagg has prepared teams and in- 
vaded the east with various degrees of suc- 
cess, and his lead has been followed by other 
schools. 

When it came time to choose a western 
representative on the football rules commit- 
tee only one man was considered for the 
position, and that was Chicago's popular 
coach. It is said it was through the efforts 
of the western representative that goal from 
field was made to count four instead of five, 
as heretofore Probably no team in the 
‘country profited more by the old rule than 
did Chicago, yet Coach Stagg was ready to 
take any step to better the sport. 

The sticcesses of Chicago teams are all 
the more remarkable when the conditions 
existent at the University of Chicago are 
considered. Chicago stands alone among 
western schools in its charge of $120 tuition 
as compared to the free tuition at the state 
universities. This frightens away some men 
who might desire to enter the university. 
Then, again, the scholastic requirements are 
correspondingly high, and many a good ath- 
lete who might desire to work under Coach 
Stagg cannot matriculate at the university. 
These things naturally reduce the supply of 
material hand for the athletic teams. 
Chicago has fewer undergraduate men than 
any of the “ Big Nine” colleges. So that 
the successes achieved by Coach Stagg are 
all the more remarkable. 

It can be safely said every athlete who 
has ever worked under the “ old man," as he 
is popularly called by the students, haa 
come to love him. His sterling qualities and 


thorough manhood recommended him to alt of his pupils. Chicago teams, though often small in numbers, have often surpassed them- 
selves and fought to their limit because of the inspiration of their coach. The greet regard of the student body for the man Stagg 
is attested upon every occasion possible, and at all massmeetings the mere mention of his name is the signal fo: resounding cheers. 


In regarding such a man as Coach Stagg one could not fail to notice his home life, for that of no man caa be more weautiful. Al- 
though he is head » a department at the University of Chicago and draws a good salary, he still clings to bis unostentatious home 


where he has lived sit ce he was married. 


At the present time he is a sick man, properly confined to his room, yet he leaves his bed in the afternoon long enough to direct 
He 1s an indefatigable worker, and even now, upon visiting him, ore wili find him.

working in his room as he wa.ts for his afternoon’s work. The walls of his room have been banked with flowers purchased by students 


ever since he has been sick. 


After the close of the season Coach Stagg probably will be forced to give up his work and take a much reeded vacation. He has 
always done too much work since he has been at the University of Chicago, and his breakdown and subsequent attack of pneumonia 
last year can be attributed to his excess of work. Students and faculty alike are urging him to leave Chicago tor a

The story of Mr. Stagg’s work in university athletics in the west isa long story, one that 
reaches far out in many directions, and one full of significance, 
with Mr. Stagg when he was at the height of his student athletic career at Yale. For three 
years he was a student in my classes. An attachment was formed between us which, so faras 
I am concerned, has grown closer every year since that time. 
interviews in which we discussed the question of his coming to Chicago and taking charge of 
the department of physical culture and athletics. It was evident he had certain ideals of 
athletic work and of athletic policy, and his coming to Chicago was dependent wholly upon his 
having every opportunity to work out these ideals. He came; he was given the opportunity he 
desired, and as a result it is not too much to say that western university athletics have been 


I do not mean to say there would have been no change in these twelve or fifteen years in 
western college athletics if Mr. Stagg had not come to Chicago, This, of course, would be 
absurd. But I do mean to say Mr. Stagg has contributed to this transformation more than 
His intense love for pure sport, his incorruptible spirit, his 
indefatigable effort, his broad minded zeal and his absolute fairness of mind and honesty of 
heart have exerted an influence upon western university and college athietics that has been 
felt far and wide and produced results of which we may all reasonably be proud. I am 
myself of the opinion that great progress has been made in these dozen years, and if this is 
true, no one will fail to ascribe at least a large portion of the credit for this to Mr, Stagg. 

In the reforms that still require to be worked out he will be one of the leaders. When 
} the football season shall have been shortened and the game on Thanksgiving day abandoned; 
when it has been agreed that no man shall be accepted as a candidate for an intercollegiate 
team who has not been a member of the college or the university for at least one scholastic 
year; when the well meant but pernicious influence of the alumail in certain phases of athletic 
co-operation has been recognized in certain quarters at its true worth and has been given up, 
and when we shall be able to conduct college athletics as games between gentlemen, without 
the professional accompaniment of gate fees, with all the deteriorating and demoralizing in- 
fluence connected with this professional policy—-when these reforms have come about the 
world will begin to appreciate some of the ideals toward which many, and among these Mr, 
Stagg, have been working. I am confident that it is the universal wish on the part of college 
and university men that Mr. Stagg may see these and many other reforms carried into effect, 

Knowing, as I do, that athletic sport is one of the most important agencies in contribut- 
ing to the ethical uplifting of young men in college, and realizing, as I do, the splendid work 
in this direction which Mr, Stagg has accomplished, I rejoice (1) that he has lived, (2) that, 
being such a man, he has given his life to college athletics, and (3) that the field of his work 
has been Chicago and the University of Chicago,

Case Full of Possibilities. 


Horsemen are wondering how the case 
Secretary Gocher of the National Trotting 


association has begun against.James Butler, 
the wealthy horse and track owner and 
prominent broeder of New York, will eventu- 


ate when it is tried at the meeting of the. 


board of review next month. 
The matter itself is a simple cne. Some 
years ago when ‘Monroe Salisbury, who 


managed the Butler horses last season, was 


campaigning a stable on his own account, he 
became indebted to various tracks for unpaid 
entrance fees on some of his horses, and, in 
lmecordance with thie rules, was suspended. 
; The rules provide that a suspended man may 
; mot have the- management of any horses trot- 
fing. Nationa! tracks, and this year, after 
it became apparent that Salisbury was in 
reality the manager of the Butler horses, and 
practically their trainer, Mr. Gocher notified 
the secretaries of tracks where <he stable 
Shad .entries of the suspension of Salisbury 
and asked them to collect the’money ($1,000 
wr so) or refuse to let the horses start. 


Track Officials Lack Nerve. 

None of the track efficials, however, had 
the nerve fo do this, and the matter dragged 
miong until the meeting at Hartford was 
geached, where Mr. Gocher was present in 
person. He took charge of the case himself, 
and when the first Butler horse was being 
Svarmed up for its race, demanded that the 
Ynonéy be paid, saying that otherwise the 
horse cotild not start. 

Mr. Butler was likewise on hand and for 

matier of half an hour the two inen de- 
ated the matter, but Secretary Gocher was 
ndamant, and finally the money was paid. 
Now Mr. Gocher takes the position that all 
the money won by the Butler stable previous 
to the payment of the money owed by Salis- 
bury must be returned to the treasury of 
the national association for redistribution 
‘among the horses which stood next best to 
those of the Butler stable wherever the lat- 
ter got any part of the pursés fof which they 
tontended. 


Looks Dark-forOwner Butler. - 

The amount involved ts $33,000, and on the 
Yace of the returns it looks as if Mr. Butler 
was up against a hard proposition, the rule 
being plain. It is understood the defense will 
‘be that Salisbury was not the trainer or man- 
ager of the stable, but I.am told that on this 
point the National association is prepared to 
produce some evidence of a positive and con- 
vincing nature. As long ago as the Read- 
'yille meeting it was -whispered around that 
‘@etectives in the employ of the National as- 
sociation had watched. the. Butler. horses 
closely, and had heard Salisbury give orders 
,as to how.certain horses were to be driven in 
‘their work an@ races,and how others were to 
‘be shod. So far as horsemen are concerned it 
Was generally understood Salisbury had ab- 
solute control of the horses, and it is the gen- 
eral opinion that the National association 
/will have plenty of evidence on this point. 
If Bo, it is hard to see how, under the rules, 
any successful defense can be made. 

On iise other hand, it will certainly be-a 
@rastic punishment for Mr. Butler if he ts 
‘compelled to hang over the $33,000 won by 


his horses prior to the Hartford meeting, 
especially as they won little after that time. 
Mr. Butler is one of the biggest Ggures ta 
the light harness hofse world, owning the 
Empire City track, and also, being at the 
of the grand. circuit meeting given 
every summier at the Brighton Beach track. 
| His Bast View farm, where Direct, Di-, 
_rectiim, Kelly, and other noted stallions are. 
quartered, is one of the best known and, 
‘most extensive: breeding establishments ir. 
the country, and last winte? he purchased 
the old Valensin farm in California for the 
winter use of his training string. He is also 
prominent In the councils of the National 
Trotting association, and altogether the 
present action against him has all the ele- 
ments of a sensation. Before the matter 
is finally settled it may be that light will 
be thrown on the influences which brought 
about the present action, and in that case 
'-there will be more excitement. 

Of all the trotters which appeared last 
summer there was not one better gaited than 
Jack Axworthy. a 2 year old which stepped 
to a record of 2:15\¢.at the Lexington meet- 
irg, in a race where he defeated, with seem- 
ing ease, the crack youngster, Bon Voyage, 
which had just ‘won the 2 year old Futurity, 
and also annexed a stake for trotters of that 
age at the Cincinnati meeting. 

In the male line the pedigree of Jack Ax- 
worthy is well known. His sire, Axworthy, 
which teok a record of 2:15% at 8 years, 
being a son of Axtell, 2:12 as a 8 year old, 
and at that time a world’s champion. The 
dam of Jack Axworthy is My Trinket, and 
she was by Stamooul. 2:07%, and out of 
Trinket, 2:14. Trinket was a remarkable 
mare, She was the first 4 year old trotter 
to beat 2:20, her record at that age being 
2:19%. Bred by Maj. H. C. McDowell, she 
gave a great deal of fame to her sire, Prin- 
ceps, a horse which had a good deal of vogue 
in.these days. 


Trinket and Maud 8. 


When her 4 year old work made her fa- 
mous, Trinket was an attraction on northern 
race tracks, and ene result of her great 
mile was the making of a race between her 
and Maud 8., which took place at the old 
Garfield park track in this city. Trinket 
Was unsteady and was distanced. Then the 
mare was sold and fell into the hands of 
John Turner, a horseman ‘of rare ability. 
He drove Trinket to a record of 2:14, and 
it was with that mark that she retired from 
the turf and was put to breeding. She was 
mated with a number of stallions, but her 
foal by Stamboul was the only one which 
had speed worth mentioning. It was called 
My Trinket, and although not given a record 
could beat 2:20 and show a much faster rate 
than that for a short distance. Then My 
Trinket was bred to Axworthy, and the sen- 
sational 2 year old trotter of the season just 
closed was the result. 

In the meantime Trinket, thought to be 
too old to breed, was sold at auction for a 
smail sum and astonished horsemen by 
showing that at the age of 22 she had a good 
part of her old time speed left, as she trot- 
ted a mile in 2:20% at that age. People who 
saw Jack Axworthy trot in 2:15% at Lexing- 
ton with apparent ease knew they were look- 
ing at one of the greatest young trotters 
ever foaled, but only a few were acquainted 
with his blood lines and realized that the 
blood of three world’s champion trotters in 
their day—Axtell, Trinket, and Stamboul— 
flowed in his veins. 

Ed. Geers, who is still in the hospital at 
Memphis with a broken leg. put four trot- 
ters in the 2:10 list last summer, a feat sel- 
dem achieved by any driver, if, indeed, it 
has ever been equaled. The horses which 
Geers marked are: George G., 2:06\%; Stan- 
ley Dillon, 2:07%; Alexander, 2:00%, and 
John Mac, 2:00%. 

What Geers will have in the way of rac- 
ing material next season is not known, ex- 
cept that his young pacer, Walter Direct, 
will bé raced in the stakes for green horses 
of his gait. Just before the accident at 
Memphis which put Geers on the retired 
list, there were any number of rumors afloat 
as to what the premier reinsman’s plans 
were for 19%. All the talk finally simmered 
down to the belief that most of the horses 
trained by Geers next year would be fur- 
nished by President Jones of the Memphis 
track and his associates. 


Clarita W. for Geers’ String. — 


During the Memphis meeting Mr. Billings 
- excharged the trotter Clarita W., by Grat- 
tan, with Mr. Jones for the pacer Angus 
Pointer, and it was given out that Geers 
would train and race the mare next year. 
Clarita W. is a sure enough trotter, and 
has more than once beaten 2:10 for Mr. 
Billings. As she is well bred, it is reason- 
able to suppose she will be a factor in the 
green trots next year. It is fortunate for 
the owner of Grattan, her sire, F. E. Marsh 
of Chicago, that Clarita W. is to be given a 
chance to acquire a record, as, while she was 
in the Billings stable, nothing but mati- 
née work was asked of her, which, of course, 
precluded her taking a mark. Grattan has 
not been a fortunate horse in respect to hav- 
ing all his best ones raced for the money 
in the past, although now this handicap has 
been overcome. 

There is a 8 year old pacer by Grattan, 
owned in Buffalo, which last summer went 
a faster mile for W. L. Snow than is to the 
credit of any pacer of her age, and up at the 
Libertyville track there are a lot of young 
Grattan trotters in training which can show 
fast for their age and the work given them. 


RACE HORSES AT HOT SPRINGS. 


Many Are Already Quartered at the Re- 
sort Track, with Others on 
the Way. 


Hot Springs, Ark., Nov. 19.—[Special.]—One 
hundred and fifty horses are stabled at Essex 
park, the Hot Springs Jockey club’s track. 
No fast work is being done at present, most 
of the arrivals having been campaigned hard 
all year and now resting at the pretty race- 
course that Hes in a basin among the Ozark 
mountains... Everywhere around the stables 
clipping machines are buzzing merrily and 
winter coats are being taken off before they 
grow too. heavy.

SILAR'S TALK OF THB RING 


“BUDDY ” RYAN’S VICTORY OVER 
. MELLODY A BIG SURPRISE, 


First Appearance of the Local Boy as 
a Welterweight Is a Huge Success, 
Although Only a Few Had Expected 

' He Would. Defeat the Boston Fighter 
~-~—Championship Is Won in Less than 
Two Minutes—Harlem Show Is Poor- 


ly Managed,

“ Buddy’ Ryan made his initial appear- 
ance as a weiterweight last Monday night, 
and in tess than two minutes after he put up 
his hands against a man in the division in 
which he will battle hereafter he won the 
title of champion. Ryan's victim was Billy 
Mellody of Boston, who won the title less 
than two months ago by defeating Jack 
O’Keefe in a ten round argument at Biue 
Island. Buddy’s hurried disposal of Mel- 
jody’s short lived honors took piace at Har- 
lem, the first boxing show staged in that 
suburb by the Harlem Athletic club of Chi- 

0. 

The match, from a local standpoint, was 
the best the new organization could have 
secured for its initial show, which was at- 
tested by th’ attendance, as its arefia was 
inadequate to accommodate the crowd, with 
the result holders of reserved seat tickets 
that came late were compelled to stand or 
remain on the outside. Non-ticket hoiders 
that f da to reach the hall before the first 
preifminary pair got to work were taxed 
extra for the privilege of taking pot luck 
chance of seeing the special events. ‘The 
prices advertised, $1, $2, and $3, prevailed 
only until the seating capacity of the house 
was sold, after which the ticket sellers began 
to “hunch” the prices. 


The show was miserably managed, presum- 
ably because the attendance -was much 
larger than expected and therefore unman- 
ageable. That, however, did not necessitate 
overcharging the late comers, nor those that 
reached the box office after successfully run- 
ning the gantlet of thieves that blocked all 
passage ways leading to the hall. The 
crooks,” composed holdup men and 
pickpockets, were out in force, and with the 
town officials blind to what was going on 
their work was boldand coarse. They played 
no favorites and worked on the plan that 
every man went to Harlem be robbed and 
that they were sent there to assist in the 
robbing. The writer wns tackled fore and 
aft, but fought his way out of the gang. 
Others not so fortunate returned to Chicago 
minus watches, diamonds, wallets, and other 
valuables. It was a great night for the 
* crooks’’ and one long to be remembered 
by their victims. 

The fight. which was advertised as being 
for the welterweight championship, as was 
that between Mellody and O’ Keefe by the 
Bive Island club, was won so quickly and so 
decisively by Ryan that the spectators did 
not recover from the surprise for several 

fays. Mellody, because of his clean cUt vic- 
tory over O’Keefe and the fact he was in 
good fighting trim, having been in harness, 
while “Buddy” was taking things easy, 
was the logical favorite. His aggressive 
style of milling, it was thought, would wear 
Ryan out in about six rounds, after which it 
would simply be a matter of how many more 
rounds *‘ Buddy” could live under the pun- 
ishment the Boston boy would deal out to 
him. \There were that figured the local 
would spring a-surprise, but they were 

the minority and naturally scoffed at. 

There was no reason, however, why Ryan 
shoula@ not have been conceded an even 
chance, as he gave Billy all he cared for in 
the first six round tilt, winning it by a small 
margin, and won the second encounter on a 
foul in the fifth round after having had 
much the better of the argument. The ad- 
mirers of Mellody, it appears, could see his 
fight with O'Keefe only, and on the strength 
of his showing in that contest sent him into 
the ring favorite. 


The story of his downfall can be told as 
quickly as it occurred. Left leads by both 
for the body, followed by a clinch, marked 
the beginning of the mill. Several more 
leads, in which both landed with rights tothe 
body, fiddling for openings, another short 
clinch, and a hot rally completed the first 
minute. Ryan then scored a hard right up- 
percut on the body and repeated when in 
close quarters. A short sparring session 


preceded severgl leade with no damaging ef-. 


fect to either. Mellody, anxious to be upand 
doing, tore in, and was met with a left and 
right, the blow from the right connecting 
with his jaw, and it toppled him over fora 
cotnt of six. He arose a beaten man. With 
shaky underpining and his mind wandering 
he staggered toward Ryan, only to fall 
against another left and right swing, and the 
jig was up. “ Buddy’s”’ right landed flush 
on his jaw and down he wentasifshot. The 
referee tolled off the seconds, but before he 
reached the ten count Mellody’s seconds 
rushed into the ring and lugged him to his 
corner. Ryan, the new welterweight cham- 
pion, was practically carried out of the build- 
ing by his friends.

Tommy and 
Billy engaged in a terrific battle at the Bat- 
tery D club several months ago and knocked 
each other down so often the reporters lost 
track of the upsets. The fight was by long 
odds the flercest seen here in years, and each 
looked a winner a score of times during the 
eighteen minutes they were atit. The bat- 
tle was declared a draw, with opinions 
divided as to which should have been en- 
titled to the long end of the money. 
Mowatt considered Finucane easy picking 
that night and entered the ring far from fit. 
He started in to put the west sider out of the 
running in the first round and almost suc- 
ceeded, as he registered the first upset. 
Billy then surprised the crowd by sending 
Tommy to the canvas, after which it was a 
continual performance of hard wallops and 
knockdowns. Mowatt left the ring in bad 
humor with himself, and has been waiting 
for the chance to get another whack at Billy. 
Both boys are hard hitters and willing fight- 
ers, and a knockout will undoubtedly be the 
result of their coming meeting. The semi- 
final will bring together Tommy Scully and 
“Kid” Taylor. 


Jack Root and Tommy Ryan are slated to 
go six rounds at Philadelphia Wednesday 
night. The match, when first arranged, was 
practically cinched by the St. Louis pro- 
moters with the limit set at fifteen rounds. 
Philadelphia then made a bid for the contest, 
and, as the inducements offered were nearly

Failure to take full advantage of your op- 
ponent’s errors is inexcusable. Neither the 
c'ub opening by east nor the cover of the ten 
cf hearts with the jack was correct.

PARIS, Nov. 19.—The violent scenes which 

took place in parliament last week have asa 
sequel this week the resignation of the minis- 
ter of war, Gen. Andre, in obedience, as he 
has written, to a desire not to divide the re- 
publican majority. one section of which took 
up a& position against him in the famous af- 
fair of the army espionage. He has had for 
his successor a radical socialist, M. Ber- 
teaux, a broker on the Paris bourse, a man 
exceedingly intelligent, energetic, and well 
informed on army matters, since he several! 
times has been the army budget reporter. 
His report for 1902 notably remains a model 
of its kind, and as an outline of military re- 
forms is much appreciated by experts. 

This nomination offset the bad effect of the 
departure of Gen. Andre, which was not 
spontaneous. All who are familiar with 
French politics knew Premier Combes in- 
tended to “ disembark’ the general. He 
asked him for his resignation by his secre- 
tary and obtained it without difficulty. The 
premier will not be liked the better for it, 
and the struggle will go on all the more em- 
bittered, since for the first time he seemed 
to yield. 


Struggle as Bitter as Ever. 

The chief strength of Premier Combes was 
in what his friends call his energy and his 
enemies his “ pigheadedness.” He has yield- 
ed once, and the 
against Andre are being redoubled against 
Pelletan. 

But it will be difficult to find so good a pre- 
text as that of the famous secret notes, 
which made indignation so easy, and the 
broken down hypocrisies shown up in the 
weak points of Andre’s explanation. 


In fact, they have shown us the memo- : 


randa in the archives of the war ministry, 
but have not really shown a single victim 
of the “tags.” It is more clear than ever 
that Gen. Andre was wrong to expose his 
flank thus to his enemies. He probably never 
committed an injustice, and quit office leav- 
ing not only opposition but some part of the 
majority convinced that he had committed 
many acts of injustice. 

As for Premier Combes, his reply to this 
maneuver is designed to disorganize his ma- 
jority for the presentation of his plan for 
the separation of church and state. He 
hopes to rally his party, but as on the one 
hand many deputies are afraid of it, and 
these deputies Go not dare confe:s this fear 
to the electors, it may well be that this 
presen'ation may hasten the fall of the cab- 
inet instead of delaying It. 

Meanwhile, the chamber of deputies has 
just raised by 6,000,000 francs ($1,200,000) the 
salaries of the teachers. That Is logical, 
public instruction having become a great 
profession, and the teachers ought to see 
their condition improved. 


Labor Cases in Court.

LONDON, Nov. 19.—Robert Barclay Allar- 
dice, whose claim to the dormant earldoms 
of Strathern, Monteith, and Airth, in the 
peerage of Scotland, will be heard in the 
next session of the house of lords, will be 
opposed by George Marshall Graham of Kan- 
sas City, whose interests in this country 
are represented by his cousin, W. M. Gra- 
ham of Easton. 

Graham, who was born in Edinburg on 
Nov. 18, 1852, is the eldest surviving son of 
the late James Graham of Leitchtown, Mon- 
teith, and-~ Perthshire. The earldom of 
Strathern dates from 1371, and the earldoms 
of Airth and Monteith from 1633 and 1427, 
respectively. 


Takes Name by Royal License. 

Barclay Allardice is alderman from Loch- 
nithil, Cornwall, and is the eldest son of the 
late Samuel Ritchie by his marriage with 
Margaret Barclay Allardice, whose name the 
claimant assumed by royal license in 1888. 
His mother, who died in August of last year, 
was a daughter of Capt. Robert Barclay Al- 
lardice of Ury, in Kincardineshire, himself an 
heir in the direct line of the earls of Strath- 


ern. 

In 1427 James I. of Scotland, seeing danger 
in the fact that the earl of Strathern of 
that day claimed royal descent, deprived 
him of that earldom, but conferred upon 
him tn its place that of Monteith, which was 
held by several generations of eafis. The 
seventh holder was made of different stuff 
from his predecessors, and boldly proclaimed 
himself the earl of Strathern, declaring 
himself of purer descent than Charice I., 
then on the throne of Dngland. 


Takes Title, Saves Head. 

Charles was not a king who would stand 
any nonsense of that sort, and accordingly 
in 1683 the earl found himself made ear! of 
Airth, with the privilege of taking that title 
or none. As he was in some danger of losing 
his head as well as his title he took the title. 
Hia son predeceased him and it was his 
grandson who became the second earl of 
Airth. 

The succession also was claimed, however, 
by the descendant of the second earl’s young- 
er sister, who married Sir William Graham 
of Gartmore, and whose great-grandson, 
known as the “ beggar earl,”” voted az the 
earl of Monteith. In the middie of the eight- 
eenth century the committee on privileges 
had to confess itself baffled by the rival 
claims and dismissed both without settling 
either.

While it is difficult to eve that elther 
the courts or the academy and the faculty of 
medicine. at Paris will succeed in establish- 
ing any hard and fast rule as to the size of 
the fee which physicians and surgeons are 
entitled to exact for the remuneration of their 
services, yet the controversy excited by the 
demand of $20,000 made by a cancer specialist, 
Dr, Deyen, upon an American family visiting 
the Brench capital is exciting such world 
wide Interest and discussion that a few notes 
eoncerning the rules and ethics bearing upon 

the matter abroad may be of interest. 
Broadly speaking, the question before the 
public is as to whether doctors should be per- 
mitted.to charge prices for medical attend- 
ance nat are proportionate to the means of 
their patients and should have the right to 
call Goon the rich to give not merely a hun- 
grefbat even a thousand fold the amount of 
money which they would claim for identically 
thesameservices rendered tothe poor: Here 
in América, where so much medical attend- 
ance is accorded to the latter at merely nom- 
jnpal rates, Or without even any fee at all, by 
popular sentiment will naturally be 
to the view that the disciples of 
Bsculapius should be free to obtain from the 
more aliuent large fees in order to compen- 
sate them for all the hard work they do with- 
out remuneratiog among those less for- 
tunately situat But in some countries 

other ideas prevail. 


Russian Law Restricts Fees. 

Thus not long ago the Russian government 
issued « law regulating and restricting with- 
in certain narrow limits the fees demanded 
by physicians for their services. By the de- 
cree in- question the population of the em- 
pire is divided into three separate classes— 
the one composed of the nobles, the capital- 
ists, the land owners, the manufacturers, the 
bankers, the principal merchants, and th 
members of the first six grades of the civil, 
naval. and military services. The second 
class comprises lawyers, priests, and profes- 
sional men of one kind or another, aswell as 
government employés from the seventh to 
the tenth grade, while class No. 3 consists 
of the balance of the population, For pa- 
tlents belonging to the first claes the fee is 
limited by law and under severe penalties to 
5 rubles, of about $2.75, for each consulta- 
tion. The seeond class need not pay more 
than $ rubles, or $1.65, while the cost of med- 
ical s@rvyi¢e to the masses is limited to about 
80 kopecks, or about 20 cents. Of course, it 
is optional for patients to give expression to 
their gratitude for medical care by paying 
much larger fees. But doctors are debarred 
from presenting any claim in the courts for 
compensation in excess of the sum prescribed 
by the ukase.

Old Custom in Japan. 


Perhaps the most charming manner of com- 
pensating physicians for their care and at- 
tention was that customary among the native 
medicos in Japan, when I lived there more 
than a quarter of a century ago. Physicians 
would not charge for their services, but on 
the contrary would even decline to name an 
amount, and protested against any idea of 
remuneration, Patients on their side were 
too proud to accept such service free, and 
would send to the physician, not as a fee, but 
more as a friendly gift or token of gratitude, 
a 9am of money proportionate to the means 
of the giver, together with some piece of 
silk, bronze, or lacquer work, the idea being 
that medical attendance was of far too im- 
portant and elevated a character to be dese- 
crated by its being bartered for so much 
filthy lucre. That was, however, long ago, 
in those happy, old fashioned days of Dal 
Nippon; when a notice nailed on the house 
door to the effect that its inmates were away, 
was considered as a perfectly adequate pro- 
tection against smalipox, the idea being that 
the scourge would take the lie thus told for 
gospel truth, and would move on elsewhere 
to seek its victims. 

Western civilization has in no branch of 
Japanese life been adopted to so great an 
extent ag in connection with the medica! pro- 
fession, the extraordinary progress and de- 
velopment of which has received a striking 
and brilliant illustration in the present war 
in Manchuria, where Japan’s marvelously 
organized army medical department, with its 
methods of treatment of the wounded, and 


creditors save 


ite amazing prevention of those diseases 


which are so much more deadly to troops 
in the fleld than bullet, shell, of bayonet, 
has excited unbounded admiration in America 
and in Europe. With these western methods 
of medicine there has been imported into 
Japan the European and American manner 
of payment of fees, and the former charming 
mode of intercourse between the medicine 
man and his patient has vanished along with 
many other attractive features of old Japan. 


Fortune for a Small Service. 


Some of the largest fees received by physi- 
cians in the old world have been those paid 
by royalty, and there are today in England 
and in the various continental countries of 
Hurope a large number of titled families of 
great wealth who are indebted for the foun- 
dations of their fortunes to the gratitude of 
some monarch for medical services, 

Empress Catherine of Russia, for instance, 
who was mortally afraid of smallpox, pre- 
sented the English doctor, Thomas Dimsdale, 
with @ sum of $70,000 in cash, $10,000 more for 
his traveling expenses from London to St. 
Petersburg, the dignity of a counselor of 
state and of hereditary baron, and with a life 
annuity of $4,000, merely for having vaccin- 
ated her. I can recall the late Prof. Charcot, 
the great French epecialist on all nervous ail- 
ments, receiving $10,000 for a single consulta- 
tion by the late Dom Pedro of Brazil, the 
visit, however, involving a trip from Paris to 
Alix-les-Bains, where the emperor was stay- 
ing at the time, and the professor was re- 
puted to have received even still larger fees 
from the late Cornelius Vanderbilt. 

The late Dr. Playfair received for attending 
the crown princess of Roumania on the oc- 
sasion of the birth of little Prince Charles 
a sum of $12,000, all his traveling expenses 
between London and Bucharest, estimated 
on a princely scale, a Jeweled snuff box, and 
the star of a grand officer of the Roumanian 
erder of the crown. The fee paid to the em- 
inent physician, a member of the Italiansen- 
ate, who brought the infant prince of Pied- 
mont into the world the other day, was-con- 
siderably larger, while $50,000 is asserted to 
have been paid by the grateful czar to the 
principal doctor present at the birth of the 
ezarewitch last summer. 

These big fees are only to be explained by 
the value which from a dynastic and political 
point of view is attached to the lives of the 
members of the reigning houses of the old 
world, the fate of nations oftentimes depend- 
ing thereon. This is accepted as a perfectly 
admissible argument. Why, then, should 
rot doctors be permitted to charge fees ‘vy 
the rich, proportionate to their wealth and 
tu the importance of their position as princes 
of finance, of industry, and of trade? 


OPPOSITION OF BISHOPS COSTS» 
CHURCH LOSS OF $200,000. 


Court in Scotland Decides Bequests of 
Marquis of Bute Must Revert to the 
Estate.

LONDON, Nov. 19.—The Roman Catholic 

church in Scotland has lost $100,000 by a 
case disposed of in the Court of Sessions at 
Edinburg. The Jate marquis of Bute left 
$100,000 to each of the Roman Cathoue dio- 
ceses of Argyll and Galloway for the erection 
of churches at Aban and Whithorn. 

Attached to the bequests were certain con- 
ditions which were opposed by the bishops. 
In particular they said that the money be- 
queathed was insufficient to make provision 
for the maintenance of the churches. 

The trustees under the will expressed a 
willingness to prepare a plan to give effect 
to the wishes of the bishops, but the present 
marquis took the position that as the bishops 
could not accept the conditions the be- 
quests lapsed.

SUPPORT THE MUNICIPAL MUSEUM. 

All over the civilized world, wherever 
men have built cities, there are streams of 
effort running in paralle! lines toward the 
development of an art and science of munic- 
ipal administration. It is fitting that these 
streams should converge in Chicago, where 
all the nations of the world send their sons 
and daughters. If the plans for the estab- 
lishment of a m pal museum in Chicago 
meet with success, Chicago will be the first 
city in the world to institute a permanent 
international exhibit of municipal progress. 

The first source from which features for 
the exhibit will come is the St. Louis fair. 
The republic of France, through its commis- 
sioners at St. Louis, stands ready to deed 
to the Chicago museum a great many of the 
views and models illustrating the extraor- 
dinary development of Paris from ancient 
times to the present day. The Argentine 
republic is, willing to donate its valuable 
statistical records. New York, San Fran- 
cisco, St. Paul, and Minneapolis are display- 
ing equal generosity. If the citizens of Chi- 
cago come forward with funds for the pur- 
chase of exhibits which cannot be secured 
in any other way it seems probable that Chi- 
cago will become one of the places of pil- 
grimage for municipal officials and for stu- 
dents of municipal affairs from foreign coun- 
tries, as well as from all sections of the 
United States. 

The practical value of a municipal mu- 
seum may be illustrated by the place that 
it would take in the settlement of a munici- 
pal question like the disposal of street waste 
and of garbage. That question is of great 
importance to Chicago just now. If the 
exhibits in sight for the municipal museum 
had been installed it would be possible for 
aldermen and others to visit them with great 
profit. There would be the model of the 
collection cart from Frankfort iy Germany, 
said to be the best cart everdevised. There 
would be the working model of the two 
plants in New York for the separation of 
the various elements in waste and for final 
incineration. There would be the views of 
the unusually progressive methods of hand- 
ling waste employed at Buenos Ayres in 
Argentina. [Incidentally it may be _ re- 
marked that a study of Buenos Ayres re- 
veals a great many lessons for the haughty 
inhabitants of the northern American con- 
tinent. ] 

With the help of exhibits like these the 
work of elaborating a system of ‘refuse re- 
moval for Chicago would be greatly sim- 
plified. 

The immediate task confronting the pro- 
-motors of the municipal museum is to in- 


| spire in the bosoms of the German munici- 


palities the same loving kindness which has 
prompted the French authorities at St. 
Louis to let Chicago have a great many of 
their exhibits without compensation. The 
leading German citizens of Chicago might 
be of assistance in this matter. They would 
undoubtedly have much infinence with the 
Germans who have brought such remark- 
able exhibits to the Louisiana Purchase ex- 
position. For instance, there is a model 
from Dtisseldorf showing the way in which 
that city has made its water front commer- 
cially valuable and at the same time esthet- 
ically attractive. Ohicago has a water front 
consisting of a lake and of a river. If it 
had the Diisseldorf model to study it might 
be spared many expensive mistakes. 

The modern city has practically the same 
problems al] over the world. Chicago, for 
ites own guidance, ought to have the fullest 
possible view of all the ways in which those 
problems have been met. Support the mu- 
nicipal museum. 


THE NORTHWESTERN EXTENSION. 

The objections to allowing the North- 
western elevated railroad to construct an 
extension into Ravenswood while it still 
compels a large number of its present pa- 
trons to stand all the way from home to 
| business and from .business to home might 
be overcome if the-city council would, in the 
same ordinance in which it grants the éx- 
tension, make some provision for an im- 
provement in service. 

The Northwestern has frequently caused 
it to be understood that it can send no more 
ears around the loop. Its five-car express 
trains are so long, it says, that any further 
extension of the service would render the 
loop almost impassable. Yet on Saturday 
afternoons, when the traffic during the usua! 
rush hours from 4 to half past 6 is lighter 
than on other work days, the express trains 
are often run with four cars, instead of with 
five. The consequence is that the number 
of passengers who cannot find seats is sci- 
entifically maintained. It is this habit of 
running just enough cars to carry the traffic 
with aisles and platforms all crowded that 
will justify the council in insisting on a guar- 
antee of enlarged accommodations in case 
the company is permitted to annex Ravens- 
wood to its tributary area. 

It is one of the indubitable facts of local 
government that the city council, by means 
of its police power, can compel “ reason- 


able *’ service on surface and elevated lines. 


Suffering draws man to man and men to } 


The Ravenswood extension grant would fur- 
nish a happy opportunity for transferring 
the police power from literature to life." 


EXPERT SERVICES NEEDED. 
The finance committee of the council 


should be slow to award any contracts to 


private parties for the disposal of the eity 
‘refuse. No attempt to solve the question of 
garbage removal in this city can be sue- 
cessful until an exhaustive and scientific in- 
quiry has been made into local conditions. 

There are some popular misconceptions | 
about the garbage question which should be 
corrected. In the first place, the words 
garbage and refuse are used without dis- 
crimination. It is necessary to define each 
of these terms before discussing the “ gar- 
bage” or the “ refuse” question. 

Refuse denotes all the waste which must 
be removed by the city; garbage is the refuse 
from the kitchen, and consists of animal and 
vegetable elements. The refuse of a city, 
based on the experience of New York, is 
made up as follows: Ashes, 65 per cent; 
street sweepings, 18 per cent; garbage, 10 
per cent; miscellaneous waste, 7 per cent 
When one speaks of garbage one refers to 
but 10 per cent of the refuse. The terms 
eannot be used synonymously as they usual 
ly are without confusing the issue. 

Incineration and reduction, as commonly 
understood, deal with the disposition of 
garbage. Oonsequently they affect but a 
tenth part of the refuse ofacity. Thereare 
the ashes, street sweepings, and miscellane- 
ous waste still to be considered, 

It is impossbile to tell whether Chicago 
should have a reduction or an incineration 
plant until its local peculiarities are studied, 
It may need the one process in one part of 
town and the other in anpther. To secure 
a comprehensive system there must be a 
study of local conditions, of local topography, 
and of the composition of refuse in different 
parts of the city. This study should be 
undertaken by an expert. ~ 

The city has had investigations by alde 
manic committees for the last fifteen years, 
but the problem is still unsolved. It will 


j remain unsolved until the city finds some 


man experienced in these subjects and em- 
*ploys him to study the question. 

It is often stated that there is enough sal- 
able material in the refuse of a city to pay 
all the expenses of collecting it and of dis- 
posing of it. “This is far from the truth. 
The only returns which can be realized from 
refuse are from the miscellaneous waste 
and possible sale of ashes for filling. The 
cost of refuse removal in New York is 50 
cents per capita. The same process in Chi- 
cago would mean an expenditure of a million 
dollars a year. The city now spends about 
$600,000, But New York has no putrid, 
deadly garbage in its alleys or in the city 
dumps, while Chicago has a system of gar- 
bage removal which is a constant menace to 
the health of its people. 

It is probable that if a scientific method 
of removing and disposing of refuse were 
adopted in Chicago the work would not cost 
any more than is expended at present. The 
city would be relieved of the plague and 
menace of its dumps, and garbage would be 
removed from the alleys every twenty-four 
hours instead of at irregular intervals of 
from twenty-four to seventy-two hours. 

The removal of the city’s refuse is a mat- 
ter of health first and of expense afterwards. 
It is a question which requires the study of 
an expert. The council will never solve 
it until it secures the services of a man 
competent to investigate local conditions 
and to devise a system of removing gar- 
bage and refuse which will give Chicago 
what the health and convenience of the peo- 
ple demand. 


THE CITY OF STENCHES. 

In enumerating the achievements of Chi- 
cago and cataloguing the items of its pre- 
eminence, a correspondent in another paper 
fails to speak of its undisputed claims as 
the smell center of the universe. Chicago 
produces a greater variety of stenches in 
greater quantity in its justly famous stock- 
| yards than any other city inthe world. The 

vaunted merits of Cologne in this respect 
long ago paled their insignificant fires. _ 

The officials of the bureau of health have 
permitted the rendering establishments at 
the stockyards to belch out foul gases at 
stated intervals during the day and night, 
indifferent to the public health or comfort. 
The owners or managers have allowed noi- 
some odors to be poured forth, utterly re- 
gardless of the rights and well being of 
their fellow citizens. 

It-is no longer possible to pretend that 
either the health authorities or the packers 
are ignorant of the sources of the smells, or 
that they are powerless to stop them. They 
know jointly and severally when, where, and 
how the offensive odors are produced. They 
are perfectly aware that the stenches can 
be suppressed, and yet they deliberately per- 
mit them to be emitted. They are willing to 
drench and saturate their fellow citizens 
with foul air sooner than put themselves to 
the inconvenience and expense of stopping 
the nuisance. 

When they are dead and gone no laudatory 
obituaries will be prepared for them. They 
have justly earned the execrations of Chi- 
eagoans, and will go down to their graves 
“unwept, unhonored, and unsung,” as bad 
citizens and bad fellows, so grossly im- 
mersed in the pursuit of wealth that they 
would not give a passing thought to the 
commonest rights of the people who lived 
about them. 

If they had lived in an earlier age they 
would have been literally put in the pillory. 
They deserve now to be pilloried in the opin- 
jon of every fair minded citizen. 


CONDITIONS IN THE CONGO. 

The attention of Europe has been called 
several times within the last few years to 
the conditions in the Congo Free State, and 
last spring a memorial was presented to 
congress by joint action of the missionary 
societies. This memorial prayed that con- 
gress investigate existing conditions in the 
Congo and take steps to “ameliorate and 
correct the evils from which that state is 
suffering.”” The evils complained of are 
the shocking cruelties perpetrated upon the 
natives, in the collection of exorbitant trib- 
ute, the enforcement of military service, and 
the monopoly of trade enjoyed by Belgian 
companies to the practical exclusion of for- 
eigners. 

The Congo Free State is an anomaly 
among the governments of the world. It is 
an independent business enterprise of which 
King Leopold of Belgium is the head. This 
monarch, who is principally known to the 
world as the entertainer par excellence of 
chorus girls, vaudeville artists, and stage 
favorites, is the practical owner of the 
million square miles of territory which com- 
pose the Congo State. He achieved owner- 
ship when the conference of Berlin in 1885 
sanctioned the creation of a free state in the 
basin of the Congo and adopted principles to 
regulate its powers. The United States wax 
represented at the conference, although it 
did not sign the treaty. 

If one-half of the charges brought against 


the government of the Congo are true it may 


be said that King Leopold got possession of 
his valuable territory bythe most culpable 
of false pretenses. The enterprise was 


highest expression of humane and benevo- 
lent pirpose the world ever witnessed. 
Prince Bismarck spoke of the “noble as- 
pirations of its illustrious founder,” King 
Leopold himeelf said: ‘‘ Our only program, 
I am-anxieus to repeat, is the work of moral 
and material regeneration.” It was after 
such declarations that this government has- 
tened to recognize the so®ereignty of the 
Congo State. 

There are reputable witnesses pro and 
con as to the mismanagement of affairs in 
the Congo. While it is doubtless true that 
the natives have been in many cases the 
victims of the white man’s greed and cruelty, 
yet it is difficult to determine how wide- 
spread the atrocities are or to what extent 
‘they are the result of the inevitable conflict 
between two races when one is submerged. 
It is difficult to determine whether England 
is wholly disinterested in its efforts to have 
the government of the Congo dissolved. 
With the Congo State divided between the 
four adjoining countries England would 
have a continuous territory from the cape 
to the Nile. John Bull has always had his 
due share of land hunger. 

Inasmuch as the founding of the Congo 
State was accompanied with so much high 
sounding sentiment the world at large would 
be interested to have the whole matter tried 
Pbefore some tribunal like The Hague. 
Should the reports of atrocities continue as 
investigation is carried into the interior it is 
likely that King Leopold will have to look 
elsewhere for hjs contributions to Parisian 
festivities. His private Congo estate will 
be divided amoung other nations. 


“WORMAL EXTENSION.” 

It sounds about as remote and dead as 
the binomial] theorem. 

But it goes home to the roots of every 
day life and means that the children of 
Chicago will from now on have better teach- 
ers to instruct them and therefore a better 
education to help them earn their living and 
become efficient citizens, 

Dr. W. T. Harris, the United States com- 


extension gives Chicago the right to claim 
precedence over all the other cities of the 
United States in the art of training teachers 
for the public schools. 

The Norma! school trains teachers before 
they begin their work. ‘“ Normal exten- 
sion” trains them after they have begun 
their work and prepares them to do their 
work better. It means that there are today 
in the city of Chicago 166 classes in which 
active teachers have become active students 
and in which the dry rot of routine is changed 
into a fresh, vigorous fountain of new accom- 
plishments and of new ambitions. 

The first step toward rewarding the teach- 
ers of Chicago for keeping alive in their 
work was taken when provision was made 
for promotional examinations. A teacher is 
promoted now to a higher station and to a 
better salary when, by examinations em- 
bracing both her record in the classroom and 
her knowledge on paper, she has given proof 
of intellectual growth. 

The norma! extension classes assist inte!- 
Jectual growth. There are 22 such classes 
in science, 18 in English literature, 24in art, 
15 in music, 11 in physical training, 11 in 
manual training, 28 in cookery, and 42 in 
other subjects. They will most of them 
last for thirty weeks. The total enrollment is 
6,422. Many teachers are enrolled in more 
than one class, for the total number of teach- 
ers in the grade schools of Chicago does not 
rise far above 5,000. The size of the enter- 
prise is as impressive as its spirit. 

If the policy initiated by the present super- 
intendent of schools is continued there will 
never again in Chicago be a time when 
| teachers will have no incentive to prosecute 
their studies outside the schoolroom, when 
appointment and promotion will depend on 
influence, and when intellectual lethargy and 
political activity will go hand in hand. The 
merit system for appointment, the normal 
extension classes for study, and the promo- 
tional examinations for advance in honor 
and in income have put the old days a great 
distance bebijnd us. 

These three improvements in school ad- 
ministration should earn for the board of 
education and for the superintendent of 
schools the gratitude of the whole body of 
citizens. There is no educational work, not 
even that connected with the most ad- 
vanced and comprehensive of our univer- 
sities, which can compare for importance 
with a public school system in a city like 
Chicago, where hundreds of thousands of 
boys and girls are given the few short years 
of training which must fit them to earn dol- 
lars, to keep homes, and to cast ballots. Ip 
a democratic republic a superintendent of 
schools occupies a position which means 
about as much as any position in the whole 
range of possible careers. 

The spectacle of thousands of teachers 
studying diligently to keep off rust and to 
gain new power puts Chicagoin a high place 
in the earth and shows what the right kind 
of superintendent and the right kind of 
board of education can do.

Apparently 
in the recent Italian parliamentary elec- 
tion they succeeded in invoking him. Papal 


than ever before. The result was that the 
socialists lost heavily. They will perhaps 
have more respect hereafter for medieval 
specters. And perhaps—though this is not 
likely—they will tentatively mitigate their 
claim to being the only real moderns in ex- 
istence. 

The philosophy of socialism bases itself on 
“the economic interpretation of history.” 
According to this interpretation, the social, 
political, moral, and religious facts of any 
age trail after its economic facts. The foun- 
dation of life is the way men earn their living. 
In consequence the leaders of the socialist 
party all over the world are most of them 
men who explain everything in terms of 
materialism and who allow almost nothing 
to the intuitive moral sense, and absolutely 
nothing to revelation. Between such men 
and Pius X. there is a great gulf fixed. 

The width of the gulf may be measured 
by the fact that in many European cities 
the children of socialigts go to socialist Sun- 
day schools and find in socialism all the 
religion that their parents think they need. 

To a person standing outside of both or- 
ganizations it seems as if the antagonism 
between socialism and Catholicism must 
spring from the non-religious philosophy of 
the socialists. Certainly the practical de- 
mands of the socialiste—practica! as con- 
trasted with their philosophy—would not 
seem to be necessarily obnoxious to Catholic 
‘doctrine. A man might conceivably believe 
in “the common ownership of the means 
of production and distribution ” and at the 
same time aécept the Athanasian creed. 

However this may be, the fact of the an- 
tagonism between socialism and Catholicism 
remains, and in Italy it has profoundly af- 
fected an election. Conservatism in religion

Life moves under a. variety re 


Many dynamic forces mingle in apparent 
confusion in every act and thought of our, 
being. Any attempt therefore to define one 
motive as predominatingly superior to an- 
other, or to seek to measure the activities of 
life by one or more motives to the exc. usion 


ot all others, is an injustice to the truth of 


our human nature. Life is a unity in diversi- 
ty, and only the impact of the totality of 
human motives and impulses na life 


| as it really is.. 


Remembering this, we are still permitted 
to select from the mass of human impulses 
and motives those which seem to predomi- 
nate. Generally speaking, the dynamic 
forces of life fall into three great classes 
or impulses—fear, ambition, and love. Now 
we are told in the ancient book that the 
greatest of these virtues is love. We can 
easily agree with the book. Fear and am- 
bition have played and still play an impor- 
tant part in the drama of life. But neither 
apart nor together do they yield the su- 
premest results. 

Love has ever completed and sanctified 
whatever ambition or fear wrought which 
was worthy. Fear sent the ancient Vene- 
tians to build their first rude huts on the 
restless bosom of the Adriatic, but love 
created the matchless architecture of Tor- 
cello and Murano. Fear and ambition 
chained the shifting sands of the sea with 
deep driven piles and bordered the ®ea swept 
isles with stately palaces. But love reared 
St. Mark’s—set it with priceless columns of 
porphyry and alabaster, filled its domes 
with deathless mosaics, its spandrils with 
richest traceries, and crowned its gables with 
gentle angels. 

Fear and ambition set ancient Florence 
within ramparts of invulnerable stone, but 
love created the masterpieces of Angelo. the 
singing boys of Della Robbia, the Gothic 
shaft of immortal! Glotto, and the heavenly 
dome of Bruneleschi. Ambition and no lit- 
tle of malice winged the stiletto like the 
verse of a Dante, but the longing and love of 
a homesick exile gave them immortality and 
a universal message. No really enduring 
creation of the highest order exists except 
love has been the master hand in its crea- 
tion. 

The hope of the modern home is love. 
Fear never madea home. Show mea home 
governed by fear and you show me a home 
barren and cheerless as the winter earth 
under gray winter skies. Show me a home 
ruled by love and you show me a home soft 
as a summer dream, beautiful ae sunsct 
skies, lovelier and sweeter than a summer 
twilight when the birds twitter their soft 
good night and the departing day hangs 
poised on the rim of night. 

Fear never made an abiding church or re- 
ligton. Love alone makes religion inepira- 
tional. Fear or ambition never made a real- 
Love tips the 
tongue with persuasive eloquence and fash- 
ions the stuff that religious heroes and mar- 
tyrs are made of. Love alone is the measure 
of events. Is a thing right or wrong? Does 
love sit supreme at the heart of the deed is 
the searching counter question. 

Is war ever justifiable? We are in the 
midst of war. Titanic forces are massing 
for war. Grim, savage faces leer upon us 
from behind our Christian pretensions of the 
fatherhood of God and the brotherhood of 
man. Behind the priest stande half con- 
cealed the armed soldier. Ill concealed by 
the temple of religion stands the grim lines 
and embattlements of war. The smoke of 
cannon In the far east obscures the smoke 
of incense from the altars of religion. Fol- 
lowers of the gentle Nazarene let loose the 
hounds of war the earth over, and with pious 
prayers to the god of battle feed countless 
cannons with the choicest sons of battle 
frenzied nations. 

Is war ever justified? Is it, can it ever 
be, Christian to fight? Lay the measure of 
love upon the question. Is war waged from 
pure love of country, in defense of home and 
fireside, to strike the shackles from limbs 
that are bound, to set the face of the slave 
toward freedom’s holy light? Then war. I 
should say, is justified. For love can be 
flerce and dauntiess and demand the sacri- 
fice of life In certain great crises of human 
history when the welfare and rights of people 
are at a hazard and weakness writhes help- 
less under the feet of tyranny. 

Life itself is a struggle and a battle, and 
the rightfulness or wrongfulnese of it all is 
measured by the motives which inspire, by 
the better things won for mankind. 

And once more the measure of men is love. 
Has a great hero been a lover of men? Has 
he toiled for them, died for them? Then his 
benign face shines upon us from the fading. 
years. Generations come and go, each loving 
tenderly the lover of men. Why does Jesus 
hold so lastingly a place in the world’s mem- 
ory? Chiefly because the one universal and 
undying virtue with which believer and un- 
believer have alike invested him is the vir- 
tue of love. Compared to Plato he was ig- 
norant, his death was no more sublime than 
the death of Socrates. Yet Plato isa syllo- 
gism, Socrates a fragrant memory, Jesus an 
inspiration.

OCIETY is improving; the world is growing better. 
More humanity is creeping in. But anthropology, 
or rather social science, has not passed its elemental 
stage.

If the former clauses of this among the 
first of criminal laws are yoid, then the inquiring 
mind may reasonably ask: Why not also do away 
with the death penalty for those who murder? 

The ancients punished inanimate objects for 
injury to man; an ax cutting a chopper was thrown 
beyond the boundary of the province.

was killed or confiscated to the state. In bygone ages the captured mur- 
derer was surrendered, to relatives or friends of the deceased to kill, torture, 

OF release, as they liked.

ism.” “If games were an end in themselves,” he says, “there might be 
justification for the professional attitude, but since they are only a means 
to better health and greater activity in other directions, professionalization 
of them is unsound and detrimental.” Equilibrium between the physical 
and mental sides of our lives is then what we require, and we must now 
inquire how far exercise can help us to reach this goal. 

What does brain power depend upon? Some say it depends upon rest 
and sleep, without which food and mental exercise are powerless to pro- 
duce abundance of nervous energy. But if we assume that a sufliciency 
of sleep is taken it is clear that not «very long and souna sleeper has a 
strong and clear brain. As a matter of fact, brain power depends chiefly 
upon the physical condition of the brain being as perfect as possible, and 
in the attainment of this condition sleep is only one factor. Physical per- 
fection of the brain is much the same as physical perfection of any of the 


_ component parts of the body, and for the perfecticn of any such part it is 


necessary that it should have a regular and abundant supply of blood of 
good quality. As Sir Michael Foster says: “An adequate stream of 
blood of good quality, made pure by the codperation of organs of low de- 
gree, washing away harmful products and renewing the working capital, 
is as necessary for the life of the brain as for that.ef the muscles.” But 
for those engaged in modern occupations it is ditficult to effect this, and 
few people have any clear conception about such matters. 

The business man of today has little idea of what disease ia, or health 
either, for the matter of that. He gulps down, or drinks down, his meals, 
sits in a stuffy office all day, and, with the connivance of street cars, cabs, 
and telephones, gives his legs as little work as possible. He takes, of 


the extortions of the bookmaker and the bonnet maker, who would have 
been the most likely people to profit by their spare cash. 

Not that one can deny the hardships, the risks, attendant upon mar- 
riage, or the fact that an unhappy marriage may be the ruin of a life. Of 
such cases undoubtedly the worst is that of a man with a drunken wife, 
and with a family of children whose mother she is. One's first thought, 
in such a case, is that the law should step in to his assistance; but I be- 
‘ieve it would almost always be found that the husband, in those cases 
where he is himself blameless and deserving of all sympathy, would suffer 
any misery rather than expose this domestic shame, or suffer the woman 
who bears his name to sink any lower. 

Fortunately, in these extreme cases, the disease usually ends by prov- 
ing ite own remedy; but I own, with sorrow, that | have known two cases 
in which the wife's vice did not kill her until it had broken the heart and 
hastened the death ofa husband of whom she was utterly unworthy. 

But the tragedies of marriage are not more frequent than the trage- 
dies of every other human institution, of every human career. Matrimony 
is not, as some of the scribbing bachelors seem to think, an overadvertised 
patent medicine for the cure for all human ills. In the ordinary individual 
it doubles the cares of life, while it doubles it satisfactions; it gives one 
more to think about, but more to enjoy. You are an unlucky husband if 
-your wife does not feel your successes and failures more keenly, more 


to love and protect. He is an apologist before every friend and chance 
comer alike. He will tell you how a family is a burden. He will recall 
how he used to do things before this bugbear “ family ” broke into his 
life of accomplishment and made his career a mere existence to be meas- 
ured by the grocery clerk, the dry goods ge spars ge the butcher, and the 
coal dealer. 

Here comes in the philosophy of the vidding. In the first stages of 
community life, the mission of the husband was done when he “ provided ” 
for his family. It was his chief aim in life. If he died in his maturity, 
leaving a family provided for against the rainy days of the times, he could 
be content.» Living a life of domesticity was his choice in life’s measures. 
He worked only that he might live as he desired. 

But as civilization grew into twenty story depths and as the horizons 
of the world opened and spread and widened illimitably, the superlatives 
of material attainments became a new song of the siren.

The fortunes of yes- 
terday are not pin money for a year in the purses of children of the mil- 
lionaires of today. 
* billionaire ” has become the “ excelsior”’ of the crowding millions. Even 
the lightness of the word “ million” upon the tongue unconsciously is giv- 
ing the new generations an unnatural view of the thing called “ success.” 

* Success” has no established measure or means of measure. It ts 
more intangible than is the line, defined by the geometrician as having 
length, without breadth or thickness. It is more indefinite than is the point, 


pitch, as in the case of the car barn bandits. Albeit there is an untoward 
acceptance of the allegation that severity of punishment fails to restrain 
others from the commission of similar crimes. The states providing life 
imprisonment have not more murders than other states carrying the death 
penalty. 

Less than 100 years ago the human race had about 100 different of- 
fenses which were punishable by death. This number has decreased to 
possibly three, or less, in civilized countries. Treason does not usually 
bring death as its punishment except when the nation is actually engaged 
in war. 


Everywhere it is growing more difficult to get a jury that will recom- : 


mend the death penalty. A new law in one of the northeastern states pro- 
vides that each juryman must sign a special clause to be added to thelr 
verdict, recommending the death penalty, otherwise the punishment can be 
no worse than life imprisonment. New York and two or three other states 
have substituted the electric chair fer the time honored gallows. This is a 
step towards the abolition of the death penalty from our criminal! codes. 
As the extreme penalty for murder, China chops the head off; Russia 
exiles to Siberia; Germany uses both the ax and the guillotine; France 
guillotines; England hangs; the United States imposes sentences from life 
imprisonment to electrocution and banging.

One’s duty to one’s self demands the 
taking time and pains to become acquainted with him or her whom one 
accepts as a partner for life, but there is such a thing as waiting until 
delight grows cold, leaving love upon the doorstep until it freezes to death. 
One may say that if people weary of one another during an engagement 
they would in all probability have done so had they marricd, which Is far 
worse. But this does not always follow; the mutual interests of married 
life bind the husband and wife one to each other, and they grow together. 
It is in some such sort as the differences between carefully selecting and 
keeping seed and the sowing it promptly in due season. True, there are 
some seeds which, like the famous Egyptian wheat that was found on a 
mummy 2,000 years old, retain their vitality practically forever, but the 
rule is that fresh seed, properly matured, brings the best and surest crop. 

There is a popular fiction to the effect that the woman fixes the wed- 
ding day; in point of fact it is the man who does s0, since she can make 
no move-in the matter until ber lover urges her to do so.

To be 
well and fit the great requisite is the possession of pure blood, and although 
in this respect other things, notably fresh air and diet, are more indispensa- 
ble than exercise, yet the latter should be tested by this touchstone. Does 
hard exercise keep the blood pure? Sir Oliver Lodge’s opinion is confirmed 
by any doctor who has watched the health of “ strong men,” in whom the 
blood is constantly laden with waste products of hard work. It does not. 

How far moderate exercise will attain the desired end depends upon 
the nature of exercise adopted, and the most perfect form of exercise will 
be that by which the muscles receive the maximum benefit of change of

Long ago it became common and consistent to ask about a man’s suc- 
cess in life, leaving the query as to his family and his domestic relations 
as an afterthought, having no kinship with his success. This is an intol- 
erable condition under any but those circumstances in which the young 
man early in life decides to give up all chance and hope of domesticity for 
that larger progpect of attaining his abstract ambitions. 

There is a point here that is material. There are individuals who may 
be of the disposition to compromise between family and attainments in 
worldliness. There are others who look to domesticity first, taking a mere 
competency as enough from the world of endeavor. And again there is 
the type which is actuated only by his overweaning ambitions and who 
should be married to them nore strongly and monagamously than church 
and state together could bind him to a wife. | 

Out of these individuals the advice applicable to each is simple. To 
the man who would compromise between family and the attainments of 
his ambitions 1 would say, make the line of demarcation so plain that you 
shall not err in it.

BY FRENCH JUSTICE 


Home and Property of Three Wom- 
en Kept Sealed Fifteen 
Months on Suspicion. 


ing in a nebly furnished home, surround- 
ed by a weaith of their ewn jewels, plate, 
pictures, antiques, and statuary, and yet 
in danger of starvation. 

Innocent of any crime, free from debt, 
ignorant of political cabals, and, so far as 
known, of unehallenged probity, these wom- 
em are to all intents and purposes prisoners 
in. thefr own house, shunned by neighbors, 
denied the necessaries of life by shopkeep- 
ers, and now in serious danger of death 
trom hunger threugh no fault ef their own. 

For fifteen months these women have been 
#0 immured, Their house in the Rue de 
Londres was sealed up by an order of court 
lgsued a year and three months ago. Since 
- that time they have not been permitted to in- 
spect or use the valuables which they still 
own. They have not been permitted toleave 
the house. Their credit with the merchants 
has been destreyed and what ready money 
they bad ‘thas been exhausted. 


Starved for Months on Suspicion.

@uced her mether to clese the shop itee!f and 
to transfer the valuahle cellection of jewelry 
and antiques te her bouse in the Rue de 
Londres, a spacieus hotel, in which it was

ness of the establishment. Mme. Marsy and 
her sister were te assist their mother, and the 
fame and prosperi.y of the collection were 
to increase and spread. 


House Sealed on Russian Charges. 


Sic. Parmeggiani. a friend of Mme Marsy 
and the Londen agent of the establishment. 
then came to Paris to discuss with the pro- 
prietors new plans in relation to the expan- 
sion of the business. Parmeggiani, an Ital- 
fam expert in antiques and a man of ex- 
tyaordinary business ability and integrity. 
was spotted in Paris as an anarchist by Rus- 
sian detectives. who complained te the 
BPrench bead of the police department. He 
was tmmediately.made the subject of cen- 
‘ stant espionagé. His visits to the hetel of 
Mme. Escoussara, Wecame known, and he 
whe arrested there. 

The search which followed revealed to the 
police the extraordinary profusion and value 
of Mme. Marsy's collection of jewels. curios. 
and antiques, and she, too, was arrested upen 
the vague suspicion that she had stolen the 
property. The capture ef Parmeggiani and 
the arrest of Mme. Marsy created a European 
sensation, for the Marsy assemblage of rare 
and costly antiques was already celebrated. 
After weeks of search, much correspondence, 
and great expenditure, during which she was 
kept constantly under police esplonage, Mme. 

and her mether were able to prove 
their rightful ownership of everything in the 


Suffer Results of Persecution. 


Sig. Parmeggiani, too, by dint of volum- 
indus correspondence by telegraph and let- 
ters. was able to establish his innocence of

. He was set free, and about the same 
time thé Paris chiéf of police gave orders to 
remove all restrictions from the home and 
liberty of the three women in the house in 
the Rue de Londres. Already they had be- 
gun to realize the evil consequences of what 
they regarded as an unwarranted, as well as 
ati unjust, persecution. Their business com- 
menced to retrograde, their acquaintances 
began to avoid them, tradesmen would no 
longer trust them, and, as most of their re- 
sources were invested in their stock of valu- 
“abies, their cash accumulations were griev- 
ously depleted. 

At this time the seals placed upon every 
room in the house except that in which the 
women lived were removed. They breathed 
the air of freedem once mere, and resolved 
to re&tablish themselves upon better, surer 
grounds than ever. But, meanwhile, a 
trouble greater than any they had indured,a 
charge more horrible than any that had been 
brought against them, was looming from an- 
other quarter. 


Spanish Relatives Against Her. 


The stories of the great wealth of Mme. 
Marsy and her mother. together with the 
evil reports which had been circulated about 
them, reached Spain, where Mme. Escous- 
sara had spent the early years of her married 
life. Her husband, a Spaniard of wealth and 
noble lineage, had died five years before his 
widow came to Paris. She had already trans- 
ferred all of his estate that came into her 
hands at his death to his family, and had 
eatried on no further correspondence with 
his relatives. 

But the Spanish friends of Sefior Escous- 
gara heard the story of his widow's wealth 
and unjust humiliation at she same time. 
They told the relatives of iscoustara that 
his widow had not only withheld some of his 
property but that she had probably slain 
her husband to gain possession of his prop- 
erty. The lying accusation of the detectives 
of Paris made against the daughter were 
renewed in Spain against the mother. Mme. 
Hscoussara was accused of her 
husband and robbing his estate. 


Forced to Starve Pending Appeal. 


Lawyers from Madrid arrived in Paris 
about the time that Mme. Marsy was re- 
leased from surveillance. Theseals that had 
been placed upon their doors had hardly been 
removed when they were replaced on the 
strength of the accusations that now came 
from Spain. Mme. Escoussara spent all her 
money to accumulate evidence in defense 
' against a charge that at first almost dum- 
founded her. For lack of funds she was 
obliged to become almost her own attorney. 
The hideous complaint made against her was 
nothing but a malignant vapor of suspicion. 
She succeeded in exonerating herself of every 
charge. But rascally lawyers of Paris per- 
suaded the Spaniards that the rich posses- 


were worth another lawsuit. An appeal was 
taken and is still pending. 

The house remains under lock and key. 
Guards are at the entrances. The women 
within are in worse plight than if they were 
convicted felons. They are hungry. ‘They 
eannot sellany of their valuables. The 
tradesmen, confused and mystified by the 
jJabyrinth of charges which the police have 
built about the unhappy prisoners, will no 
longer furnish them with the necessities of 
life. It is an unparalleled example of the 
processes of law in Paris. But there seems 
to be no recourse for the three women. If 
they should die of hunger nobody, under the 
circumstances, could be held culpable. 
to be innocent even by

-. Smart Costame in All Black. 

A smart all black costume seen at the 
garden. aiso in the afternoon, was composed 
of a trailing skirt of chiffon veivet topped by 
a tight fitting, skirted coat of broadtali, fin- 
ished with white fur and fine biack braid. 
The skirt was shirred flatly around the top, 
and as the wearer was slight the fullness 
given the figure under the coat and about the 
hips greatly improved it. It was a perfectly 
plain suit, but under the extreme edge of 
the skirt one caught sight, by looking cioseiy, 
of a line of black silk braid, a protection to 
the velvet.

One of Mrs. James E. Martin's costumes, 
worn the afternoon, was a rich biack silk 
velvet, a round skirt and a long, tight fitting 
coat lined with heavy whitesatin. Theskirt 
was close around the gored so as to 
be full at the bottom, and,its only trimming 
was formed of velvet Vs about eight inches 
deep, the bands being an inch wide, stitched 
on the center of each skirt gore about six 
inches from the hem. Two of these Vs were 
used with a point of each running up or down, 
the wide sections crossing each other as 
though interlaced, and leaving a diamond 
shaped section in the center. 

The coat had plain coat sleeves and a col- 
lar, and its absolute plainness and the rich- 
ness of the fabric made it a aotiacable 
costume, 


While flat muffs are more fashionable than 


the round variety the difference is not owing 
altogether to a preference for the flat, as the 


short haired. furs are made up in the first . 


form, while the long haired are made 
large round muffs, 

Many of the flat muffs assume a rounded 
outline or even a tendency toa point at the 
lower part while the tops are narrower,and 
are often curved or indented. 

Many of the season's muffs and neck pleces 
are designed for special costumes and not 
for general wear. In muffs fancy runs riot; 
on some of the fanciful ones to go with cer- 
tain costumes. Not only !s lace used but pas- 
sementeries, bands of embroidery, and con- 
trasting furs are used to make them more 
elaborate, if less beautiful and artistic, than 
though the fur itself were all. 

Furs are even dyed to match gown ma- 
terials, and browns and grays in many dif- 
ferent shades are shown. 

In ermine imitations there are white squir- 
rel and clipped rabbit. White astrakhan and 
ecaracul flecked with bits of bieek fur or 
trimmed with white and black chenille are 
also used. 


In geck pieces flat scarfs ‘on cravat lines 
are the latest and best. and many of these 
are trimmed with chenille, being fringed 


with it at the ends. The mitered ends with 
overlapping sections are the leading fintsh. 
Sometimes a strip of contrasting fur is used 
as a band through which to slip the crossing 
ends. Ermine ts often used on chinchilla and 
sable. Mink, sable, astrakhan, ermine, broad- 
tail, and dyed squirrel are among the smart 


' Mrs. George Gould’s Walking Costume. 

Mrs. George Gould wore when shé start- 
ed for the St. Louis exposition a pale gray 
walking costume, the coat of which was 
one of the latest modes in coats for such 
costumes. It was perfectly plain,,and. was 
fitted in the back and at.the sides, but the 
fronts hung almost straight; the coat skirts 
extended perhaps six inches below the waist 
line, and the sleeves were moderately loose 
coat sleeves; the collar was like that on a 
man’s coat. 
' The skirt cleared the floor by fully three 
inches all the way around, and had occas- 
fonal side plaits extending up some four- 
teen Inches from the hem, but the skirt was 
not at all full, The medium sized black 
toque topping the costume was trimmed 
with a mass of fluttering white coque plum- 
age.

Last week's market. while devoid of any 
notably important transactions, neverthe- 
less was characterized by a fair degree of 
activity and a number of deals of more 
than ordinary interest. In fact, taken asa 
whole, the general run of the transactions 
was noticeably ahead of those for several 
weeks past, while the confidence of brokers 
as to improved conditions within the next 
few months was clearly more pronounced. 
One significant feature of the market was 
the evidences of its broadening tendency. as 
shown by important transactions in Engle- 
wood, Hyde Park, and the north and west 
divisions of the city, reaching on the north 
side to Rogers Park. 

The Englewood transaction was one of the 
most_important carried through in that sec- 
tion of the city for a number of years. It 
involved the property at the southeast cor- 
ner of West Sixty-third street and Stewart 
avenue, 117%x100 feet of ground, and four 
story and basement store and office building, 
which was sold by Harris & Frazier for 
Edward J. Abel and sister Minnie, to Levi 
C. Merrick for $92,500 cash. The First Na- 
tional Bank of Englewood occupies part 
of the ground floor of the building, the rest 
being devoted to store space, while the upper 
floors are given over to offices. 


Large North Side Deal. 

A large deal in north side flat property was 
the sale by Marion J. Lavery to Albert L. 
Lambaugh of Calumet, Mich., of the premises 
at the southwest corner of Leland avenue 
and Malden street, with 40xI157% feet of 
ground and four story and basement build- 
ipg, for $100,000, including an incumbrance 

f $40,000. .Mr. Lambaugh executed a trust 
‘ deed to the Chicago Title and Trust company 
to secure a loan of $15,000 two years at 5 per 
cent. In part exchange he conveyed the 
property at 88-35 West Washington street, 
41x76 feet, improved with five story and base- 
ment brick building, valued at $65,000, with 
an incumbrance of $25,000. 

An interesting transaction in Rogers Park 
property was the purchase by Emil Rudert

Important Hyde Park Transfer. 

An Important deal in Hyde Park flat and 
store property was the sale by H. G. How- 
ard & Co. for Charles Anderson to William 
Thompson of the premises at 5329-5831 Lake 
avenue, containing two stores and fourteen 
flats, for $55,000. Mr. Thompson gave in 
part payment 250 acres of land near Kanka- 
kee, valued at $45,000. 

As the result of negotiations closed last 
week by W. D. Kerfoot & Co. in connection 
with Perry Ulrich and Burt Fitzgerald, the 
Elks are to have a new home in the central 
district.

NEW YORK STILL BOOMING.

Explains Price of Brick. 


These statements are disputed by EB. 
Tomlins of the Chicago Brick company in a 
communication received by THE TRIBUNE. 

‘Speaking ftom a brick manufacturer’s 
standpoint the article was misleading,” says 
Mr. Tomliins. “ The price of common brick 
in Chicago today is from $6.50 to $7 net, out 
of. which the manufacturer has to pay to the 
teamsiters an average of $1.20 a thousand for 
delivering to the jobs and to the railroads, 
freight amounting to from 50c per 
sand.

Never mind how it came that I arrived in 

Ghicage, two years ago, poverty stricken, 
geeking employment. Suffice it to say that 
gisfortune, not wrongdoing, had caused my 
@etress, though I suffered for it as though 
[hed committed the unforgivable sin. I was 
ich in hope when | first started looking for 
work in Chicago. Now, though I am no 
longer hungry and have even a few dollars 
laid aside for future contingencies, I—if I had 
agiri child to care for, I'd think it small sin 
#6 kif’ her to save her from such times and 
days as I have known. . 

I can write a little, now and then, when 
the mood is upon me; I’ve had stories printed 
ie this paper. But the “nose for news” is 
not mine, alas! nor can I depend upon my 
ereative abilities at all times. I understand 
@enography, but a slight deafness hampers 
me in this direction. The only stenographic 
position I've held for more than a week since

@eeretary to a man whose wife is madly jeal 
ofhim. I’m helding it now, after nearly 
Wyo years of workseeking.

Unable to Join Union. 


through it somehow. and next day I sought 
the employment office, where a kindly man 
had , promised—long months ago—to secure 
me work. 

So well fed he looked, so comfortable, so 
prosperous. A well dressed woman, his wife, 
left his desk as I neared it, adjuring him to 
meet her in good time for luncheon, to see 
that she had a good meal, with plenty of 
lobster salad. I. was faint and weak with 
hunger. You don't know the thoughts that 
ean come into a woman's brain an@ heart 
under circumstances like that. I'l] admit 
it was wicked, but I could have slain that 
other woman for the insulting opulence of her 
pervasive perfume. The man icoked at me 
and frowned. 

“ Now, why didn't you come in yesterday?” 
he inguired—and I hadn't missed before in 
weeks! “ Yesterday I was looking for you; 
had a position. But I sent down to Eldredge 
court for you. and nobody knew your where- 
abouts. So I gave the work to another girl.” 

The worli swung with me, and I faced 
that man in temporary madness. 

“I hed to leave that place because I had 
no money,” I told him. “I spent last night 
in the streets.” 

Then, because I am but ¢ woman, I couldn’t 
keep the tears back. So I turned my face 
to the wall and struggled with them. I 
heard the man leave the room and call some 
one, and presently the girl who sat in the 
outer office had her arm about me, and was 
pressing a dollar into my hand. My pride 
suffered, but I &te a good dinner and slept 
warm and safe that night. It was in the 
late autumn, and that night in the river dis- 
trict had been bitterly cold. 


Fellow Women Brutal. 
I was looking for housework now—scrub- 
bing, washing, anything. Butnever! Never

I'd come to be thankful long since that 1 
was no longer young or attractive—since I 
coulda’t get work. Yet a nubmer of men 
offered me marriage when things were at 
their worst. 

A Gay or two of odd cleaning or scrubbing 
now and then—I had never learned to sew, 
even ti women would have trusted me with 
their goods or received me into their houses 
~—with occasional jobs at putting up samples 
and the like—“extra girl” always—kept 
the bare life within me until spring came. 
During the summer things were a little bet- 
ter. I haunted employment offices unceas 
ingly and got enough “ vacation work” of 
a poor kind to keep me in 5 cent meais and 
buy me two new shirt waists. Once I ha4 
steady work at $4 a week fora month. Ah! 
if it had only lasted. October, alas! found 
me still seeking employment. Nevember, 


Decernber—the weeks slipped on like a hor- > 


rid nightmare. I had tried everything— 
everything but begging. Christmas greena 
had saved my Dody alive, but I think my 
soul was dying. Then, one d@ay, I hap- 
pened to meet a woman who had once seen 
me at work. 


Friendship Restores Hope. 

I had been hungry four days; three with- 
out food of any kind. - I had no place to sleep 
and no money. Onty the police station or the 
lake lay before me, since I knew the Model 
Loéging House was full, and I lacked strength 
to walk out to the Home for the Friendless. 
The woman got my story from me before ! 
knew. 

She gave me money; insisted that I take it. 
She cried with me, for, at the first word of 
sympathy, I ceuldn’t help crying. I couldn’t 
take the day or two of rest she also insisted 
upon because I was too unstrung and ner- 
yous. I had to make that weary, dreary 
round of the “ free’’ employment bureaus, 
the newepaper offices, and alleys, answering 
advertisements, waiting for the posting up of 
the successive editions, fellowing blind clews, 
asking useless questions, just the same as if 
my pocketbook had been nermaily empty. I 
ghould have died or gone made ff I had re- 
mained in the warm, quiet, safe, clean haven 
15 cents nightly secured@for mealiday. But 
the world had taken on a new aspect.a new 
cotter; I again dared to be hopeful. And, 
though I hadn't prayed for nearly two years, 
I prayed for that woman. I prayed that she 
might die before she lost confidence in her- 
self—she was alone and self-dependent—or 
got out of work. 


Friend the Greatest Need. 

And here’s the moral of this story, this piti- 
ful story, true In every detail. It was a 
friend I needed; not organized charity, phil- 
anthropic assistance, sociological conc!u- 
sions—just a warm, human friend. My new 
friend ts poor; financially she ceuld do little. 
But she held.en to hope for and with me. 
She introduced me to other warm hearted 
women. Some of them had known my kind 
of “hard luck” but more hadn't. Yet they 


gall sympathized and bade me be of geod 


courage. Among them they “ held me up ma 
in a monetary sense until, with some neat If 
not new garments, a few pounds of new 
flesh to cover the bones almost starting, and 
a new heart within me, one of them heard of 
the position I now hold. 

It’s a poor position and anything but com- 
fortabie. The gay. successful, pert young 
putterfly of a stenographer In the next office 
says that my employer pays me “ starvation 
wages,” and she says truly, speaking from 
an ordinary standpoint. But two years of 
stéady work seeking teaches warmest ap- 
preciatien of the merest “ bread and butter 
money,” and I find it easy to forgive my 
employer's wife for fearing that her husband 
will try to replaee me with a better looking 
secretary—and seeing that he does not.

The Largest Body of Workers in the World 
‘with the Largest Invested Ca pital and Con- 


stantly Increasing in Numbers and Wealth. .

HOUSANDS of men and women in the 
cities, diazy with the grind and jar of 
the mills and factories, and feeling in 
the shadow of giant capital, are nurs- 
ing the theught of life on the farm. Yet 

the farmer in the United States teday fs in- 
terested in one of the greatest aggregations 
of capital that ever was applied to a single 
general line ef human endeavor. 
It is a staggering fact that the country has 
$9, 874,664,087 invested in manufactures. But 
these almost inconceivable figures are a bag- 
atelle compared with the $20,514,001,888 that 
are invested in the farms of the United 
States and in the equipment of those farms. 
These 5,739.667 farms, with at least as many 
farmers as heads of the farming family, tn- 
clude 641,201,546 acres of land. The aver- 
age acreage of each farm for the whole coun- 
try is 146.6 acres—improved and unimproved 
—and at the average valuation of $24.39 an 
acre the average farmer has $3,574 invested 
in his land alone. 


* * 
Break Records for Growth. | 

Not only did the increase in the number 
of farms for the ten years following 1890 
break all records in the growth of the United 
States, but the increase was out of propor- 
tion to the increase in urban pepulations. 
At the present time, considering the stu- 
pendous capital interested in farming. it is 
a striking fact that there is a farm in oper- 
ation for every 18.3 persons in the United 
States. 

This statement, reduced to the finality of 
figures, shows that the average farm of 146.6: 
acres, valued at $3,574. must support the 
farmer family. which finds for its customers 
the 18.8 persens apportioned to it out of the 
population. But in this population estimate 
the farmer’s family aleo has been counted, 
until, if that family averages five in number, 
the real basis of his year’s profits must be 
counted upon the 8.3 persone remaining as 
his dependent customers. 


Farms Growing Smaller. 
These are a few suggestive figures peinting 
te the complications of the simplest itndus- 
tries of the country. Asa bald statement of | 


fact, the idea of a farmer’s investing in a: 
farm at such a price when his constituent con-. 


sumers scarcely outnumber his own family, 
has discouragement upon its face. Yet the 
number of farms is grewing and in almost 
every section of the country unimproved land 
is brought under the plow and the value of 
the farming land Is increasing. 

As more land is brought under cultivation, 
however, the farms have been growing 
smaller, and especially in all that country 
designated broadly as the west. Fifty years 
ago the average farm in the west contained 
nearly 700 acres; today the same farm has 
been cut half in two. In the former cotton 
states of the union these farms of fifty years 
ago are reduced in 


near the ‘great cities and cutting them up 
into market gardens and truck patches that 


reach the dignity ef farms. For under the 


specifications of the census bureau, any piece 
ef ground deveted te the growing of farm 
preducts and upon which one persen devotes 
all his time, ts a “ farm."’ 

In Ulnois, Indiana, and Ohio the acreage 


Of the average farm bas been cut into deeply 


by the laying out of smal! fruit and chicken 
and truck farms near te the limits ef the 
larger cities. As these have decreased in 
sige, however, the land once reckoned as a 
producing unit has inoreased {n productive- 
ness and value. In seme of the New Eng- 
land states, where the size of the average 
farm has increased, the dairying interests 
Pave led to it, the land becoming more 
valuable for the preduction of milk and but- 
ter then for anything else, and the number 
of acres under one management becoming 
greater for this purpose. All over the coun- 
try. where general agriculture has been fol- 
lowed, with a minimum of stock raising, the 
average acreage has been maintained pretty 
closely for:thirty years at least. 


- 
Where Farms Are Largest, 

There are five states today which have 
farm acreage above 80 000,000 acres, includ- 
ing the improved and unimproved possi- 
bilities of their territories. These states, in 
their order of size, are Texas, Kansas, lowa, 
Missouri, and Iilinois.. The extent to which 
their lands have been drawn upon for agri- 
cultural purposes is shown in the follewing 
table:

Seven states in the union have land values 
in excess of $800,000,000, in the followtng:or- 
der: Illineis, $1,765,581,550; lowa, $1,497,554,. 
790; Ohio, $1,086,615,180; Penneyivania, $896,- 
272,760; New York, $888,134,180; Mieseuri, 
$848,979,213; and Indiana, $841,735,840. Fifty 
years age there were eniy eight states in 
all the unien which reported farm lands as 
werth more than §$100,000,000; these states 
in order standing New Yerk, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Virginia, Kentucky, Indiana, New Jer- 
sey, and Massachusetts. Today there are 
single states whose farm implements neces- 
gary to the planting and harvesting of the 
crops are worth close to $60,000,000. 


Evolution in Machinery. 

One of the marked changes worked upen 
the farm by modern methods and modern ma- 
chinery is suggested in the fact that since 
1850, when the value of « farm’s implements 
averaged 52 cents an acre, this value by the 


acre has increased to 90 cents In 1880 
acre value of the farth’s implements was 76 
cents, and using the implements of the time 
the average adult farmer could avai) himseif 
of the services of only 1.7 herse power as 
measured by the working animals in harness. 
With the modern machinery of the farm the 
average worker utilizes 2.3 horses at his 
work, year after year. 

-In the last ceneus year there were 8,771,181 
adult males engaged in farm work of all 
kinds. These workers had harnessed 20,- 
009.826 horses and mules and cultivated 272,- 
804,111 acres of land, devoted te barley, buck- 
wheat, corn, rice, cats, rye, wheat, tobacco, 
hay. cotton, hops, and sugar cane. Where 
‘one worker with the equipment of 1880 ceuid 
tend enly 23.8 acres as an average, this aver- 
age for 1900 was thirty-ene acres. : 


- Productiveness on the Increase. 

Looking over the results of evolution in 
farm machinery, it is shown that man’s in- 
creased productiveness on the farms is due 
te bis ability to harness and drive more 
horses. For each horse power availiable he 
has been able to get a greater planting and 
‘harvesting effectiveness until the worker on 
the farm today produces twice as much of 
cultivated farm preducts as he ceuld grow 
thirty years ago. 

This efficiency of the average farmer as 
compared to the farmer of fifty years ago 
has lent an entirely new meaning to the 
ceneus figures relating te the consumer. in 
1860 there was one farm in the United States 
for every sixteen persons of the total pepu- 
lation, and the farm in those days was great- 
ly larger than the farm of today. when the 
population is 12.3 to each farm. But with 
the smaller farm of today producing double 
to the acre that which the farmer of fifty 
years ago could grow and harvest. the pro- 
portion of the medern farm to population is 
nearer one farm to every seven persone.

Special Stock Menagerie, 

Considering the farm implements of today 
as worth 90 cents an acre fer the 
whole country, the live stock of the 
farms averages $3.06 to the acre, Iowa 
ranking first with a total live stock 
valuation of §278,830,006, and Texas sec- 
ond with a total of $240,576,955. Censidering 
the live stock of the country at large, some

NE of the most successful engineers 
in the country whe, fer brevity, may 
be called Smith, get his start in busi- 
ness, and grew rich as a consequence, 
by outwitting John LD. Kockefeller, 
the oil magnate. The story furnishes an ex- 
cellent example of what a little pluck and 
daring will do when used at the right mo- 
ment with the proper dipiomacy. 
Smith, a few years ago, was a young fel- 
low whose only capital censisted of a useful 
invention for the regulation of steam heat. 
temiperature. Perhaps i should aiso be 
said that he was cool headed, nervy, beid, 
but quietly so, and possessed ef an innocent, 
childlike manner which was, for the most 
part, cleverly counterfeited, and which 
amazed the persens with whom he did busi- 
ness when they discovered the shrewd mind 
and masterful tact that iay concealed unde? 
his seemingly beyish exterior. 


Aims High at Start, 

When Smith started out to seli his device 
he determined he would aim high. “Ifican 
get my regulator into the houses of a dozen 
of the big millienaires,”’ he said, “ the rest 
of the peaple will take it up.” 

He was at that time living in Chicago, his 
native city, and, with the Astors and Vander- 
bilts in mind, he packed his grip and went to 
New York. He afterwards said that, for two 
months after his arrival in that city. New 
York was more unsympathetic than the 
Sabara desert in the belt that has ne oases. 
Nobody seemed to care whether the tem- 
perature of his house was high or low. No- 
body wanted any of Smith's regulators, and 
as for the gatherings of the Astors and Van- 
derbilts under bis wing, why, Smith found 
that to secure a personal interview with 
an American millionaire was abeul as easy 
as getting into personal contact with the 
shah of Persia. 

It waa his good fertune, however, ene day 
te be admitted into the private office of Mr. 
B——, one of the emalier stockholders of the 
Standard Oil company. B—— had just come in 
from a good dinner at his club and was feel- 
ing good natured to the whole world as a 
result. He was taken with Smith’s boyish 
way, and owing, perhaps, as much te caprice 
as to anything else, he gave the young man 
an order to fit out his house on Fifth avenue 
with one of the Smith regulators. Smith did 
the work himself, and made a good job of it. 
Then he laid low for two weeks, and at the 
end of that time he again called on B—— and 
with a brilliant idea in his head. He knew 
that B— and John D. Rockefeller were well 
acquainted, and his purpose was to use his

@ this age of macizine-made geeds it is 
unusual to find that there are left a few 
of the indwatries that are etill carried on 
by hand and sreund whieh hang some of 
the remence of the Eurepeaa countries, 
“poth in the types to be found ameng the 
borers and tn their dress. 
Back alien quarter in the great cities har- 
bere some industry that is peeuliariy tis own. 
wad while the saie of this product is limited. 
it te sought after by those whe colonize in 
these sections. As the Italflan quarter has 
lis spaghetti makers, the German thetr eier 
pudein shops. ead the Syrians their pastry 
and candy producers, se the Yiddish have the 
cigaret and artificial fower makers. whe are 
adepts at their various callings. Often these 
givte earn higher wages than the American 
bern werkers, whe are not se quick to learn 
the trades nor such rapid werkers enec they 
bave been mastered. 


Girls Earn Good Wages. 
Tm the cigaret factories ef the east side 
of New York the greater part ef the workers 
Yiddish and Russian Jews, whe speak 
but little English, seme ef them nene, but 
whe are capable of earning twiee the wages 
ofa saleswoman in a department store, and 
whe are rapid and sisilifu!l werkers in the art 
of cigaret making. They tefl from 7:30 until 
32. and from 12:80 until 5:80 every day but 
Saturday and Bundey. The orthedex Jew 
will not work en the Sabbath—ihat is, the 
calendar Saturday—and as the shop is shut 
Gown no work is done on Sunday, making 
but five working days in each week. 
The expert werker will earn from $9 te $15 
 @ week making the ecigareia, and as the work 
is counted by the piece it rests with the oper- 
@tor what her wages shall be at the end ef the 
week. Few of them earn tees than $8 and most 
of them make more than $12. And on this 
they fairty bloem on Saturdays and BSun- 
Gays. thetr helidays from work, for the 
Gigaret maker is a lever of fine plumage, and 
@ large part of her meney gees for that. 
* 


Tobacco Imported n FPales. 

The tebacco from which the cigarets are 
made is imported from Turkey in canvas 
wrappers or bales. These bales are tightly 
packed and drawn together with strings. 
They range frem 5@ te 100 pounds each. and 
the leaves are small and of a light yellowish 
brewn color. The first operation !s the sort- 
ing and stripping of the leaves. The stems 
are removed and the thin leaf ie threwa ona 
pile. From this, after curing and treating, 
bandfu's are taken and fed inte the shredder 
crosswise, so that the longsstrings ef tobacce 
can be prepared for the cigaret. 

These leaves are dry and weuld break in 
gmall fragmente if paseed threugh the ma- 
chine in this state, se they are treated and 
meietened before being cut. 

- Bach bale will preduce a heaping basketful 
ef cut tebacce. This is then cevered with 
éloths until called upon by the weigher. 


Record Kept of Tebacco. 

On the fleor with the cigaretmakers there 
Ys a large metal lined bin, dustpreof, and 
away trom the meving threng ef workers, 
wherein several hundred peunds of finely 
cut tebacco is kgpt. From this bin the weigh- 
er deals out from three to five pounds to each 
girl as che presents her empty tin bex and 
record ticket to be Gied. Abeut four pounds 


is he average quantity dealt eut at one time, 
and the boxes are filled twiee a day. one lot 
making an average of 800 to 1,000 cigarets. 
The girle work at tabies divided off inte 
compartments and some ef them are se dex- 
tereus that eme can barely fellow their move- 
ments with the eye. They ée not make the 
wrappers; that‘is a separate business by 
iteelf, and the factery can buy the tissue silps 
or tubes cheaper than they can be made by 
hand. 
Carefal Check Prevents Shertago. 
As each gtri ererks away filing the wrappers 
a cellester is going the rounds picking up the 
cigerets and giving each one credit for the 
number she has made. This is charged up 
against the weight ef tebaece and number 
eof wrappers she has had, and in this manner 
a cheek ts put upen the geeds, etherwise there 
weuld be shortages that could net be ex- 
plaimed; at least, the giris would fail to ex- 
plain, and they ané others would reap the 
benefits 


It keeps the weigher busy in a factory 
where a hundred giris are at werk. and be- 
tween weighing times a vigilant eye is kept 
om the several departments threugh which 
the eigerets pags. 

After the eovers are filled, the partially 
cemplete cigarets are taken te the finiskers, 
who slip them inte the meuthpieees. This 
work ts done rapidty and skillfully by men 
whe rei] a small piece ef setton within a 
strip ef paper and slip the small tube inte 
one ef the cevers. The cetton ts ermplerved 
te filter the emoke. so thet no particles of te- 
bacco or dust can be érawn inte the mouth. 

Dexter'ty in Pactin-. 

The cigarets then pars in bulk te the sorters 
and pockers. located In a eeparate reom, 
an@ here the emall bex poeking ts done. 
Mere the American bern girl ts empicyed. 
She finds the task easter, and she gets $6 per 
week for her work. and is net dependent 
on piece work, but she, as wel! as the cigaret- 
maker, is a member of the union. 

If che is emart she ean peek 25.09 cigarets 
a day. but if ehe fall= below 18.90 to 26.000 
she lesce her place another girl fills it, 
for there are ready and willing hands await- 
ing al) vacancies in these overcrowded lines 
of industry where labor seeks capital con- 
tinually. 

From the packers the boxes are taken to 
the label paster, and here the union gets its 
edvertising. for every box has to be decorat- 
ed with a union label. pasted on by a unton 
member, and finally inspected by a anion 
worker before the small bores are placed 
In the large enes that held 58 and 19 each. 
One er twe giris oan label. all the boxes 
packed in a day, where the working force is 
about 100, and for this they get $5 a week. 

Bech bex must bear a revenue stamp also, 
and a boy is kept busy sticking these little 
coupons, representing Uncle Sam's pari of 
the profits, on this article ef luxury or neces- 
sity, of which hundreds and hundreds of 
millions gre used. 

And why de the makers of cigarets on the 
cast side prefer hand to machine labor? 
Simply because it is less expensive there is 
n® risk from pessibie defingement of ma- 
ch-nes. no eest for pewer and no rental or 
first expense of machine. Or, as one maker 
put it, with a shrug of seheuiders and an ele- 
vation of hands, palms up: “ Because it 
costs us cheaper.”

Workingmen will 
vote for their friends in whatever party they 
find-them, but no mandate ever has gone or 
ever will go forth from the officers or leaders 
of the movement to vote for any candidate. 
A great dea! has been made of a recent utter- 
ance of President Gompers about the effective 


use of the ballot, but in most cases it has been - 


misunderstood. Union labor fully recog- 
nizes the power and effectiveness of the bal- 
lot, but its use is to be left to the intelligence 
of the individual. He can choose bis friends, 
he can enter politics as energetically as he 
pleases, and urge what candidate he sees fit, 
but ae an organization the American Federa- 


tion of Labor will have none of it. No prin- 


ciple has been more thoroughly thrashed out 
and determined than this one. 
Many Reforms Effected. 
What are the reforms that union labor is 
eddressing itself to in its effort to reach the 
good time coming, and what means are being 
employed? In the first place, it should be 
noted we have come a long way already. The 


‘bours of labor have been reduced from sun- 


rise and sunset te ten and then te eight 
hours; Chinese immigration has been 
stopped, as also the importa of contract 
labor; the sweat shop has been eliminated in 
large measure and wages have been ad- 
vanced. That is worth while. We have un- 
dertaken to abolish child labor and wil) not 
cease until] it is accomplished and the child 
sent te school. We would make government 
by injunction tmpossibie and rob a governor 
of the right te deport workingmen because 
he has the militia with him. These are some 
of the things we are Working to accomplish. 
We wish to seco the initiative and réferen- 
dum, and we are diligently at work in every 
state to that end. The work is progressing 
excellently. The initiative and referendum 
once secured, it wil) form an effective means 
toward other reforms. 

Work of the Organizers. 

About the means to be employed? Simply 
Gemand and agitation. We have 11,000 dis- 
trict organizers subject to the call of the 
American Federation of Labor at all times 
and we have thirty to fifty paid organizers 
in the field al] the time preaching the gospel 
of unionism. Each of these workers has his 
itinerary and is directed from my office. As 
he leaves each town to go on to the next he 
drops a card—a printed form he fills out— 
and upon receipt of it here we move his pin 
to the new location. The organizer does not 
devote himself to-any one craft, but under- 
takes to “organize the town” before he 
leaves. As a result of this activity wonders 
have been worked. Many new crafts have 
been recently and are being now added to the 
great army of unionism. Among these are 
the teamsters, who a few years ago numbered 
but a theusand er two, but who now have 
85,000 union men. The waiters, which had 
but 700 seven years ago, now have over 50,000. 
Miners, carpenters, and painters have made 
phenemenal advances. The miners now 
number 800,000, the largest union ;’carpenters, 
167,000; and the painters, 60,000. These 
things account for the great strides of the 
American Federation of Labor, which in the 
last five years increased its membership 
1,250,000. Nearly every craft is now repre- 
sented in the federation. 

What Future Wi!l Bring. 

I see a time, as the result of our agitation 
and persistent effort, when no child shail 
be set to work and children and youth sha!!l 
go to school until they are 18 years of age; 
when every man's child shall have the ben- 
efit of a high school education; when men 
shall be so well paid that’ they can afford to 
marry and rear children and provide for 
them properly and see to their education; 
when, because of this, women will] be taken 
out of the field of competition by finding 
husbands and homes; when every man and 
wonlan will find time to loaf a little “and 
invite his soul,’’ and life will mean some- 
thing more than a day of toil; when.strikes 
mand lockouts will no longer be used as a 
weapon between employer and employed, be- 
cause of a mutual respect and a better un- 
derstanding. This is the good time toward 
which the American Federation of Labor is 
looking and working, and I think we shall 
see it in our day. : 


gymnastics, aquatics, and al] forms of ath- 
letics. To acquire the education that will 
fit him satisfactorily in these things it will be 
necessary for him to spend two or three years 
in diligent study and practice. After all this, 
if he is not possessed of a dominant pereon- 
ality and the ability to teach and lead others 
he can never become a successful instructor. 


* 
Needs Qua'ities of Leader. 

“A gtrong personality is probably the 
prime requisite for the man who intends to 
become a physical instructor,” said Mr. Har- 
eld Hamnett, physical instructor of the Cen- 
tral ¥. M.C.A. “ The work of the instructor 
is to teach, and to do this one must have 
‘ teachability.’ the power to lead others and 
to bring them to do just what you want them 
to. Without this trait the man who tries to 
teach physica! culture is sure to be a failure. 
It is even more necessary than the physical 
ability satisfactorily to perform the dutiesof 
the instructor. 

“In this association men generally work 
into positions as instructors by first mani- 
festing this kind of personality when going 
through the exercises on the floor. Theabil- 
ity to become a good Instructor soon evi- 
dences itself in a man when he comes under 
the hands of his tutor. and as we are always 
on the lookout for men who may become in- 
structors we give the ones who are most 
adept at the business the opportunity to re- 
ceive special coaching with an eye to eventu- 
ally having them enter our training school 
and qualify as physical instructors. 

“ ‘The physical training schools of the asso- 
ciation are two in number. One is here and 
the other in Springfield, Mass. In the school 
in this city it requires two years for a man 
to graduate; in the other the course is of 
three years’ duration.” 


Instruction in Anatomy Thorough. 

The completeness with which the student 
in these schools is instructed in anatomy 
and other studies that bear upon the human 
body and mind is only equaied by the thor- 
oughness with which a medical college in- 
structs the men who are to add M. D. to their 
names. The study of anatomy is accom- 
panied by dissection of the human body, 
articulated skeletons, enatomica! charts, and 
lectures. The competent physical instructor 
knows which muscles each exercise will put 
into use, how it will use them, and what 
effect their use will have on the whole human 
system. He knows, if he is competent, what 
the causes for tliness*of various kinds ere, 
and he knows what the remedies are, if the 
remedies lie within the realm of physical 
training. If he is not competent he does not 
know so much about these things, but be-

scribe my feelings 
when our sailing or- 
ders arrived.

Suddeniy. some twenty yards 
ahead of the Majestic, there rose into the air 
a Vast column of water, and the eye, naturally 
following the direction of the shot. marked 
the great jets which sprang up far into the 
distance as the projectile ricocheted over the 
water.

Hit by the Second, 
The action had begun, and sooner than I 


‘had expected. The ships came nearer and 


nearer to one another, When the enemy was 
2,000 yards off I saw again the bright flash 
spring from the enemy’é sidés, and in a mo- 
ment it was followed by a shock which shook 
the M tic from stem to stern.

Teachers Far Better Equipped. 
In the future, however, it is apparent that

“LIKE to see a boy with some snap in 
him. It ts nuvthing against him that heis 
mischievous, so long as he is not really 
bad by nature, 

The prankish boy is simply full of life, 
of joyous, exuberant animal spirits that he 
must work off in some way. 

A boy's mischief is generally based on orig- 
inality; he usually haa something up his 
sleeve, so to speak, that is all his ownm—the 
product of his creative gentus. It is this gift 
of originality and individual force that gives 
rim prominence in after life, and not the mere 
fact that he is either mischievous or good. 

The spirit of mischief is simply originality 
showing itself—breaking out. as it were. 
Originality gives him the plan for some prank 
or other and then force of character comes to 
his aid and assists him in carrying it out. 

Do not understand me to infer that the 
good, mode! boy Its less apt to gucceed in life 
than the prankish one. Not atall. It may 
be that the model boy is without the physical 


energy or the playful disposition of the other. 


But he can be as brililant. can learn as much, 
end can make as much use of his talents and 
ac lishments. Still, many of this class

Misch’ef Force of Character. 

After all, it is innate force of character 
that achieves success, and this forcefulness 
is apt to show itself in animal epirits and ex- 
plosions of mischief. ae 

Some of the most mischievous boys I ever 
saw are now prominent clergymen, of grow- 
ing fame, and influence. Such boys are 
wrongly called bad. They are simply full of 
energy, aggressiveness, hope, and self-re- 
llance—they fight their way, if necessary, but 
they win it.

The Majestic shivered from stem to stern, 
and I could actually see the ironwork on the 
bow ripping and splintering as it forced its 
way into the opposing side. But it was not 
there the fatal wound had been given, for 
underneath the water line the protruding 
ram had struck a blow from which no human 
power Gould save the victim. 

For a moment all was still, save for the 
sound of the stretching and rending of the 
iron; then suddenly. with a steady but cer- 
tain heave. the great ship seemed to bow 
down towards us.

Thus a single action, lasting less than thir- 
ty minutes, decided the fate of two of the 
most powerful ships in the opposing navies.

Fit Him Well for Start in Life.

HAT becomes of bellboys when they 
grow up or grow old? If they ever 
do. Have they any future beyond 
forever responding to the gong that 

| keeps them on the alert throughout 
their career? 

The smartly dressed, active, and polite 
youths who are so important a, part of the 
machinery of employés of the big downtown 
hotels have an object in life, according to 
Arthur Beckett. 

Mr. Beckett, senior bell boy at the Audi- 
torlum Annex, is an example of what 4 capa- 
ble, industrious, and thrifty bellboy may be- 
come. He is 380 years old, bas been a bell- 
boy most of his life, and expects to continue 
one until age has made such marks on & 
vigorous constitution that he can ne longer 
pose as a boy, whose stunted growth—like a 
jockey’s—gives no sign of a matured mind. 

Mr. Beckett says he is the oldest bellboy, 
in point of service, in Chicago. He hasa wife 
and two children and is giving the latter the 
best education he can afford. He owns real 
estate on the south side and has a bank ac- 
count that gives him a reasonable guarantee 
against any pessible future vicissitudes of 
‘fortune, which, however, he does not antici- 


pate, 

When he gets real old, Arthur is going te 
buy a farm and raise squabs. 


Better Future than Clerk. 

Mr. Beckett—bet ween “ hops "—told an in- 
vestigator that a faithful bellboy who 
attended to business and saved his tips had 
before him a future that wae at least more 
promising than that of the average clerk or 
salesman. For the ambitious, he said, there 
were attractive rewards. : 

“ Bellboys,” said he, “are generally se- 
lected from bright and neat looking appli- 
cants. A slovenly appearing boy hasn't 
much chance of being employed anywhere 

‘nowadays, but f is positive that the hotel 
man looking for recruits in the ranks of 
the bell hops will not give a second look at 
a boy who appears with a soiled collar, un- 
blackened shoes, or {ll fitting, wrinkled gar- 
ments. The applicant will also be subjected 
to a brief examination as to his general in- 
formation of the city, and tn a first class 
house his language, bearing. and genera! per- 
sonality are given thoughtful consideration. 
He must not be over a certain size or weight, 
for large, cumbersome boys are not active 
enough to do the work and take up too much 
room. I once saw a six foot bellboy In an 
Idaho hotel who carried a six shooter and 
wore whiskers that got into the soup, but 
he could not have secured a job in a sixteenth 
class hotel in Chicago even as a curiosity. 

“In a hotel iike the Annex inexperienced 
boys are generally not employed. Among the 
twenty-five here there are a number who 
have been graduated from smaller hotels in 
Chicago and several from other cities. Be- 
fore I came here I worked in Montreal, Bos- 
ton, New York, and other places in the east. 


Neatriess Firat Requisite. 


" The first characteristic ef a bellboy should 5 


be neatness. His linen should be scrupu- 


. lously clean, especially his cellar and cuffs. 


It doesn’t make so much matter abeut his 
shirt, because that doesn’t show through his 
military coat. But his shoes should always 
be polished and his uniform pressed and 


, brushed. Most beliboys have two uniforms 


and wear them alternately, keeping pressed 
the one that is not in use. We have to buy 


eur own uniforms, and as they are of ex 


pensive cloth, made up by a good tailor, they 
are a considerabie item. 

* Alertness and cheerfulness are the next 
essentials, At the first signal Ahe lboy 
must Jump to the desk or to the bell Captain 
to receive instructions. No laggards are per- 
mitted and any delinquency would be quickly 
noticed by the guests. A well trained bellboy 
walks briskly and decisively. He never 
dawdies with his hands itn his pockets, even 
when off duty, for the discipline that he 
ceives is not easily put aside. A beliboy at 
attention should stand erect and of course 
should not speak unless he is spoken to. 

“ Cheerfulness and amiability are impor- 
tant qualifications. A bellboy en duty ought 
to have a perpetual! smile, like a showgirl, 
and no matter how grouchy he feels, he must 
be cheerfu! if he wants to succeed. He must 
be courteous to guests of the bouse and at- 
tentive to their least request, for the siight- 
est tnfraction of these rules will be foillewed 
by complaints to the management. Women 
guests are dificult to please, and inexperi- 
enced tourista cause trouble to bellboys, for 
they are exacting and frequently do not 
know what they want. | 


should at onc@relieve the guest of all respon- 
sibility as to his baggage, check it for him, 
or take it to his room, and perform any other 
services that may be required. 

“ This is the time when, in addition to his 
other duties, the bellboy is expected to be @ 
sort of genera! bureau of Information. He 
asked concerning the location of streets, 
buildings, and places of amusement. Often 
Als judgment is deferred to in the matter of 
theatrica) attractions. Semetimes the ques-. 
tions are pussiers uniess he has a good ac- 
quaéntance with the city. I have Been asked 
if there was in the city any colleetion of pre- 
histeric [rish relics and the location of the 
Ghette fish market. A woman has asked me 
where Chicage society women buy ‘(tier 
gowns, and once I directed a woman who 
wanted to look up her ancestors to the New- 
berry Ubrary. | was surprised when she 
found what she wanted.

“ A bellboy doesn’t need to display any 
jewelry, but his watch ought te be as good as 
money can buy, fer on its accuracy depends 


the catching of trains by guests who expect © 


beliboys to give the cight information. A 
bellboy, of course, has to have all the time- 
tables down so fine he can answer any ques 
tion concerning trains at any time. 


‘Must Be Well informed, 
“The wise bellboy will read the papers 
closely, for people arriving in the city will 
often want to knew the iatest news without 
taking the trouble te look it up for them- 
selves. 1 generally read al) the afternoen 
editions as fast as they reach the hotel news- 
stand I pay especial attention to war and 
politica] news. You have to be careful about 
expressing opinions. Sometimes people faver 
the Japanese and sometimes the Russians, 
In politics no beliboy has any business tell- 
ing what he thinks. It leads to argument 
and argument is a waste of time ana causes 
hard feelings. . 

“ Americans ask more questions than for 
eigners. The English, especially. rarely ask 
their way about, being of the Impression they 
know it all Perhaps they are too proud te 
seek information. Many of them get lost.” 

Tips and Hours Good. 

There is one subject that it is almost im- 
possible to get a beliboy to discuss, and 
that is tips. It is populariy suppesed that 
a bell boy at the Auditorium, or the Annex, 
or the Great Northern will average from 
$125 to $150 a month, including a §30 4 month 
salary. While most of them admit that there 
are times, like horse show week, when noth- 
ing less than a 25 cent tip was accepted, in 
general when this sum is reached, the aver 
age is too high. 

* Bighty dollars a month is a good aver- 
age,” said Mr. Beckett. “ It won't run more 
than that, year in and year out. I never 
think of tips. I try to do my work faithfully 
and well, and be polite and cheerful, and I 
find that when I do that the tips take care 
of themselves. 

' “ The lot of a bellboy is, on the whole, bet- 
ter than that of the average clerk, book- 
keeper, or salesman. His hours are six 
hours eff and six hours on, his pay is better, 
and his surroundings are pleasant. He is 
thrown inte contact with Interesting 
and he has his pleasures, 

Opportunities for Advancement. 

“ There is a future, too, for the ambitious 
bellboy. He may be premoted to key clerk 
or other positions of emolument and trust, 
rising in time te the position of manager 
and eccasionally te that of proprietor. JI un- 
derstand that Mr. Breslin, one of the orig- 
inal owners of this hotel, started life as a 
bélibey. Riley Grannan, the plunger, was 
once @ beliboy, and several restaurateurs, 
- who are making all kinds of money, used 
to Jump at the tap of the bell. 

“ Perhaps the greatest opportunities for 
success come to the beliboys who attract the 
favorable attention of wealthy guests and 
are induced to accept employment that takes 
them into other spheres of action altogether. 
Some are made secretaries and ultimately 
are employed in the highest positions of 
trust. One former beilbey of the Auditorium 
is managing a sheep ranch in Idaho. 
other ts learning to be a efvil engineer im 
Mexico. Several have been engaged 
as vaiets, and one or two have married heim 
esses.”

The man objects when he is offered a position 
at $8 or $89 a week—he prefers to sit in an 
office with his feet on his desk and smoke a 
cigar while a clerk makes out the pay roll 
with $50 behind his name. It Is a pleasant 
dream, and that may be his future If he goes 
im at the place he is offered and works, but 
he chooses to stand in the chil! mist on a win- 
ter day and console himself with his own mis- 
ery. He pets it, and develops it until he con- 
vinces himself with his own illusion. 

Chance in Restaurants. 
Hotels and restaurants offer extensive op- 
portunities for a man who is willing to work. 
No matter what his education may be. no 
matter what his experience, no matter what 
bis age, if he is willing to work there is a 
chance and an opportunity to rise. Perha 
he will only receive his meals and $7 or 
at the start—-but there is a chance. All that 
is asked ia, “ Are you willing to work?” 

“Then take off your coat.” 

Dishwashers and baggagemen require no 
experience at the start. In a botel 4 man 
receives his room, board, and a few dollars, 
and if hé proves satisfactory “ there is al- 
Ways room at the top.” 

Street men need no experience. Any man 
who is not a degenerate and not physically 
handicapped can handle a broom and 
shovel. but does he want to do &R? Is he 
willing? The same question invariably 
arises. If * yes” is the answer he is secure 
andé the wolf will not haunt his door.

It is the 
young man with a future before him that 
is given the chance. 

Call for “Handy Men.”’ 

Foundries offer an opportunity to the man 
without experience. They require the serv-~- 
ice of unskiiled labor and take on men at 
$1.25 a day. The employment agencies are 
dally calling for handy men ”—men who 
need no experience but are willing to work. 
Such men are serviceable as barn men, yard 
men, and in factories. to nall boxes, sweep 
out. and @o general janitor er all around 
man work.

Hod- 
carrying is one of the trades that @ maa 
can break into with no experience, and each

His birds are 
accounted among the finest singers and prize 
winners in existerrce. Mr. Frank believes that 
this is so largely because they are taught to 
sing by the ald of a “singing machine.” Art 
vastly surpasses nature for the vocal training 
of canary birds, in the opinion of the man who knows and 
loves them so well. : 
“Any bird, even the best trained and finest singer in 
existerce, is liable to contract bad habits, to pass on these 
habits to other singers,’"’ so runs his explanation ard sup- 


port of his cherished theory. “But the mactine, by the 


aid of which my young birds are taught and my older ones 
kept in good practice, never contracts bad habits or makes 
mistakes.”’ 

This “singing machine” or “bird organ,” as it woula 
be called in Germany, whence it was imported, is really ea 
well arranged group of whistles, controlled by an air cham- 
ber and tank of water. Bight “tours”’ or notes dbes it sena 
forth sweetly when set in operation. The first is low, sweet, 


and almost like the speaking voice of certain humans. Other 


notes are higher, clear, protracted, and rolling. All ve 
most beautiful quality or tone. Each “tour” or whistle 
means much to experienced canary fanciers or judges, The 
proper tuneful production of each counts for so many points 
wher canary prizes are to be awarded. The more “tours” 
a bird can—and does—utter the higher his show for laurels 


Loud Songsters Undesirable.

Another popular canary bird fallacy, according to Mr. 
Prank, is that which urges the placing of canary Dirds in 


or sunny windows. 


“A canary should never be hung in a glaring ‘window 
oF a draft,” so runs the dictum of the man who successfully 
RMandles so many birds yearly. ‘“‘Canary birds, when in a 
Ratural condition, live in valleys and sheltered situations. 
They cannot stand-the rigors of this climate unless carefully 
handled, especially those born in Europe. The native bird 
of foreign extraction is the best for all purposes. Even then 
the canary that is to do well should be carefully sheltered 
from too great allowance of light or cool air.” 


Taught to Sing in Dark. 

Mr. Frank’s own birds are taught to sing in the dark, 
€nd their training begins early. “ About ten days after they 
lave their mother” the young birds find themselves alone 
in small cages placed in the large singing room. Gradually 


’ they are accustomed to the darkness and seclusion necessary 


for the highest training. Every'day are the doors of the 
raining cages closed a little more when the bird organ is 
Started. By and by they are entirely closed, and the young 
birds find themselves in complete darkness. Then, gently 
‘Seerced to “one pointed” concentration, they listen, notice, 
Amitate closely. At first the low, mfoderate tones and simple 
~ tours” are adopted, then come the more elaborate flour- 
ishes. Here, as everywhere, the personal equation nmiust be 
Considered. No two birds acquire their education in equal 
Gegree or by just the same process. One bird will take kindly 
© & certain “roll” or vocal method, while a second will 


quite ignore this item to become enamored of another, and a 
third will undertake something entirely different. It ts rare, 


indeed, to find a bird capable of acquiring all that the “sing- . 


ing machine ’’ has to teach him. Such a bird is a king among 
singers—if he can be kept from: bad habits. Sometimes, how- 
ever, faulty tones or methods are acquired when all danger 
of such mishap seems over. The canary bad habit, once 
formed, requires great and long patience to conquer or break. 

Every few days the budding singers are taken to the 
testing room and put through their vocal paces. With 3,000 
or 4,000 birds singing at once it is difficult to distinguisn 
clearly the note of any one, especially as all, accustomed to 
the communicative impulse of the organ, are apt to start up 
at once and sing their loudest. For reasons of rivalry, be- 
cause young birds will almost literally “ crack their throats” 
and inevitably certainly ruin their voices by endeavoring to 
outsing each other, it is necessary to have the bird organ 
accompany their singing as often as possible, and it is a 
curious thing to listen to the countless sweet, chirping voices 
simultaneously attempting to match its sweetly mechanicat 
note. But when solo rather than choral music is desired 
the testing room comes into play. 


Classified by Their Voices, 

From it the “graduated” singer goes to those shelves, 
the occupants whereof command fine prices, while the bird 
who makes vocal mistakes is relegated to a less exaltea 
station. All the birds, except those who will never become 
singers, take -the vocal training of the “machine’’ from 


time\to time. 


The great mortality among the nonprofessional canary 
birds of large cities, as well as the frequent silence of those 
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who should. be full and i Apa singers, is attributed by Mr. 
Frank to mistaken care unintentional! neglect of the tiny 
choristers. Only the purest of water, the finest of rape and 
canary seed, with an occasional peck at a cuttlebone, and a 
morsel of hard doiled egg does the man who produces the 
finest and most numerous singers in America allow his be- 
loved birds. He personally performs every service in Dehalf 
of them, finding hired assistance unreliable and unsafe. 

People must think the tiny creatures have enormous 
stomachs,’ he says, bluntly, “ to feed the queer diet and the 
quantities of it that they do. ‘ He likes it,’ they will tell me 
of food that is killing the little singer they really cherish. 
They never stop to think whether it is good for the bird or 
not. All the year round, with the possible exception of 
July and August, the mating season, a healthy canary shoula 
enjoy singing. When the reverse is the case something 


is wrong.” 


Teaching the Birds - One bird in cach compartment 
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Absolute cleanliness ts another*indispensable feq 
successful canary culture in Mr. Prank’s opinion, 
canary to bathe in water not perfectly clean is to become 
roore soiled than ever, to undergo real injury. It should be 
made easy and comfortable for the bird to bathe often, and 


the water should never be too deep nor cold for comfort. A 


wet canary is practically helpless, finding it hard work even 
to fly up to his perch, so the birds dread to bathe under im- 
proper conditions. Yet regular bathing is necessary to healtn 
and good voices. 

Fine singing canaries mdy be easily reared in ordinary 
homes with ordinary care and precautions, in Mr. Frank's 
opinion, and a single bird may be taught a beautiful song 
if sufficient pains are taken. The trainer, amateur or pro- 
fessional, must first realize of what the really good son, 
consists, then must gently Live and insist upon it, stopping 
the mistaken chirping by the tap of a little stick on the cage 
or similar means every time it is noticed. The task of canary 
training “‘ by hand,”’ as it were, needs much patience, but it 
can be successfully performed in behalf of a single bird. 
Where several birds or more are to be trained the assistance 
of the bird organ or “machine” singer should always be 
called in. 

The highest type of canary bird is partly yellow, partly 
brown, greenish, or bronze in tinting; the clear, golden yel- 
low birds, contrary to popular opinion, are not of the highest 
order. Mr. Frank’s cherished present hope is to produce a 
fine singer of “cinnamon” color, and this he has almost 
accomplished.

The woman of fashion thinks more highly of nature’s 
crown of beauty than does the peasant girl who is more 
richly endowed with the treasured tresses. The former will 
sell her jewels, if need be, to secure this important addition 
to her toilet. The latter, on the other hand, will part with 
ber luxuriant hair for a bright cotton handkerchief, a calico 
dress pattern, or a single franc. In some parts of France, 
tor instance, the custom of selling the hair has become so 
common among the women that it is said “to run in the 
blood.” At Mont Lucon girls sell their hair, with full consent 
of their future husbands, in order to get what it will bring 
toward their trousseaux. Thrifty farmers’ wives, whose 
husbands are amply able to provide them with the simple 
luxuries of their place and generation, sell their hair for a 
few coppers or for a gay print gown. In the big towns, of 
course, the women are able to command a better price. Yet 
the average value of a head of hair, as it grows, is 10 
» francs, or $2 in American money. 

All the European countries, and some of the Asiatic, sup- 
pis the woman of fashion with her puffs, her waves, and her 
switches. From Germany comes the high priced blond hair, 
Known as the “angel blond.”” Sweden stands second in 
the blond hair trade: That most expensive long white or 
Silver gray hair is grown by the Bavarian peasantry.

CLERK by day, society man some evenings, 

a professional bicycle rider on other evenings, 
A and a burglar in the late hours of the night 

was Frederick Monks, a London man, who 
has just been sentenced ty twelve months’ im- 
prisonment for robbery. ‘He is the only man 
eyer known in the annals of the London police 
to live a * quadruple life,”’ and his career forms 
one of the strangest chapters in the romance of roguery 
ever revealed to the public. 

The strangest feature of Frederick Monks' quadruple 
existence was that, while he lived four widely, divergent 
lives, mingled in four different classes of society, had four 
sets of friends, and maintained four characteristics, he kept 
the one name, Frederick Monks, In this fdct, he afterwards 
said, lay the secret of his success. 

In the morning Frederick Monks, in plain attire, took a 
seat at his desk in a large importing house in the city, where 
he was employed as an accountant. His demeanor was mod- 
est and unassuming. He was deferential to his employers 
and quietly congenial to his fellows. He ate his medest 
lunch with them, talked with them on the only subjects on 
which cle?ka usually talk, and drew his thirty-five shillings a 


Clerks Chaff Him. 


“That bieycle rider?’ he would say in response to the 
good natured chaffing of his friends who asked him about 
the professional athlete who had won the three mile race at 
the rink the evening before. ‘‘No, I don’t know him. He can be 
no relative of mine, even if his name is Frederick Monks. 
Of Gourse, T'm not a bicycle rider. If I could win £50 for ria- 
me arouné a racetrack in eight minutes, do you think I 
Would ada up figures for 35 shillings a week? Not me.” 

@oalock in the afternoon Frederick Monks, ac- 
coumtant, would close his ledgers, carefully hang his thread- 
bare office coat on a peg, and leave the place, his day’s work 
being ended, : 

Walking a few. squares he would take a bus and pride 
© & quiet street near Kilburn Park road, N. W., where he 
lived. Once at home he entered a gymnasium, where he put 
himself through an hour's hard exercise with dumbbells, 
weights and pulleys, and Indian clubs. Then, after a shower 
bath and a rub down, he would don a suit of riding tights, 
put on his outer clothes and a heavy sweater, and go to a 
nearby rink and ride his bicycle for an hour. A sponge bath, 
another rub down, this time by his trainer, a substantial sup- 


'peteand Prederick Monks, professional bicycle rider, after 


an hour's rest, was ready for a race. 
Wins Many Races,

He was loud yoiced, much given te swaggering, hearty, bluff, 
end A good fellow. .He¢, swore much, drank nothing, and 
Maoked a little No one of his acquaintances dreamed that 
Be could and did transform himself into a mere bookkeeper 
‘very day in the week, Sundays and holidays excepted. 

The name of Frederick Monks was known in every sport- 


Me circle in London, His name was familiar in every sport- 


ing newspaper. He won many races and was undisputed 


champion ‘of his class. And at this time—that was a year 
ago—he was only 19 years oid, 

On the evenings in which Monks was not riding in a race 
or training he became a different Monks, His dress sult, 
top hat, and patent leather shoes fitted him as well as his rac- 
ing togs, and he wore them with the easy grace of a society 
idler. He had a wide circle of acquaintances in Haverstock 
hill, another portion of London—and in Haverstock hill no 
one presumed to know anything about Kilburn Park road 
and professional bicycle riders. 

Society's Favorite. 

In Havergtock hill Frederick Monks was known as a man 
ef good position in the city, ef some means, and of good 
breeding. He waa frequently invited to parties and recep- 
tions, often made one of a theater party, and sometimes 
was invited to a half holiday, over Sunday house party In 
the country. 

Monks was fond of society, especially that of young wom- 
en. He naturally attracted them, for he was of athletic build, 
rather more than good looking, always dressed in fashion 
and in strictly good ‘taste, and was well educated and ap- 


‘parently refined. So popular was Frederick Monks with the 


young women of his aequaintahce that at the time of his ar- 
rest he was engaged to marry four of them, one living at 
Salisbury, one at Fulham, one at Lambeth, and another at 
Maida Vale. In his rooms at his own home in Kilburn Park 
road were found their photographs, and with each photo- 
=aye was a package of letters, all of a most loving charac- 
er. 

Monks’ love for the affection of young women ‘was the 
strangest feature of his character. After his arrest he boast- 
ed that he had made ardent love to many women, that he 
had won the love of many, and that he had promised to marry 
a number of them; but he declared that no woman ever 
loved him to her sorrow or to her shame. He won the love 
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Monks easily was able to maintain his character as a 80- 
ciety man of ‘ieisure, and to dress the part, from his win- 


nings as a professional bicycle rider; but even if the cash — 


prizes he won were insufficient he had another and a more 
sinister source of income. 
Burglar by Night. 

Late at night Frederick Monks forgot that he was a clerk, 
or a bicycle rider, or a society man, and became a burglar— 
and the police are ready to testify that he was as skillful and 
ae daring a man as ever wore a mask and used a jimmy. 

For two years a series of daring burglaries in Lambeth, 
Maida Vale, Fulham, and Salisbury had puzzled and baf- 
fled the police. In almost every instance the houses bur- 
glarized were entered between 2 and 3 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and within a few days after the family had given a party 
or a dance. This coincidence, however, did not strike the 
Londen detectives for some time. 

Finally one detective took a list of the guests at a party 
tn a house that had been burglarized on the following even- 
ing. The list gave him no clew, for all the names seemed 


to be those of men above suspicion. Going to another house: 


that had been robbed under similar circumstances the de- 
tective again secured a list of the guests. The only coin- 
cidence was that the name of Frederick Monks was on both 
lists. No other name appeared on both lists, and the two 


families apparently had an entirely different circle of ac- 
quaintances. 


Name on All Lists. 


Going to headquarters, the detective secured a list ef mys- 
terious burglaries committed in London for eighteen months 


. previous to Sept. 1, 1904. Selecting the ones reported from 


Lambeth, Fulham, Salisbury, and Maida Vale—for they all 
seemed strangely similar—the detective began a canvass, 
applying at each house that had been robbed for a Nat of 
the guests each had entertained only a day or two previous 
to the robbery... 

With a dozen or more of these lists in his possession the 
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detective became convinced that there was a peculiar sig- 
nificance in the fact that the name Frederick Monks ap- 
peared in all of them, but that in other respects no two 
lists were alike. Apparently Frederick Monks, whoever he 
was, was on intimate social terms in a dozen different circles. 

The directory gave the detective no clew. There were 


dozens of Frederick Monks. - But the thieftaker copied the 


names and addresses of all and began a discreet investiga- 
tion into the character of all of them. By a process of 
elimination he soon reduced his list of Frederick Monkg to 
three. ‘ 


His Steps Shadowed. *

good of Frederick Monks. His employers gave him the best 
cf characters.

At length it was decided by the powers of my home, act- 
ing under advice from my actor master, that I should go 
npon the real stage. I naturally wished to join a good the- 
ater, yet had little money and less influence, so was advised 
to take what came, to stand about in a crowd, to dance, to 
sing, to do anything so that I might measure myself with | 
others, in order that, when the time came for me to occupy 
tne stage alone, I shoul not be seized with dread, but he as 
much at ease upon the boards as in the privacy of my own 
home. Meanwhile I was to study all children’s parts and 
appear at suburban theaters in them during the progress of 
tehearsal in the city. It was learning in a practical school, 
and I think the plan was good. 


At the Stage Door. 

One morning I found myself entering by the stage door 
the realm that had fired my imagination when viewed from 
the stalle some months before on that memorable, solitary, 
instance, when I had seen a play. in 

We were a motley crowd. Some children were accom- 
panied by their mothers; they were decked in velvets and 
silks and wore plumed hats; others scorned them, they had 
never been “on” before. Little sisters came hand in hand, 
friends and neighbors hung together. Some came alone, and 
I was one of these last. I viewed the silk frocked mites with 
reverence, thinking they were famous child actresses. I 
looked with wonder on the untidy imps of the streets with 
their hair twisted in curl papere in preparation, as I after- 
wards knew, for the evening performance at another theater; 
these had dropped in sure of obtaining an engagement 
because they had been there before. To me the whole per- 
formance was a play, the great empty stage with a piano 
Standing like a solitary sentinel near the footlights, the 
Ovcasional showers of minute fragments of goldleaf flutter- 
4 Ing down from the studios of the scenic artists, who were 
» * already at work on the transformation scene. 

We were sorted out into rows, according to size, I believe, 
and one after another. of those interested took their choice of 
the most promising material. Experience, I found, was. in 
this, as in all other things, greatly to be desired. However, 
I was one of the number finally engaged (I think mainly on 
account of my long. fair curls) and for the next few weeks 
I worked valiantly, for I was in almost every act. Sometimes 
tite rehearsais were set for 9 or 10 o’clock and we children 
would arrive punctually only to fimd that the principals had 
arranged to have their cal) transferred to that hour. We 
were then left to our own devices, yet expected to hold our- 
Selves in readiness to spring to the stage at any moment. 


Cries for Ballet Shoes. | 
- We learnt to bring our toys, dolls—and even cradles—and 
play quietly, lost among the piles’ af scenery the older ones 
Occupied themselves with fancy work. Mothers would some- 
times bring the little children to keep them out of mischief. 
At 4Mrst, until I understood that the prefix “Mrs.” is no 
advantage in stage life, it used to puzzle me to hear several 
@hildren hail as “ mother’ a “ chorous lady " who was known 
to all as “ s So and So,” while she habitually moved (out 
of sight of the managers) with a tiny mite clinging to her 
skirts, too young to be on the stage, yet longing to follow 
in the footsteps of its sisters, whose perpetual cry was 
“Ma-ma—me want ballet shoes! Dif me ballet shoes, ma-ma!”’ 

It was during those busy weeks of my first rehearsals that 
I learnt the lives of the children among whom I had come as 
@ stranger. 

“ What do you want to be?” I asked one with a waving 
mass of golden hair and wonderful hazel eyes. She thought 
@ moment, then answered: “ A music teacher!” 

“ What do you want to be?” I asked arother with rough, 
eifish locks and great dark eyes. “A dressmaker,” she 
. “ @nswered instantly. “And you?’ I questioned of a third. 

'“ A governess,” came the prompt reply. And my first illusion 

was shattered. Did they not feel the glamour of the theater? 

Did they not want to take a well earned place among the

' Years Without Seeing Parents. 

And in after years I understood, for I met children who 
had never seen their parents for twelve years or even more. 
It is often impossible for an actress to obtain an engagement 
in a traveling company if her child is with her, hence the 
little ones are placed in schools, or more often bound over 
for a certain number of years to a manager who undertakes, 
in return for their services, to bring them out on the stage 
and care for them in the interim. When this is the case it 
frequently happens that mother and child are never in the 


same state or even country again until the little one has quite © 


grown up. 

At last the dress fittings were over, the shoes were ready, 
the wigmaker had delivered his wares, the songs were per- 
fect, the dancing steps learnt, and the night of the drese 
rehearsal had arrived. Consumed with excitement I went 
early to the theater, where to my eyes everything seemed in 
disorder and confusiom. Men were running in all directions, 
the right scenery, never before seen in its entirety, was in 
place, the “ property man” held possession of the stage, 
reading from his list. The footlights were ablaze and in the 
dim vista of the balconies the dark figure of one man could 
be seen while there were perhaps a dozen péople in the stalls. 
These were the judges, the verdict on our performance would 


nerves grew overstretched and taut. Let the littlest child be 


\ up the narrow staircases in company with the birds of the 
air and beasts of the field! Royal robes and paste jewels 
were quickly laid aside in exchange for short frocks, and the 
tired children hurried home to sleep, or elsé crept unper- 
ceived into the stage boxes to rest happily until morning. 


Kept Apart from Elders. 

‘Then followed weeks of acting varied only by occasional 
rehearsals when custom had made us careless. We children 
worked and played apart from our elders. A great dressing 
room had been built for us and a corps of dressers pro- 
vided. One side of this dressing room was formed by the 
“painted facade of a palace, tire other of a roughly white- 
washed brick wall. One end was a portion of a forest scene, 
the other the interior of a cottege. Here we acted among 
ourselves the whole of the play in witch we were engagéd, 
all details, even the mannerisms of the principals, were 
copied. accurately, for children are keen observers and fre- 
quently good imitators, Sometimes half of us would form the 
audience and half the performers, and we would dance and 
sing for the benefit of our companions. One night, during the 
run of this piece, we had a d supper given to us by the 
leading lady. A quaint sight we must have made sitting at 
the table in our various costumes, for there were children 
wearing painted, elongated eyebrows and Chinese pigtails 
anfong us, as well as masked goblins, royalties, and dainty 
fairies. Our call would inevitably come just ut the most im- 
‘portant part of our own proceedings, the sentence of the reci- 
tation would be left unfinished, the song half sung, the dance 
unduly ended, and we would run to our allotted posts, then 
back, to make the necessary quick changes for the next 
scene. Once we left behind us in the dressing room a 
crushed little fairy, lying, with buried face, in a great bas- 
ket of clothes: her mother had died an hour before, and a 
neighbor had brought her the news; she would not leave the 
theater for fear of losing her night’s wage; yet could not 
force herself upon the stage. 


After the Season’s End. 

The end of the play came and we scattered, some to 
other states, some to other theaters. 1 was to act, with 
two or three others, in the plece after the next, so our 
rehearsals started again almost: immediatelys In the in- 
terim I played, under the guidarmce of my master, at various 
suburVan theaters, usually taking the ieading child's part. 
it was during one of these performances that I learned to 
the full the vastness of the stage. The opening scene dis- 
covered me seated alone by the roadSide. On this dreadful 
night the curtain went up as usual—but my cue did not 
come! The moments of silerfce seemed agonizingly long, 
the sea of faces would not retreat into their proper per- 
spective as they had always done before. I could think of 
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no applicable sentence, for my first remark ought to have 
been made in reply to a shout—and that shout did not come. ' 
In desperation I hurled the stick I carried off the stage at} 
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be delivered by them, we were to act as we would on the 
morrow, but without the stimulant of a packed house, of 
applause, of flowers, and laughter—of the atmosphere and 
paraphernala that go to the making of the glamour of the 
stage, 

_ Life Put Into Their Acting. 

To me the change in the manner of the principals was 
startling. During the previous weeks the word “ business ” 
interjected suddenly, or the brief sentence, “‘ Exit—left cen- 
ter,”” had taken the place of action, no one had acted with 
enthusiasm. Now all was changed, the songs were really 
sung to those dim forms in front, the graceful dances were 
given with verve and energy. The black coated stage man- 
ager walking among the performers seemed strangely out of 
place amid the gorgeous costumes of the players. . 

The hours went on, midnight came and passed, every one’s 


the fraction of a second behind her companions in her exit, let 
the leader hesitate, confused by the difference in the arrange- 
ment of the scenery after the makeshift of the ordinary re- 
hearsals, and the inexorable voite of the judge in the dis- 
tance would make itself heard and the scene would be re- 
peated.
